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GOP I: GYPSY- 


MOTH REVIVAL? 


Back in the days of the late US Repre- 
sentative Silvio Conte (R-Pittsfield), mod- 
erate Republicans who didn’t go along 
with the Reagan administration’s right- 
wing social agenda were called “Gypsy 
Moths.” They would often vote with liberal 
Democrats against their party leadership. 

Now, at least one Republican lawmaker, 
Congressman Peter Blute (R-Shrews- 
bury), is seeking to bring that idea back 
into style. 

“If you’re going to be the majority par- 
ty,” Blute says, “you have to accept the di- 
versity of the entire country.” 

For example, Blute hinted that he might 
object to incoming House Speaker Newt 


| Gingrich’s call for a constitutional amend- 


| ment to allow school prayer. “I will be in- 
| dependent,” Blute says. “If President Clin- 


| ton calls me, I will keep an open mind, as I 
| did on the crime bill.” Blute distinguished 


himself last August from the state’s other 


| Republican congressman, Peter Torkild- 
| sen, of Danvers, when he refused to go 
| along with the GOP-engineered sabotage 
| of the federal crime bill. 


Blute also questions Gingrich’s name- 


| calling tactics following the November 8 
| Republican electoral landslide, saying, “I 
| don’t think it’s necessary to demonize the 
| opposition, although it must be said that 
| there are efforts to demonize [Gingrich] 
| by the White House and some of the me- 
| dia.” Blute labeled Gingrich’s blaming a 
| wide array of social ills on the Democrats 
| as “not absolutely necessary or accurate, 


| and I think that’s counter-productive at 
| that point.” 


Noting that Gingrich “thinks the 60s 


| went awry somewhere,” Blute adds, “there 
| are also many good things that happened 
| in the ’60s: the civil-rights movement, the 





| rise of citizen activists, the environmental 
| movement. In-the Speaker’s job, you find 
| out there’s a lot of gray area and you had 


better be prepared for it. You can’t think 
in stark black-and-white terms. Senate 
leader Bob Dole knows that. Compromise 
will, at some point, be necessary.” 
Whether Blute — who, for example, op- 


| poses a woman’s right to choose safe and 
| legal abortion — can succeed in reinvent- 


ing himself as a “Gypsy Moth Republican” 
remains to be seen. But in the opening days 
of the Gingrich era, he is, like the winged 
moth, at least moving toward the light.

SOUR GRAPES 


Defeated US Senate candidate Mitt 
Romney took the stage November 16 at 
the Park Plaza Hotel as many of the 700 
state Republicans gathered for a party 
fundraiser chanted, “Go, Mitt, go!” Some 
Republicans hope Romney will invest even 
more of his millions in a ’96 challenge to 


| Democratic Senator John Kerry. 


But Romney’s speech was laced with 


| bitterness over his November 8 loss to Ted 


Kennedy, indicating that Romney is still 


| looking backward. 


“People say to me, ‘What are ya gonna 
do now?’ I’m going back into the private 
sector, as a venture capitalist, creating 
jobs,” Romney proclaimed. “And I’m go- 
ing to put all my interests in a trust in my 
mother’s name. My mother is legally blind, 
so we're going to call it a blind trust. That 
way, if I need money, I'll just have Mom 


| give it to me. We learned in this campaign 


that if you want to be a US senator, it’s 
only best to inherit your money. 
“My wife, Ann, and I,” Romney contin- 


| ued, “are going to have a very public fight. 


It'll be Archie and Edith Romney.” That 
was a reference to Boston Globe writer 
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CRUISE’S VICTIM needn't worry — Kaplan says being bitten 
won't turn a person into a vampire. 


INTERVIEW WITH THE VAMPIROLOGIST 


Now that Anne Rice has made up her 
mind about the movie version of her 
book, taking out a full-page ad in the New 
York Times to announce how much she 
loves Interview with the Vampire, it’s time 
to check in with the real expert. That 
would be Dr. Stephen Kaplan, of the 
Vampire Research Center, in Elmhurst, 
New York. 

Kaplan, who calls himself the “father of 
vampirology,” maintains that vampires re- 
ally exist. He’s spent two decades sorting 
false vampires from the true ones —— those 
who need to drink several ounces of blood 
two to three times a week, usually collect- 
ing it via syringe, razor, or biting. 

“Any idiot can drink blood,” he says. 
True vampires require blood, nutritionally. 

So what does he think of the movie? 

“Certainly, as far as real vampires are 
concerned, it’s not accurate. One, you 
don't become a vampire by being bitten by 
a vampire. Two, they're not immortals, as 
portrayed there. Three, they certainly don’t 
inhabit the bodies of little kids. And vam- 


pires drink and eat food other than human 
blood.” 

Kaplan predicts that by next week, 
screen revenues for Interview with the 
Vampire will have dropped by half. “The 
picture will die,” he says. “It'll be out for 
free on HBO six months to a year from 
now, guaranteed.” Part of his objection to 
the movie, he adds, is its violence. “Believe 
it or not, I, the vampirologist, am against 
much blood on the screen. It breeds an in- 
sensitivity to violence in life.” 

And lest we think that true vampires re- 
side only in Transylvania, Kaplan notes 
that, according to his statistics (he keeps a 
vampire census), Boston ranks 10th 
among American cities in the number of 
vampire residents. Eight true vampires live 
in the Boston area, he says. 

“They're nice people,” he says. “Sensu- 
ous, charismatic, high-energy individuals 
who look much more youthful than other 
people.”

PORTUGUESE 
PUSH FOR ACCESS 


They’ve tried boycotts, talk-radio shows, 
and protest rallies that have drawn thou- 
sands of people. Still the Portuguese com- 


munity has failed to persuade local cable- 
television executives to add Radio Televi- 
sion Portugal International (RTPI) to their 
basic cable packages. 

But rather than give up their fight for 
free access to the network as part of basic 
service, Portuguese activists are turning up 
the pressure. For the past two weeks, 
RTPI advocates have been staging a 
hunger strike to protest what they see as 
their cable companies’ refusal to recognize 
their significance among cable subscribers. 
Though going hungry for the sake of TV 
may seem extreme, the issue is broader for 
many Portuguese-Americans, who consid- 
er the cable companies’ stonewalling an 
insult to their culture and to the tens of 
thousands of Portuguese-speaking people 
in Massachusetts. 

“This is not a funny thing,” says Manuel 
Bonifacio, a 39-year-old house painter liv- 
ing in Somerville who ended a week-long 
hunger strike this past Sunday. “We feel 
discriminated by this. We are trying to 
preserve our culture. We are trying to 
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show our kids where we came from. We 
want to retain our language. We are al- 
most like a forgotten community. We have 
nothing that relates to Portugal here.” 

Though Bonifacio — producer of a ca- 
ble-access program called Aqui Fala-se 
Portugues, or “Here We Speak Por- 
tuguese” — has ended his hunger strike 
(in part for medical reasons: he is epilep- 
tic), he says about six other Portuguese- 
Americans in Eastern Massachusetts are 
continuing theirs. 

Bonifacio wants Time Warner Cable — 
which would have to pick up its RTPI feed 
via Continental Cable of Cambridge — to 
make RTPI part of its basic programming 
package. The company currently offers the 
Lisbon-based station as part of an addi- 
tional package. 

In Fall River — an area served by Provi- 
dence-based Colony Cable — Fatima Pais, 
45, stopped eating on November 15. Pais | 
and a group of Portuguese-American citi- 
zens retained Fall River attorney Lloyd 
Earl Belford to express their demands to | 
Colony Cable and Continental Cablevision 
of Milford. Until the companies agree to 
add RTPI to their basic packages, Belford | 
says, another Portuguese citizen will join 
the hunger strike every 24 hours. 

Asked if the strikers are prepared to | 
die for their cause, Belford replied, “The | 
way they talked to me, I would have to | 
answer yes. They’re very serious-minded | 
about it.” ; | 

Paul Silva, vice-president and director 
of operations for Colony Cable, could not 
be reached for comment. Colony, a sub- 
sidiary of the Providence Journal Compa- 
ny, used to charge subscribers $7.95 a 
month for RTPI because it had to pur- 
chase the signal through a local distribu- 
tor. The signal is now available via satellite 
at no charge to Colony, however, and the 
company has agreed to offer it free for one 
year on an “a la carte” basis. That means 
subscribers must call to request it and 
would be vulnerable to rate increases that 
are not subject to Federal Trade Commis- 
sion regulations, Bonifacio says. 

“The cable companies want to make it 
“4 la carte” so they can make more mon- 
ey,” Bonifacio says. “The question is, are 
we going to be manipulated by cable com- 
panies, or are we going to tell the cable 
companies what we want to watch?”

PACS MAKE A 
COMEBACK 


The ranking Republican member of the 
US House Subcommittee on Telecommu- 
nications and Finance — who may well 
become the chairman this January — re- 
ceived $167,896 in political-action-com- 
mittee money from the telecommunica- 
tions, entertainment, and media industries 
during the first 18 months of the 1993-94 
election cycle. 

Representative Jack Fields (R-Texas) re- 
ceived more than double that given to the 
next highest recipient on the subcommit- 
tee, according to Brock Meeks, author of 
the electronically distributed newsletter | 
CyberWire Dispatch. 

Overall, Meeks says, members of the sub- 
committee got $669,679 in PAC money. 

And it gets worse. 

All told, telecommunications and enter- 
tainment companies donated $5.54 million 
to House and Senate members during the 
18-month period, Meeks reports. 

In Fields, the industry may have finally 
found a regulator it can put its arms 
around. The outgoing chairman of 
Telecommunications and Finance, Repre- | 
sentative Ed Markey (D-Malden), has re- | 
fused to accept PAC contributions for 
years — though, to be fair, it should be 
pointed out that Markey’s detractors have 
criticized him for accepting large personal 
contributions from industry officials. 

Nevertheless, Markey consistently wins 
high ratings from consumer groups, even 
though the 1992 cable-TV-reregulation 
law he championed did not have its in- 
tended effect of lowering rates. Consid- 
ered Capitol Hill’s leading expert on regu- 
latory issues involving the emerging infor- 
mation infrastructure, Markey promoted 
landmark legislation in that area earlier 
this year, only to see it die because of a 
Republican filibuster in the Senate. 

Fields was a cosponsor of that bill, how- 
ever, so he may not be irredeemable.

SELLING OUT 
IN THE ARTS 


Gary Susman takes his own Gump-like

spectacular myth or fashion.” 

Susman asks, “Is William Burroughs 
less challenging as a writer because he 
sells Nikes?” If you want to see some fine 
postmodern juxtaposition in the October 
14 Phoenix, put this quote from Susman’s 
article next to the ad for the “Nike, Inc. in 
Indonesia” newsletter on page 22 of the 
News section: Indonesian women working 
60 hours a week and earning $1.80 a day. 

Don’t get me wrong. Bill Burroughs was 
once a great artist. 

Susman, for his part, puts forth the feel- 
good sophomoric thesis that “the demo- 
cratic process expresses itself in con- 
sumers’ choices.” Tell that to those In- 
donesian women.

JUST SAY ‘NO PROBLEM’ 

Five years ago: November 24, 1989 

» In a Phoenix forum of Boston’s black leaders and ac- 
tivists, State Representative Byron Rushing claimed that | 
blacks have a valuable function for whites when it comes to 
drugs, because whites insist on seeing chemical dependen- 
cies in either black or white. 

“It’s important to have black people be addicted so you 
can sell drugs in the white community. If white people got 
the feeling that drugs were a white problem, you would see 
an attack on drugs like you see on drunk driving. White peo- 
ple think drunk driving is a white problem. . . . And they will 
go to all kinds of expense to be MADD, to be SADD, to be 
all that stuff... . Can you imagine the publicity there would 
be in this country if we found out that Jackie Jackson [Jesse’s 
wife] had been shooting up? But Kitty [Dukakis] can be an 
alcoholic till the end of time, that’s okay: ‘It’s a sickness.’ ” 


AIRBORNE ABSURDITY 

10 years ago: November 27, 1984 

>» The Phoenix attempted to rediscover the avant-garde by 
asking its critics to comment on artistic developments in 
their fields. Michael Sragow picked the film Airplane! as an 
example of Hollywood’s current avant-garde offerings. 

“At the very least, the movie provided a youth-comedy 
alternative to the sons of Animal House — it was a revenge 
of the nerds. And it was gleefully without redeeming social 
value; you could say that, with Airplane, someone finally 
brought back vaudeville. If you’ve forgotten why that can 
be subversive, you’ve forgotten the Marx Brothers.” 


SCHOOLS OUT? 

15 years ago: November 27, 1979 

> When Neil Miller reported on gay and lesbian 
schoolteachers, he found that homosexuality and gay rights 
were rarely included in the lesson plans. 

“These teachers are caught in the middle: by remaining 
invisible, they are reinforcing the anti-gay attitudes of a 
whole new generation that they are uniquely positioned to 
change. By coming out, they place themselves in an ex- | 
tremely vulnerable position. . . . ‘The public schools put a 
lid on any controversial topics,’ says Carol [a lesbian teach- 
er’s aide in the Boston school system]. ‘Yet school is the 
place where people could learn to deal with sexuality in a 
positive way. And good gay teachers could be part of the 
way to do that, part of the solution.’ ” | 


TAME GAME 
20 years ago: November 26, 1974 
» This year, Harvard lost the Game (final score: Yale 32, 
Harvard 13). But 20 years ago, Harvard pundits were al- 
ready noting another loss. Mike Lupica investigated the 
phenomenon known as Yale Week.

political trials and trumped-up ‘conspiracy’ charges... . | 
Despite the diversity of aims, there was a warmth — a 
beautiful, all-pervasive togetherness — these three days in | 
Washington.” |

t is something of a tradition in this 

country to take our more con- 

tentious political figures and turn 

them into admired senior statesmen 

as they grow older. In such fashion, 
the once-disdained Barry Goldwater — 
landslide loser in 1964 — has been lion- 
ized in retirement, and even Richard 
Nixon made something of a comeback in 
public opinion in the years before his 
death. Once the jeering stops, it seems, 
| Americans can find a nice word to say 
| about anybody. 

Then again, there’s the case of poor 
George McGovern. 

Twenty-two years after he lost 49 states 
to Nixon, McGovern is apparently still 
something of a dirty word in American 
culture. In the past two weeks alone, 
Speaker of the House-to-be Newt Gin- 
grich has blamed the “McGovernick” lega- 
cy for everything from the nation’s 
propensity for violence to its dearth of eth-

ical values. Bill and Hillary Clinton’s core 
philosophy, he charged, is a combination 
of “counterculture and McGovern” 
(though when Gingrich speaks, those la- 
bels tend to sound redundant). 

It does make some political sense to tie 
your opponent to someone who could car- 
ry only one state. And it’s true that Bill 
Clinton did run Texas for McGovern, al- 
beit about as successfully as he managed 
his own health-care plan. The larger ques- 
tion is why such a charge apparently res- 
onates 22 years later. You have to go back 
to Herbert Hoover to find a politician who 
remained so vilified that the opposition 
could still run against his name for 
decades after he left office. Yet Hoover, at 
least, was president during the Depres- 
sion; there was a record to attack. McGov- 
ern, on the other hand, can hardly be 
blamed for implementing anything. All he 
did was lose overwhelmingly to our only 
president to resign his office. 

This has all come about because voters’ 
concerns this year appear to be based not 
so much on economic fears but on their 
sense that our culture seems out of control 
— in the schools, in the streets, and even 
on television. And conservatives such as 
Gingrich or William Bennett, former sec-

retary of Education, have identified the root of all this evil 
in what they see as the permissive culture of the late 1960s, 
which undermined traditional American values. What’s 
happened is that McGovern — or, better yet, his followers 
— has become a rallying symbol of all the elite forces out 
there that conservatives such as Gingrich blame for sub- 
verting their pre- 1963 vision of America: the Great Society 
liberals, the press, Hollywood types, the Washington estab- 
lishment, liberal professors, and, above all, those awful dis- 
ciples of the counterculture. 

* 

There is, in fact, a grain of truth-to Gingrich’s charges: 
though its leader was a mild-mannered South Dakotan, 
McGovernism was an elite movement, staging a hostile 
takeover of the Democratic Party. That, after all, is why 
McGovern ended up winning only Massachusetts. This 
was an anti-establishment campaign that, at times, resem- 
bled a commune; it included Warren Beatty, his roving 
campaign sidekick, Gary Hart, and enough dancing long- 
hairs on the 1972 convention floor to make many lunch- 
bucket Americans feel that their Democratic Party had 
been stolen from them. 

And no wonder: there’s a story that when Governor 
Frank Morrison of Nebraska once introduced McGovern 
to an audience in a high-school gym, he intended to set the 
record straight about GOP smears that McGovern favored 
the legalization of drugs. “They say that George McGovern 
is for the legalization of marijuana, but I say —,” he began, 
but was drowned out by applause before he could finish

the sentence. When he did, the audience went quiet. 

But that was a long time ago, and most of Gingrich’s 
characterizations about the effects of these elites today are 
exaggerated, if not false. The universities, the media, and 
Hollywood are not liberal monoliths, if they ever were, 
which is why Rush Limbaugh and Forrest Gump are this 
year’s sensations. There are no Great Society liberals left 
anywhere. (Well, maybe one — Ira Magaziner.) The 
Washington establishment is an equal-opportunity employ- 
er, as many former Reagan and Bush aides will attest. 

It is certainly true that many of the values of the coun- 
terculture have become mainstream: if Americans are not 
for “acid, amnesty, and abortion” — the 1972 mischarac- 
terization of McGovern’s views — they do tend to favor a 
right to abortion, while eschewing involvement in foreign 
wars. (Acid never caught on, but two out of three ain’t 
bad.) In fact, many of the other values of the countercul- 
ture — its stress on sexual freedom and personal libera- 
tion, its emphasis on the rights of women and minorities, 
its distrust of authority — have become key parts of the 
culture at large. Which means that Gingrich’s quarrel is 
not really so much with McGovern or a countercultural 
elite as it is with the American people. 

® 


In the end, that means Gingrich’s preoccupation with 
the 1972 Democratic nominee may tell us more about him 
than it does about McGovern. For all his criticism of the 
Clintons and their ties to Democratic elites, the irony is 
that the Speaker-to-be so closely resembles his arch-ene- 
mies that he could be their mirror image. He, too, is a 
Baby Boomer who avoided service in Vietnam and then 
spent the time in graduate school. Like his president, he is 
a lifelong political junkie (with the jargon to prove it) who 
retreats to academic settings to reinvigorate himself. 

Both are vilified by their enemies and are the target of 


‘| constant jokes; neither has ever met a television camera he 
{| didn’t like. Both claim that their homes are in the South 


but now appear to be rooted nowhere, or everywhere. The 
same “liberation” movements that Clinton’s critics now 
find inherent in the chief executive’s character apparently 


|| allowed Gingrich to divorce and remarry in a way that 


might have eluded him before those awful 1960s. 
In the same way that Hillary has apparently always been 


|| a true believer (wandering from support of Goldwater in 


1964 to a “values-based liberalism”), so, too, has Gingrich 
been a pilgrim in search of ideological purity (moving from | 
support of Nelson Rockefeller’s statism in the ’60s to his | 
own values-based conservatism). | 

And now the Clintons and Gingrich will clash. It has | 
been said that the most intense rivalries are always between | 
those who are most alike — Harvard and Yale, Army and | 
Navy, Alabama and Auburn. In their book Generations | 
(Morrow, 1991), William Strauss and Neil Howe predict 
that the Baby Boomers, always messianic in their opinions, 
will wage a great national battle among themselves over | 


'| values, with neither side giving an inch. The last time a 


similar generation rose to power, the authors recall, we | 
ended up fighting the Civil War. 

It promises to be a horrifying two years. But don’t blame 
me: I voted for McGovern.

Barney Frank and Ralph Nader 


battle over the future of reform

he Republican takeover of 
Congress has brought disas- 
ter not just for Democrats, 
but also for citizen activists,

da and efforts toward campaign-finance re- 773": 


form will have little chance of success once &, 
Newt Gingrich becomes Speaker of the ; 
House in January. 

But rather than uniting to face their 
common enemy, Democrats and ac- 
tivists — who once worked together in 
formidable coalitions on many issues — 
continue to fight against each other 
while assigning blame for the GOP’s 
electoral triumph. 

Congressman Barney Frank, long 
an ally of citizen movements, sin- 4 
gles out Ralph Nader and Com- 
mon Cause president Fred 7 
Wertheimer for helping to create ; 

a political environment in which ¥ 
many Democratic-leaning voters % 
stayed home from the polls. Ac- 
cording to Frank, their rhetoric 
contributed to the notion that “poli- % 
tics is corrupt and only big money 3 
counts,” inducing widespread voter 3 
apathy in a year when the Christian 2e 


right saw a record turnout among its e+ 2s 
wre 


members. 

A post-election Gallup poll found 
that 50 percent of non-voters leaned S28 
Democratic, 37 percent Republican. 
Among those who did vote, Republi- 
cans enjoyed an edge of two per- 
centage points. 

“Many activists,” Frank , \ 
charges, “have made the mistake 4 
of spending an enormous amount + 
of their energy magnifying their 
differences with their friends in- 
stead of paying attention to their op- 
ponents. They like to say that #.° 
there’s no difference between the Wi 
Democrats and the Republicans. I 
hope people realize what’s at stake 
here. 

“The energy level for people on the far 
right,” Frank notes, “was greater than for 
people on the left. Those people in the re- 
ligious far right were activated. They un- 
derstood that you vote for the best you 
can get, and we didn’t.” 

Responds Nader: “We were too busy 
trying to oppose the rapacious behavior 
of the banks, which Barney Frank is often 
on the side of in the House Banking 
Committee.” 

Not all consumer activists agree with 
Nader’s view of Frank’s role on the 
Banking Committee. The Consumer 
Federation rated Frank’s voting record 
in the high 90s, and endorsed him. 
Frank sponsored the legislation that cre- 
ated the federal affordable-housing pro- 
gram, and supported the Community 
Reinvestment Act, the Home Mortgage 
Disclosure Act, and other consumer pro- 
tections, many of which were vehemently 
opposed by the banking industry. 

Indeed, Frank sees Nader’s attack on 
his integrity as “unfortunately typical — 
and it proves my point. The notion that 
you should treat all banks as enemies is 
typical of what gets him into trouble.” He 
adds that Nader is much like incoming 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich in his 
moral certainty: “They have no honest 
disagreements. It’s a matter of conviction 
to them that the people are on their side. 
When they lose, they can’t acknowledge 
that the people sometimes disagree with 
them. Any time his side loses, it’s because 
democracy broke down.” 

“Let’s see,” says Nader, “how fast- 


talking, smart Barney Frank can chal- 
lenge fast-talking Newt Gingrich in the 
next two years. That would be an excit- 
ing prospect to interest the electorate.” 

There are, in fact, issues on which 
Nader lines up more closely with some 
right-wing leaders than with many of his 
erstwhile friends on the left. Term limits, 
for example. Should Democratic leaders 
therefore fire back at Nader by alleging 
that he’s a “crypto-Republican,” Nader’s 
term for a Democrat? Nader and many 
labor unions oppose the General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade — and oppo- 
sition to GATT is being led by Senator 
Jesse Helms, the sneering and racist Re- 
publican of North Carolina. (In fact, a 
majority of congressional Democrats, in- 
cluding Frank, sided with Nader against 
NAFTA, the North American Free Trade 
Agreement; the Democratic president 
won that one by appealing to the Repub- 
lican minority’s pro-business sentiment.) 

Nader and Gingrich have already 
played some post-election footsie, after 
Gingrich told National Public Radio that 
he wants every congressional and com- 
mittee report, and every presidential 
message to Congress, “electronically 
available at that instant so that every 
American everywhere in the country has 
the same access as the lobbyists, has the 
same opportunity as the insiders, and 
that information is available automatical- 
ly for free to the entire country.” 

James Love, director of Nader’s Tax- 
























payer Assets Project, fired off a letter to 
Gingrich: “We applaud your interest in 
this area.” He asked for Gingrich’s assis- 
tance in opening up the records of the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, as 
well as those of the courts and of 
Congress, and for limiting the prices that 
government agencies can charge for that 
data. Love noted that opening up public 
records “appeals to a very broad range of 
citizens, regardless of their ideology.” 

But as Gingrich’s “Contract with 


| America” comes to center stage next year, 


along with his promised cooling-off of the 
regulatory fervor of Congress, it’s Nad- 
er’s goals that could suffer more than 
most. Congressman Tom DeLay (R- 
Texas) recently told the Washington Post 
that when he met with Gingrich and other 


| Republican leaders to draft the contract, 


| they reached out to “anybody that was in- 















| terested.” But he also boasted, “Ralph 


Nader was not there.” Corporate America 
will thus be the main beneficiary of the 
Gingrich agenda. 

Brian O’Connor, a top aide to Con- 
gressman Joe Kennedy, says that the 
bleak picture faced by Democrats and ac- 
tivists reminds him of Edgar Allan Poe’s 
“Descent into the Maelstrom,” in which 
the storyteller survives being swept into a 
whirlpool by jumping onto a barrel. “In a 
whirlpool,” O’Connor explains, “a sealed 
barrel will rise.” 

Here that sealed barrel could come in 
the form of the Contract with America, 
which will be read aloud at the start of 
each House session for the first 100 days 
of the Gingrich regime. It promises the 
impossible combination of huge military 
spending increases, tax cuts (especially for 
the wealthy), and a balanced budget. 
There’s plenty there that Democrats and 
activists could use — if they were more 
inclined to work together — to discredit 
and undermine the foundations of Gin- 
grichism. 

It would certainly be an irony if the 
barrel that helps progressives rise back to 
the surface of national politics were one 
built by the amphibious Newt in the 
whirlpool. 

But that’s only possible if both groups 
don’t kill each other trying to push their 
natural allies off the edge. 
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Inside versus outside 

“This kind of give-and-take between 
Democrat and citizen leader, it’s very rare 
that it ever gets in print,” says Nader. 

Perhaps if some sunlight is shined upon 
the moldy debate between liberal insiders 
and outsiders, they can all get on to fight- 
ing their true enemies. Behind the per- 
sonal attacks, hurt feelings, and male 
egos that drive these divisions, there is 
the truth of Abbie Hoffman’s axiom that 
an activist must keep one foot in the sys- 
tem and one foot in the street. To be 
stuck in either, Hoffman said, is to en- 
sure defeat. 

So let us look at the substance of Nad- 
er’s critiques of the Democrats, and of 
Frank’s critiques of the activists, in 
search of a path out of the maelstrom. 

Nader holds that the Democratic Party 
should evolve into a grassroots organiza- 
tion and stop trying to engage the Republi- 
cans in “electronic combat” on television. 
He ticks off issues the Democrats could 
make their own: toxic-waste dumping and 
other corporate crimes, government’s lax 
oversight — and subsidy — of big busi- 
ness. 

“Far more people were killed, injured, 
or subject to disease by product defects, 
tobacco, asbestos, Dalkon shields, sili- 
cone breast implants, and air and water 
pollution than from the 35,000 homicides 
in this country,” says Nader, who claims 
that deaths from tobacco alone exceed 
400,000 a year. “The taxpayers pay far 
more money to subsidize, guarantee, and 
bail out corporations than they pay for 
poverty welfare.” 

But the Democrats, Nader charges, let 
the Republicans define the agenda “be- 
cause they are begging for the same mon- 
ey from the same business interests for 
their campaigns that the Republicans are 
requesting. We come right back to cam- 
paign finance.” 

Frank, though, says that special inter- 
ests such as corporations and religious- 
right organizations have far more influ- 
ence on the Republicans than on the 
Democrats. And Frank warns that Nader 
and other progressives are about to find 
out there is a bigger difference between 
the parties than Nader’s rhetoric sug- 
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gests: “There won’t be any gay legislation 


going through. The same is true for on

“He still will articulate differences with the Democrats,” 
Frank says of Sanders, “but he votes with us most of the | 
time. He wants to get things done here.” 

Sanders was returned to the House this year, in part be- |

The real cause of voter apathy, says Sanders, is alien- 
ation. “We have to ask why 60 percent of the people did 
not vote. How you bring poor, young, and working people | 
into the vote, all of whom are terribly alienated. That is not 
Ralph’s fault, and it’s not Barney’s fault.” 

Sanders fervently believes that a progressive agenda 
“that addresses class issues and the unfair distribution of 
power in America” can unite these disparate forces. “I 
think it is also terribly important that Barney Frank, Ralph 
Nader, and I work together to build a trade-union move- 
ment. In truth, neither Nader nor Frank are as strong ex- 
ponents of the union movement as they should be.” 

Activists like Nader will always have disagreements with 
even the most progressive elected officials. But as his 1992 
presidential campaign made clear, Nader is not always at 
his most effective as a lone wolf. He insisted he wasn’t 
running to be president, but to register a protest vote, and 
he aggressively sought write-in votes in New Hampshire’s 
Democratic and Republican primaries. He drew large 
crowds across the Granite State, and got plenty of state 
and national attention; certainly he was a favorite at the 
lefty Nation magazine. But his vote tally was minuscule: 
3054 votes among Democrats, or 1.7 percent; and 3258 
votes among Republicans, or 1.8 percent. 

In that same primary season, former California gover- 
nor Jerry Brown used his Democratic presidential bid to 
launch a national debate on campaign reform. Brown re- 
fused to take political-action-committee money or any 
contributions over $100. He pioneered the 1-800 phone- 
number style of campaigning that was later adopted by 
Ross Perot. During a nationally televised debate on NBC, 
when Tom Brokaw ordered Brown not to display his 1- 
800 number, Brown out-Nadered Nader by charging that 
Brokaw was serving NBC’s corporate owners at General 
Electric. Although Nader disparaged Brown’s candidacy, 
in the end, it was Brown’s campaign — not Nader’s — 
that pushed the campaign-reform issue into the spotlight. 


Campaign deform 
Just as Nader is right about the urgent need for cam-

“Pointing out what is wrong or what is in- 
action is not what creates the cynicism,” she 
says. “It’s the doing or not doing of this. In 
1992 the American people sent a clear mes- 
sage that they wanted to change the way 
business is done in Washington. A major 
culprit in preventing fundamental campaign- 
finance reform was the House Democratic 
leadership. The pointing out of that does not 
create the cynicism.” 

There’s also a growing split among re- 
formers over what kind of reform they want. 

Nader’s Public Citizen and Wertheimer’s 
Common Cause advocate a piecemeal ap- 
proach: plodding along inside the Beltway, 
making nips and tucks in congressional 
rules and campaign laws. 

Ellen Miller, of the Center for Respon- 
sive Politics (CRP), and Randy Kehler, of 
the Working Group on Electoral Democ- 
racy, prefer total public financing of cam- 
paigns, and the building of a mass grass- 
roots movement to bring it about. 

A third path has been advocated by the 
newly formed Center for a New Democra- 
cy, of which Nader is a chief instigator. 
They are, at least rhetorically, in favor of 
total public financing, but seek to go about 
it by first enacting $100 limits to campaign 
contributions on state and federal levels. 

But Bernie Sanders, also a strong advo- 
cate of reform, has a better grasp of the 
political realities of the new Congress. 
“With a Republican victory,” he says, “real 
campaign-finance reform will not take 
place.” The reason, he says, is that “the 
Republicans benefit very effectively from 
corporate and wealthy donations to their 
party.” And he says that with the emer- 
gence of candidates such as California’s 
Michael Huffington, a nonentity who spent 
$30 million of his own money and nearly 
won a US Senate race, “increasingly, more 
and more of these guys are literally buying 
their seats.” 

If Sanders is correct, then the discussion 
launched by Barney Frank and Ralph Nader 
over tactics and strategy on the left must be 
taken in a new direction, at least in terms of 
Congress — where the action is going to be 
focused for the foreseeable future. 

“Who’s right? Ralph or Barney? I think 
the answer is that they’re both a little bit 
wrong,” says Ellen Miller. She says that

because Frank accepts contributions from 
PACs and special interests, “they will have 
access to him. It’s not that he’s corrupt. 
It’s a corrupt system which forces them to 
be this way. But it’s also clear that the little 
bit of change advocated by Public Citizen 
and Common Cause will not make it sig- 
nificantly better, if any better.” 

And though Miller acknowledges there is 
a difference between the Republicans and 
the Democrats, she, like Nader, challenges 
Clinton to engage in government-by-veto, 
blithely ignoring the dangers of that 
course. 

The fact that a presidential veto must be 
relied on to curb the excesses of Gingrich 
and Dole is a haunting one, given that 
Clinton, weakened even within his own 
party, may well be unseated by a Republi- 
can in 1996. 

The reform groups have contributed to 
that scenario: in their efforts to be seen as 
nonpartisan, they’ve taken up the easy 
rhetoric of blaming both parties equally. 
Their posturing is at least as disingenuous 
as that of political candidates, for they too 
have a kind of incumbency to protect, and 
a donor base to placate. 


The enemy in control 
The reformers’ frustration leads to their 
punishing their closest allies, creating arti- 
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ficial division where there should be unity. 
That is exemplified by the case of Con- 
gressman Marty Meehan, a freshman 
Democrat from Lowell, who ought to be a 
poster boy for campaign-finance and con- 
gressional reform. 

Meehan refuses to accept PAC money. 
And Meehan has shown a considerable 
amount of independence and courage. In 
November 1993, he penned a Boston 
Herald column advocating for a House 
rules change to make public the signers 
of petitions to force a vote on legislation, 
names which had long been kept secret. 

Congressman Joe Moakley (D-South 
Boston), the senior and most powerful 
member of the Massachusetts delegation, 
as chair of the Rules Committee, wrote a 
companion column taking the opposite 
position. Moakley was reportedly irked 
that Meehan, the young upstart, hadn’t 
done him the courtesy of showing him 
the column before it was printed. 

When Moakley and Meehan clashed 
two months later over the siting of a 
Defense Department accounting head- 
quarters (Meehan, a member of the 
Armed Services Committee, wanted it in 
his district, at Fort Devens, instead of in 
Southbridge, in Congressman Richie 
Neal’s district), Moakley scolded him in 
the Boston Globe for attempting to raid 
a colleague’s district. Meehan, asked 
about it at a town meeting, said he 
didn’t work for Moakley, but for his 
constituents. This sealed Meehan’s fate 
on Moakley’s shit list. 

Yet instead of reaching out to this un- 
usually independent Democrat, the re- 
formers slapped him. Common Cause, 
in a report on campaign finances, gave 
Meehan a “C” rating — because, Mee- 
han says, he voted against a measure 
backed by the House leadership to allow 
a vote on a reform bill. But Meehan says 
he voted “no” because he and Con- 
gressman Mike Synar, of Oklahoma, 
were pushing a more stringent measure 
that would have abolished PACs alto- 
gether. 

“There isn’t a more vocal member 
than I am for finance reform,” Meehan 
says, “and I practice what I preach.” 

Just as Common Cause refuses to ac-

knowledge Meehan’s reform credentials, 
thus denying itself a natural ally, Mee- 
han sees the Nader-Frank feud as con- 
tributing to the weakness of the Demo- 
cratic Party. 

“Ralph Nader should not be debating 
Barney Frank in attack mode,” Meehan 
says. “Ralph wants everyone to be a 
bomb-thrower. I can tell you as someone 
who has been pretty independent, every- 
one who is elected is elected to be a leg- 
islator. Barney is a very, very good play- 
er, a consummate legislator, which 
makes him effective. I don’t think you 
can criticize Barney because he is effec- 
tive. 

“I think Nader ought to recognize who 
his friends are and who his enemies are. 


SECTION ONE 


It’s a waste of time to debate Barney on | 


the intricacies of what goes on within the 
Banking Committee. Conservative 
groups don’t get into that internal slash- 
ing of each other. It doesn’t help the 
progressive agenda to have that kind of 
internal bickering. 

“My sense is that Common Cause 
should spend some time going after the 
real enemy,” adds Meehan. “They’ll 
have the opportunity now, because the 
enemy has control. To the extent that 
they contributed to the enemy being in 
control, that’s unfortunate.”

s David Brudnoy maneu- 
vered his walker out of the 
20th-floor lounge at Mass 
General Hospital, where 
he’d just spent a half-hour 
bantering with the media about his deci- 
sion to reveal he had AIDS, he spotted a 
familiar face. 

“Hey, how are you? Good to see you,” 
he said to Dean Johnson, of the Boston 
Herald, who'd spent the previous day 
chasing rumors that Brudnoy was about to 
reveal a secret he’d kept for six years. “I 
haven’t seen you since I lied to you yester- 
day.” 

It was an extraordinary statement, cap- 
ping off an extraordinary chain of events 
that had begun 24 hours earlier with a 
question from the Boston Globe’s Susan 
Bickelhaupt: do you have AIDS? 

Johnson denies Brudnoy flat-out lied to 
him. “It was a unique set of circum- 
stances,” he says. “David’s good at obfus- 
cation.” Still, Brudnoy’s facetious com- 
ment shows he knew what the impact 
would be when he decided to talk about 
his illness in an exclusive interview with 
the Globe’s Jack Thomas — rather than 
at, say, a news conference like the one 
he’d just conducted. 

Let’s be clear. David Brudnoy had every 
right to do as he damn well pleased. He 
didn’t have to acknowledge that he’s gay, a 
fact that nearly everyone in media circles, 
and many of his listeners, presumed any- 
way. He didn’t have to respond to the 
whispers about AIDS that had been circu- 
lating since his health began to fail several 
months ago. And he was certainly under 
no obligation to tell his story to anyone. 

But the inescapable conclusion is that 
Brudnoy, a savvy media player when he’s 
healthy, lost control of his own story. 
Brudnoy has made remarkably few ene- 
mies during nearly two decades in the 
spotlight, and it’s striking how many re- 
porters refer to him as a “friend.” But he 
misjudged the impact his announcement 
would have. 

The most serious fallout from that mis- 
judgment was that it fueled rumors the 
Globe had “outed” him, forced him either 
to talk about his sexuality and his illness or 
to risk letting the paper do the story with- 
out his cooperation. This was just not so. 

A series of interviews with the principals 
— Brudnoy, Bickelhaupt, Brudnoy’s 
friend Peter Meade (who’d convinced 
Brudnoy he had to go public even before 
Bickelhaupt called), and Bickelhaupt’s edi- 
tor, Nick King — make it clear that it was 
Brudnoy’s decision to go public in the 
manner that he did, and that the Globe 
would have published nothing about his 
sexuality or his illness without his 
approval. 

“I have found the whole thing truly de- 
pressing,” says Globe editor Matt Storin, 
adding he can’t understand why his paper 
continues to be accused of outing 
Brudnoy. 

The Herald’s editors responded to get- 
ting beaten by appropriating vast chunks 
of Thomas’s story and running them near- 
ly verbatim in the paper’s later editions, 
protecting themselves with just the 
thinnest veneer of attribution. That deci- 
sion prompted grumbling in the Herald 








newsroom and outrage at the Globe. 

Back in the days when newspapers had 
even less lofty standards about stealing one 
another’s stories than they do now, it was 
considered bad form for a paper to run a 
pirated article under its own reporters’ by- 
lines — as the Herald did by publishing 
Brudnoy’s quotes in a front-page piece by 
Dean Johnson and Bill Hutchinson. 

But Andy Gully, the Herald’s managing 
editor for news, makes no bones about 
that decision. He says he told Meade on 
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Wednesday evening that if Brudnoy 
wouldn’t talk, the Herald would publish as 
much of Brudnoy’s comments as it wished 
in its third edition. 

“It’s a competitive town,” Gully says. 
“They steal from us all the time, with faint 
attribution, if any. Just because he made a 
deal with the competition, that doesn’t 
mean we have to live with it.” 

Asked to offer one or two examples of 
the Globe’s stealing from the Herald, Gully 
replied the paper’s library would have to 
research it, and that there was no time to 
do so. “In this case,” he concedes, “it was 
a little unusual to take that much from a 
high-profile one.” 

The irony is that most people learned of 
Brudnoy’s announcement on television, or 
on the radio on the way to work. These 
newspaper wars are far more important to 
the participants than to the public. 

There’s no right way for a public figure 
to announce he or she has AIDS, of 
course. And the media circus was certainly 
more pronounced here than it would have 
been in, for example, New York or Los 
Angeles, where such announcements have 
taken on a sad matter-of-course quality, as 
the AIDS epidemic enters its second 
decade. 

David Brudnoy is Boston’s first promi- 
nent figure to issue such a statement. And 
since he’s the city’s top-rated talk-radio 
host (his show is broadcast on WBZ, AM 
1030, Monday through Friday from 7 
p.m. to midnight), that prominence is of 
an unusually intimate nature. 

Brudnoy was the first of Boston’s talk- 
radio intellectuals, a mantle later taken up 
by Gene Burns, formerly of WRKO (AM 
680), and more recently by Chris Lydon, 
of WBUR (90.9 FM). For 18 years he’s 
been at or near the top of the ratings, first 
at the old WHDH, then at 
WRKO, and, since 1986, at 
WBZ. His dry but acid wit has 
become a fixture; a self-de- 
scribed “conservative libertari- 
an,” he is equally at ease inter- 
viewing movie stars, declaim- 
ing his support for capital 
punishment, or ripping into 
Bill Clinton, whom he invari- 
ably refers to as “Bubba.” 
Since coming to WBZ, whose 
50,000-watt signal reaches a 
good part of the US east of the Mississippi 
River, Brudnoy’s voice has spread well be- 
yond Greater Boston, giving him a strong 
regional following. 

Brudnoy, who grew up in Minneapolis, 
prepared for this seemingly non-intellectu- 
al pursuit by earning a PhD from Brandeis 
and two master’s degrees — one at Bran- 
deis, one at Yale. And he’s ubiquitous: he 
reviews movies for the Tab and Channel 4; 
he’s written for the New York Times and 
National Review; he even teaches media 
criticism at Boston University. 

Though Brudnoy is the most gracious 
and solicitous of men, his long-time insis- 
tence on having it both ways may have 
contributed to the frenzy. After all, though 
everyone who interviewed him and wrote 
about him over the years knew or assumed 
he was gay, they also knew he didn’t like 
to talk about it and didn’t want to be pub- 
licly identified as homosexual. 

Thus, a number of reporters allowed 
themselves to become co-conspirators in 
keeping his private life private. Yet when 
he finally decided to go public, he did so 
by talking to just one of those reporters, 
cutting everyone else out of the action. 

So it’s not surprising that several of 
Brudnoy’s friends, who asked not to be 
identified, say they’re angry at what they 
perceive as the Globe’s pressuring Brud- 
noy to go public before he was ready. They 
also say they have firsthand knowledge 


control of 


that Brudnoy was upset with the Globe, in 
contradiction to Brudnoy’s comments to 
the Phoenix and, apparently, to the Globe 
as well. 

No doubt Brudnoy was angry — at be- 
ing sick, at being told by friends that ru- 
mors were in the air, at feeling he had to 
announce his illness to the world. But 
that’s not the same as being forced to go 
public, and there’s simply no evidence that 
he was. 

As for the Herald, it would appear that, 
after being beaten on a big story, the only 
reaction its editors could think of was to 
attack the competition. 


Persistent rumors 

It was on the evening of Sunday, 
November 13, when Peter Meade decided 
to broach a delicate subject with his friend. 
Nearly three weeks earlier, Brudnoy, 54, 
had entered Mass General with the AIDS- 
related viral infection that nearly killed 
him. Now he was well along in his recov- 
ery; his lungs were clear, his damaged 
heart was being treated successfully, and 
he was undergoing physical therapy for 
neuropathy — a disease of the nerves 
that’s affected his feet and made it impos- 
sible for him to walk without assistance. 

Meade, a former colleague of Brudnoy’s 
at WBZ Radio who now heads the New 
England Council, a business group, had 
been hearing the questions, rumors, and 
speculation since Brudnoy had entered the 
hospital on October 24. Channel 5’s Chet 
Curtis and Natalie Jacobson had ap- 
proached Meade about wanting to do an 
interview if Brudnoy were willing to talk. 
The Herald’s “Inside Track” was contact- 
ing Brudnoy’s friends, asking if the ru- 
mors were true and if Brudnoy might 
make an announcement.

“We're not going to be able to control 
this story,” Meade recalls telling his friend. 
“How do you want it to come out?” 

By the end of the evening, Meade says, 
Brudnoy agreed that he would have to go 
public with a secret he’d kept from all but 
two or three close friends: that he’d been 
HIV-positive since 1988, and that he’d 
had AIDS for the past year. Left undecid- 
ed was how to make that announcement. 

Susan Bickelhaupt, who covers radio for 
the Globe, had been hearing the specula- 
tion, too. When she arrived for work on 
Tuesday, November 15, she had a mes- 
sage waiting for her on her voice mail — 
from David Brudnoy. Dean Johnson had 
written a story in that day’s Herald report- 
ing that Brudnoy was still in the hospital 
recovering from a viral infection and from 
an enlarged heart. Brudnoy thought John- 
son got the emphasis wrong, and told 
Bickelhaupt that his health was actually 
fine except for the neuropathy; he left her 
his phone number at the hospital and 
asked her to call. 

Bickelhaupt decided that when she 
called him back, she would ask him 
straight out about the rumors that he was 
suffering from AIDS. She went to Jack 
Thomas, whom she knew had been as- 
signed to write a profile of Brudnoy, and 
asked him whether such a question would 
interfere with anything he was working on. 
“Jack assured me, yes, go for it,” she says, 
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adding that both he and Living editor Nick | 
King told her the best way to approach it | 
was to be direct. 

Bickelhaupt called Brudnoy at about | 
noon and chatted with him for 15 minutes. | 
Finally, she says, she asked him, “Geez, | 
David, I hope this doesn’t put you in a bad 
position, but do you have AIDS?” His re- | 
sponse, according to her notes: “That’s a | 
fair question. I’m 54 years old. I’m a bach- | 
elor. I’m gay. But no, I don’t have AIDS.” 

After lunch, it occurred to Bickelhaupt 
that Brudnoy may have been playing it | 
cute. She called him back to ask whether | 
he was HIV-positive. His answers, she | 
says, were odd: “No, they haven’t tested.” | 
“Well, if they have, they haven’t told me.” 
“If it emerges, we'll deal with it.” 

“I think he felt he was getting in too 
deep,” Bickelhaupt says. “Okay, maybe I 
did force him into it a little bit. But he told 
me they were fair questions.” 

She wrote up an item for the “Names & 
Faces” column reporting that Brudnoy had 
denied the rumor he had AIDS, and in- 
cluded his quote in which he said he was | 
gay. 
The quote, says Nick King, was what set 
off alarms. King knew Brudnoy was gay, | 
but he also knew Brudnoy had never pub- | 
licly revealed it. King adds Brudnoy’s | 
comments about being tested for HIV | 
“didn’t add up.” Concerned Brudnoy may | 
have said something he hadn’t intended 
because the medication he was taking had 
left him muddled, King told Bickelhaupt to 
wait a few hours, then call Brudnoy back 
and read him the item — a departure from 
editorial policy that King believed was jus- | 
tified by the circumstances. 

Around 4 p.m., Bickelhaupt says, she | 
called Brudnoy, read him back his quotes, | 
and paraphrased the rest of the item. “He 
was kind of thinking out loud as | 
I was reading it to him,” she 
says, recalling his response as | 
being along the lines of “Yeah, 
yeah, that’s going to spawn a lot 
of comments.” Their conversa- 
tion, she adds, was entirely cor- 
dial. 

About an hour later, King got a 
call from executive editor Helen 
Donovan. Brudnoy was on the 
phone trying to reach Matt 
Storin, who wasn’t available. The 
call was put through to King, who says the 
first words out of Brudnoy were that he’d 
lied to Bickelhaupt, that he felt bad about | 
it, and that he wanted to set the record 
straight: he did, indeed, have AIDS. 

Immediately, King says, he told Brud- 
noy he would kill the “Names & Faces” 
item if Brudnoy so wished. He recalls 
telling Brudnoy, “I don’t want to put one 
word in the Boston Globe about your sexu- 
ality or your disease without not only your 
willingness for it to be there, but your de- 
sire for it to be there.” 

He then asked Brudnoy if he knew 
Thomas had been assigned to do a profile 
of him. 

“Yes, I do know that, and Jack Thomas 
is the man I want to talk to,” King says 
Brudnoy replied. At that point, King says, 
he decided to change Bickelhaupt’s item to 
an “innocuous” update saying Brudnoy 
was continuing to recover. He also asked 
Brudnoy not to talk to any other media 
about his having AIDS before Thomas’s 
story appeared, and says Brudnoy agreed 
to those terms. 

Matt Storin, when asked whether the 
Globe would have been willing to remove 
from Bickelhaupt’s item any reference to 
Brudnoy’s being gay or rumors that he 
had AIDS even if Brudnoy had not decid- 
ed to go public, replied, “We would not 
have run the story. We do not out people.

We never have. It simply is not our 
policy.” 

Thomas talked with Brudnoy that 
evening, and interviewed him in his hospi- 
tal room for two hours on Wednesday. 
The Globe teased the story on page one, 
above the fold, on Thursday, and gave it 
most of the front of the Living/Arts sec- 
tion, as well as a lengthy jump. The head- 
line: DAVID BRUDNOY’S SECRET STRUGGLE. 


Accusations of an ‘outing’ 

Almost immediately, accusations started 
flying that the Globe had outed Brudnoy 
both as a gay man and as someone living 
with AIDS. 

On WRKO’s Clapprood and Whitley ra- 
dio show Thursday morning, Pat Whitley 
repeated rumors that the Globe had forced 
Brudnoy to tell his story, prompting a call 
from Globe spokesman Rick Gulla and 
then, finally, from Thomas. 

In an angry exchange, Thomas blasted 
Whitley for reporting rumors rather than 
checking with the Globe first. When Whit- 
ley said he had an obligation to report 
those rumors, Thomas replied icily, “We 
report news, you report rumors. I guess 
that’s the difference between us.” 

Another tidbit was Brudnoy’s admission, 
in his interview with Thomas, that he 
hadn’t even told his father he had AIDS; 
some critics pointed to that as proof that 
the Globe had forced him to go public. But 
Brudnoy cautioned those present at his 
news conference not to read anything sin- 
ister into that. He admitted he had long 
hoped he would outlive his father, who’s 
88 and ailing, and had thus hid his illness 
from him. He added he called his father 
and his stepmother on Wednesday, after 
Thomas interviewed him but before the 
story appeared. 

Then, on Friday, the Herald published a 
front-page story by Bill Hutchinson and 
Dean Johnson, quoting Brudnoy as saying 
he’d been “blackmailed” by the Globe into 
granting an exclusive interview. Herald 
columnist Howie Carr made much of that 
quote the same day, dismissing Brudnoy’s 
| claim that he’d actually said, “Sometimes I 
| feel like I’m dealing with blackguards.” 

Given that those rumors will not die — 

| indeed, Herald columnist Margery Eagan, 
on Sunday, referred to “conflicting reports 

| about whether he emerged voluntarily, or 
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was pushed” — it’s important to note that 
Brudnoy has insisted that he went public 
voluntarily, but has nevertheless hinted at 
being angry at the way it came about. 

For instance, in a voice-mail message to 
the Phoenix on Wednesday evening, hours 
before Thomas’s story hit the stands, 
Brudnoy offered a version of events con- 
sistent with that given by King and Bickel- 
haupt. “I didn’t tell the truth, and I 
thought this was crazy,” he said, adding 
that if he didn’t stop the rumors, he would 
soon be reading about it in the “Inside 
Track” or “Names & Faces.” “It was go- 
ing to be ugly and mean,” he said. “These 
things come out scuzzy.” 

At his news conference, he repeated that 
line of reasoning, saying, “Maybe I’d 
rather have an article by Jack Thomas than 
three inches in the ‘Inside Track.’ I loved 
his piece this morning, and others at the 
Herald did too, because they borrowed 
much of it.” He even went out of his way 
to add: “The Globe has been terrific 
about it.” 

And on Friday morning, in a brief inter- 
view with the Phoenix, Brudnoy continued 
to insist he was not forced into going pub- 
lic. But he said Meade had told him about 
inquiries from other reporters, and that he 
feared reading it in a gossip column if he 
didn’t act soon. 

“My feeling is that the Globe had snip- 
pets of information which could hardly be 
contained,” Brudnoy said. 

Which brings up an important point: did 
Brudnoy in fact tell the Herald he’d been 
“blackmailed”? 

He denies it, and his comment to Carr 
about “blackguards” would be in character 
for Brudnoy, who loves to mix historical 
allusions and philosophical asides into his 
conversation. But even if he used the term 
“blackmailed,” that wouldn’t necessarily 
contradict his insistence that the Globe did 
not out him. Brudnoy admits he was upset 
at the media in general for making him 
feel he had to reveal a secret he’d kept for 
six years; saying he felt “blackmailed” 
would be in keeping with that. 

Asked the basis for the Herald’s contin- 
ued insistence that the Globe may have 
outed Brudnoy, Andy Gully points, again, 
to the “blackmailed” quote. “I don’t think 
it was a slip of the tongue,” he says. “I 
think he was being gracious when he 
backed off.” 

Jack Thomas, though, says he wouldn’t 
be surprised if Brudnoy had said he’d been 
“blackmailed,” given that he’d long sought 
to keep his illness private. As for why he

thinks the Herald keeps promoting that 
theory, Thomas says, “I think, to be hon- 
est with you, that the Herald got its ass 
kicked.” 

The bottom line is that once Brudnoy 
made up his mind to go public, it made 
sense for him to do so in the Globe, the re- 
gion’s dominant newspaper and a liberal 
institution that he knew would be sympa- 
thetic to a gay man revealing he had AIDS. 

Which points to another irony: Pat 
Whitley, Howie Carr, and other.conserva- 
tives who are criticizing the Globe have 
been far less supportive of gay and AIDS 
issues than the Globe has been over the 
years. Yet Brudnoy’s political views — if 
not his rhetoric —- are more in tune with 
Carr’s than with the Globe’s. It’s likely the 
irony is not lost on Brudnoy. 


Frantic newsroom 

The Herald newsroom was in an uproar 
on the evening of Wednesday, November 
16. According to Guily, features editor Bill

avid Brudnoy’s admission that he is a gay man 

with AIDS came a month too late for national 

Coming Out Day — and several years too late 

for it to mean much to gays and lesbians, ac- 

cording to several local journalists and commu- 
nity leaders. His sexual orientation has been well-known in Bos- 
ton’s gay community, and Brudnoy himself has noted that many of 
his listeners “got the point” from clues he repeatedly dropped on 
his radio show. (The ones who couldn't figure it out were probably 
the ones in most need of education about homophobia.) Just as 
important, the city already has such operily gay figures as news- 
caster Randy Price and mayoral aide Anne Maguire; gays and les- 
bians here are simply not that starved for role models. 

“It drew more notice than a lot of seasoned activists expect- 
ed,” says Don Gorton, former chair of the Greater Boston Les- 
bian/Gay Political Alliance. “After all, coming out is not a new 
thing. . . . He is the kind of person who would not have come 
out before —-- say, in the 1970s. It's a consequence of our moye- 
ment maturing and running its course.” ” 

Trixi Burke, news editor for IN Newsweekly, calls the revela- 
tions a “non-story” within the gay-and-lesbian community; she 
adds that her newspaper has no plans to cover it. 

“The coverage has been reasonable. It hasn't been as sensa- 
tionalistic as it could have been,” says Peter Erbland, communi- 
cations director for the AIDS Action Committee, in Boston, who 
also expressed surprise at the front-page treatment of the story. 
“If David was a heterosexual, there would have been a lot more 
of a media circus.” Asked for an example of the wrong way to 
cover the issue, Erbland responds, “Well, trying to figure out ex- 
actly how he got infected.” 

But cultural critic Michael Bronski, a longtime observer of the lo- 
cal gay community, says he is disappointed that the media has 
obligingly followed Brudnoy's lead and downplayed his gay 
identity. ae oe 

“In the Globe interview, he says his gay friends are net ‘flib- 
bertigibbets,’ ” Bronski notes. “I suppose that’s code for ‘swishy 
queens.’ " He adds that this distance has protected Brudnoy 
from some media figures not known for sensitivity on gay issues, 
particularly fellow talk-show host and Boston Herald columnist 
Howie Carr. “Carr basically said that what he respected about 
David was that he would never be part of the gay community,” 
Bronski says. Ss 

Mark Giese, of Citizens Against Homophobia, a group that is 
trying to erase gay stereotypes through public-service ads on 
subway cars and on college radio stations, says he was also 
struck by Brudnoy’s defensiveness. “You get the feeling he was 
afraid he was going to be asked to carry the banner at the head 
of the gay-pride parade,” Giese says. 


Now that Brudnoy is unequivocally out, some gays and les- 
bians are wondering whether he’s going to do more to inform his 
listeners about AIDS and homophobia. As an AIDS educator, 
Erbland says he can’t approve of Brudnoy’s decision to hide his 
illness a for six years. “It is usually healthy to publicly acknowl- 
edge the disease. To maintain the fiction can be very traumatic 
and exhausting,” he says. 

“But he’s still David Brudnoy,” Erbland points out, and keep- 
ing his condition a secret was certainly consistent with the talk- 
show host's libertarian philosophy. “He does his activism in his 
own way, .. . and there has been some value from this in educat- 


_ ing people about confidentiality laws.” 


- However, Bronski wishes that Brudnoy would do a little more 
educating. “David should acknowledge that whatever drug treat~ 
ment he's on — and whatever confidentiality laws allowed him 
to keep it a secret — are all in place because of the AIDS activist 
movement,” he says. “David does not have to become an AIDS 
poster boy, but we do have to acknowledge the broader 
context here.” 

-Bronski says several points in Brudnoy’s Globe interview 
should have been clarified for the benefit of readers not so famil- 
iar with gay life. Of Brudnoy’s comment that “it’s fun to lead a 
double life” as a gay man, Bronski counters, “It is not fun to lead 
a double life. For most people, it’s damaging and hurtful. For 
David to rather blithely say that it’s fun, sort of like being the 
Scarlet Pimpernel, flies in the face of what almost all gay people 
experience.” oe | 

“He’s a closeted media person who took advantages of what 
privileges he had — like money, privacy,” Trixi Burke agrees. 
“Not many other people with HIV have those advantages, and | 
didn’t see that come out in the {Globe} piece.” 

And Bronski claims we're long past the point of cheering when 
a celebrity puts AIDS on the front page. “Well, Rock Hudson 
was a good decade ago. We've had many human faces on the 
AIDS epidemic since then. A much more apt figure is Roy 
Cohn,” says Bronski, referring to the closeted associate of Sena- 
tor Joseph McCarthy, who died of AIDS in 1986. “Their politics 
are not the same, but they share an insistence that they have no 
other connection with the gay community.” 

Erbland concedes that Brudnoy could do more to educate the 
public —— and especially his listeners -— about AIDS and gay life, 
but he says activists will have to respect his decisions. 

“Not everyone wants to be a poster child. They want to be 
known for who they are, not for what they’re infected with,” 
Erbland says. “As much as we want all these role models, they 
have to choose their own paths. That, in the long run, is as effec- 


tive as anything else.”

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Weber had learned the Globe was going to 
run an exclusive interview with Brudnoy 
the next day in which he’d reveal he had 
AIDS, and Weber had brought that infor- 
mation to the 2:30 p.m. news meeting. 
Dean Johnson had picked up the rumor, 
too. 

“We were off to the races at that point,” 
Gully says. 

Columnist Margery Eagan, a friend of 
Brudnoy’s who’s done television with him, 
was asked to call the hospital and see 
whether he’d talk. 

Eagan reached Peter Meade, who told | 
her Brudnoy was undergoing physical 
therapy and doubted he’d be able to speak | 
with her. He also confirmed that the Globe | 
was running an interview with Brudnoy, | | 

At about 8 p.m:, Eagan stopped making | 
calls and banged out a short column de- | 
tailing her friendship with Brudnoy and 
her conversation with Meade, which she 
described in an interview with the Phoenix | 
as being “extremely cordial.” 

Around the same time, Gully called | 
Meade to explain what coverage the Her- | 
ald was planning and to make one last ef- 
fort to persuade Brudnoy to talk. He says 
he told Meade that if Brudnoy wouldn’t go 
on the record, the Herald would take 
whatever it saw fit from the Globe’s story. 

Meade’s response, according to_Gully, 
was that it was up to Brudnoy, but that | 
he’d made a deal with the Globe and prob- | 
ably wouldn’t agree to be interviewed. 

Meade characterizes his conversations 
with Eagan and Gully this way: “They said | 
they were going with what they had, and 
did David want to talk.” He adds that nei- 
ther Eagan nor Gully issued any threats or | 
tried to exert any pressure, saying, “I 
thought they were both terrific.” 

But if Eagan and Gully were doing a 
good job at handling public relations, in- 
side the newsroom it was another story. 
Sources say the atmosphere degenerated 
into a mean-spirited quest to get the story 
at any cost. 

The Herald, of course, followed through 
on its promise to lift quotes from 
Thomas’s story. And that decision, ac- 
cording to newsroom sources, caused con- 
siderable consternation among the troops 
— and an apoplectic reaction at the 
Globe. 

“To steal our story and to accuse us of 
outing him is an outrage,” says Nick King. | 
“What has happened is an absolute jour- 
nalistic obscenity. We took the high road 
on this thing. If he had said, ‘Don’t do it,’ 
we wouldn’t have. We would not touch 
that with a 10-foot pole.” 

Then there’s the strange case of Howie 
Carr’s front-page Friday column, head- 
lined THERE’S NO REASON TO. POINT YOUR 
FINGER AT ME, DAVID, in which Carr appar- 
ently decided the most appropriate re- 
sponse to the news that a fellow talk-show | 
host and journalist had a fatal illness was | 
to feel sorry for himself. 

True, Brudnoy had criticized Carr in his 
interview with Thomas, saying Carr’s atti- 
tude toward homosexuality, which he ex- | 
presses regularly in print and on his | 
WRKO talk show, was among the reasons | 
he was concerned about coming out.

“Howie Carr,” Brudnoy told Thomas, 
“defines people, you know, as the midget 
and such, and so you become a one-dimen- 
sional man — the AIDS guy, the gay guy, 
the black guy. I want to be honest about my 
own values, but not pinned down to a one- 
word description.” 

Carr responded by writing, among other 
things, “I like David Brudnoy. I don’t be- 
lieve I’ve ever badmouthed him by name on 
the air, and I know I’ve never mentioned 
his sexuality. I’m also sure I’ve cut off 
callers who tried to do just that.” 

Well, maybe. But Carr’s on-air homo-

Brudnoy says he

That’s when Brudnoy 
told Carr that he’d actu- 
ally used the word 
“blackguards” instead of 
“blackmailed.” 

“I called him to 
smooth the waters,” 
Brudnoy says. “He’s the 
kind of person who, if 
you meet him halfway, is 
less growly than if you | 
hide. He is amenable to | 
a compromise and a | 
handshake.” 

After their conversa- 
tion, he adds, Carr } 
toned down his act. 


Grueling pace 

Brudnoy was trans- 
ferred from Mass Gen- 
eral to the Spaulding 
Rehabilitation Hospital 
on Friday, November 18. 
With a few weeks of 
therapy, he hopes he can 
learn to walk with leg 
braces and a cane. He 
expects to return to the 
airwaves sometime in 
December, perhaps 
broadcasting from his Back Bay home for 
several weeks or months. He plans to re- 
sume teaching at Boston University next 
semester. He even hopes to go back to re- 
viewing movies one night a week on the 
Channel 4 news with Joyce Kulhawik. 

It’s a grueling pace, one that some of his 
friends feel was part of the reason he be- 
came so sick before finally checking into 
Mass General, near death, on October 24. 
And though they think it’s realistic for him 
to return to his talk show (“He already 
talks 16 hours a day” is the way one friend 
puts it), they fear his refusal to cut back 
could endanger his health again. 

Certainly it’s a different environment 
Brudnoy will return to when he does re- 
sume his show. Never again will he be 
known simply as a caustic, cerebral host 
who returned to his number-one spot in the 
ratings this past August by besting gross- 
out shock jock Howard Stern. 

Now he’ll be the talk-show host with 
AIDS, too. 

But Brudnoy has shown tremendous re- 
silience. After all, he’s spent precisely one- 
third of his 18-year radio career knowing 
he had HIV. In 1990 his contract expired, 
and he was shown the door; following an 
unprecedented public outcry, station man- 
agement returned him to the air. And he 
was written off after Stern’s arrival, but 
roared back to his customary spot at the 
top of the ratings. 

Yet in retrospect, it seems clear that 
Brudnoy’s style changed after he was di- 
agnosed with HIV. He became more im- 
patient, railing against welfare mothers 
and young black criminals in a way that 
struck some observers as racist. In 1989 
he made an offensive joke about slavery 
on the air; he apologized, but about 40

black employees of WBZ called for his 
suspension. In 1992 he made another re- 
mark interpreted by his critics as racist. 
Friends say those incidents hurt him 
deeply, because, although he holds con- 
troversial views about race, he is anything 
but racist. To this day, Brudnoy speaks 
enthusiastically of his two-year stint in the 
1960s teaching at Texas Southern Univer- 
sity, an all-black school in Houston, where 
he ran the honors program and taught 
history. 

In the months before he checked into 
Mass General, his comments took on a 
particularly nasty edge. He cut callers off. 
He ranted. One evening he called people 
in 12-step groups like Alcoholics Anony- 
mous “losers,” “sickies,” and “zombies.” 
He denounced the students who attend a 
public high school in his neighborhood as 
“barbaric, yawping youths, tearing out of 
the building, screaming obscenities.”

In an interview with the Phoenix on Oc- 
tober 11, conducted in preparation for a 
profile that was delayed by his illness, 
Brudnoy admitted he’d allowed his on-air 
persona to grow meaner — and offered a 
hint of his November 17 announcement. | 

“Good friends have ‘said that if they lis- 
tened to something five years ago from me, 
and something five weeks ago, that I’ve be- 
come a much more intense individual,” he 
said. “It may well be that I’ve just become 
more concerned at the pace at which we 
are sinking. It may well be that I have a 
greater intimation of mortality than I used 
to. I don’t know.” 

David Brudnoy’s friends describe him as 
a “control freak,” which he would not dis- 
agree with. Indeed, he now believes he 
nearly died because he thought he could 
control his illness the way he controlled his 
life. 

“I acted like a horse’s ass because I as- 
sumed I couldn’t get ill,” he said at the 
news conference. He added he always as- | 
sumed he would get sicker gradually, al- | 
lowing for a “leisure period” in which to | 
tell those closest to him, and then, finally, | 
to go public. His collapse and near-death | 
ruled out such a luxury. 

What do you do in a tell-all age when | 
there’s something you don’t want to tell? 
What Brudnoy did was convince himself he 
could control his privacy indefinitely. And | 
when he realized he couldn’t keep up that | 
fagade any longer, it was too late for him to | 
prevent a situation that was, as he says, 
“frantic and crazy.” 

“I want a 19th-century standard in an al- 
most-21st-century standardless world,” he 
told the Phoenix. “I am not ashamed of it 
{having AIDS], but it was a damn nuisance 
to have it everybody else’s business.” QO

Salvadorans face deportation 
despite violence back home

few years ago, even the 
most hard-bitten foreign- 
policy hawks would have 
considered Pedro Antonio 
Amaya’s story inspirational. 

Here was a young man who was blind- 
folded and beaten by Salvadoran-govern- 
ment forces for the crime of being a high- 
school student. It was 1983, and students 
were among the throngs of citizens being 
rounded up by the secret police as possible 
sympathizers with the leftist guerrillas of 
the Farabundo Marti National Liberation 
Front, known as the FMLN. 

The leftists were in the midst of a brutal 
war against the American-sponsored gov- 
ernment, which was incapable of — or 
unwilling to — control its right-wing mili- 
tary, notorious for its unspeakable tortures 
and death-squad assassinations. 

Huddled in a dark jail cell, Amaya, one 
of seven children born to what he calls 
“humble” parents, envisioned himself meet- 
ing the same fate as tens of thousands of 
other Salvadorans whose bodies were rou- 
tinely pulled from muddy rivers and shallow 
mass graves. But for reasons as unclear as 
his arrest, Amaya was soon released. 


Two years later, in 1985, he arrived in 
Boston. Though he had hoped to attend 
college in Central America, Amaya moved 
to the US to escape tyranny and help his 
family survive. He has worked as a con- 
struction laborer, a gas-station attendant, 
a computer assembler, and a hotel-room 
cleaner. All the while he has paid state and 
federal taxes, learned English, and dutiful- 
ly sent Home money to his aging mother 
and 10-year-old daughter, each of whom 
he has seen only once since leaving the 
city of San Vincente, 45 miles east of San 
Salvador. 

But now, with the anti-immigrant mood 
that’s permeating the United States, sto- 
ries like Amaya’s are finding fewer sympa- 
thizers. Immigrant advocates and govern- 
ment officials say President Clinton, wary 
of political ramifications, is not inclined to 
extend a program that gives Amaya and 
about 186,000 other Salvadoran nationals 
— 10,000 of whom live in Massachusetts 
— temporary legal status in the US. 

As a result, the same fears that prompt- 
ed Amaya’s immigration to the US are 
resurfacing. 

Though a peace accord was reached be- 
tween the Salvadoran government and 
leftist guerrillas in 1992, many of the 
terms of the pact have not been fulfilled, 
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and political assassinations are still com- 
mon. Earlier this month, for instance, a 
high-ranking member of the FMLN who 
was working on land transfers to civilians 
— mandated by the peace accord — was 
assassinated. Two of his colleagues were 
seriously wounded. Since August 1993, 
more than 20 politically related murders 
have occurred in El Salvador, including 
those of three FMLN candidates for the 
National Assembly. 

“Not everything that was agreed on in 
1992 has been accomplished,” says Mario 
Davila, a Salvadoran native who is the 
Central American Program coordinator for 
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ERIC ANTONIOU the American Friends 
Service Committee’s 
New England chapter. 
Davila, as a legal perma- 
nent resident (his wife is 
an American citizen), 
would not be affected by 
a change in protective 
status. “Human rights 
are being violated, and 
the army still enjoys im- 
punity,” he says. “They 
can still get away with | 
anything they do.” 

That worries Amaya, 
who’s now an office 
manager and bookkeep- 
er for Centro Presente, a 
Cambridge-based sup- 
port group for Central 
Americans in Massachu- 
setts. “It is true maybe 
there is not such a war 
as there was before,” he 
says. “But still, there are 
a lot of confrontations 
over there. To tell you 
the truth, I am a little 
scared of going back 
there. And if I go back, I 
haven’t any place to go 
or any way to support 
my family.” 


Landmark settlement 

In 1990, the Bush ad- 
ministration reached a 
landmark settlement 
with more than 80 reli- 
gious groups and 
refugee organizations that had filed suit 
against the government in 1985. The suit 
challenged the federal government’s denial 
of political asylum to undocumented Sal- 
vadoran and Guatemalan immigrants who 
faced deportation. 

Out of that agreement came what what 
was known as Temporary Protective Sta- 
tus (TPS), something Congressman 
Joseph Moakley (D-Boston) had been 
pressing for since 1983. Moakley argued 
that because the United States had con- | 
tributed to the violence and economic 
strife in El Salvador by sending the Sal-

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vadoran government hundreds of millions 
of dollars in military aid, it bore some re- 
sponsibility for the mass immigration it 
caused. Since then, government reports 
have linked CIA activity in El Salvador to 
assassinations and death-squad activities. 

When the Salvadoran government de- 
clined to investigate the 1980 assassina- 
tion of Archbishop Oscar Romero and the 
murders of several nuns and priests, 
Moakley, chairman of the House Rules 
Committee, moved to cut off nonhumani- 
tarian aid. He also helped to rewrite the 
1990 immigration law, which allowed 
| more Salvadorans to immigrate to the US. 

TPS allowed illegal aliens who — like 
Amaya — came to the United States be- 
fore 1990 to live and work for 18 months 
without fear of deportation. In 1991 Presi- 
dent Bush extended the program for an- 
other 18 months, but retooled it to his lik- 
| ing. TPS became the Deferred Enforced 
| Departure program. The program still 
granted Salvadorans the same protective 
status, but with one twist: the president, 
not the Justice Department, would decide 
whether to continue the program and for 
how long. Critics say that change further 
politicized the program. 

Bush extended the program for a year in 
1992, and in June 1993 Clinton granted 
an 18-month extension. But with a De- 
cember 31 deadline looming, federal offi- 
cials and immigrant advocates say the 
prospect of Clinton’s extending the pro- 
gram again are doubtful. They cite the 
1992 peace accord, Clinton’s tenuous po- 
litical status and his silence on the subject, 
and an anti-immigrant backlash — pro- 
foundly evident when California adopted 
Proposition 187 by a two-to-one margin. 
(If it survives a court challenge, Proposi- 
tion 187 would deny most state services to 
illegal aliens.) 

“You don’t have to be a genius to read 
the tea leaves and see that this isn’t the en- 
vironment where immigrants are likely to 
get anything that is perceived as a benefit,” 
says Angela Kelley, policy director for the 
Washington-based National Immigration 
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Forum. “He [Clinton] is re- 
sponding to some of this na- 
tional immigration hysteria, and 
we’re afraid it is driving his pol- 
icy decision.” 

Moakley aide James McGov- 
ern agrees. McGovern and 
Moakley, both of whom visited 
El Salvador last February, have 
for months been pressing White 
House staff, members of the 
National Security Council, and 
Moakley’s congressional col- 
leagues for another extension. 

“We’re concerned that it 
won't be renewed,” McGovern 
says. “Look at what’s going on 
in this country: reactionary 
forces are demonizing immi- 
grants and political refugees. 
It’s very difficult to get mem- 
bers of Congress, or even this 
administration, to talk about 
refugees. Talking about helping 
refugees is not a popular thing 
these days. And it’s in this 
mood that we’re asking for the 
extension.” 


Fragile peace 

McGovern says that his re- 
cent trip to El Salvador with 
Moakley highlighted just how 
fragile the peace accord in El 
Salvador is and how starved the 
Salvadoran economy remains. 

“If all of a sudden you deport 
a mass of refugees, that’s going 
to have a terrible impact on the economy 
and the delicate peace process,” McGovern 
says. “They’re trying to re-integrate guer- 
rilla combatants back into society. What 
they’re basically trying to do is address 
some of.the concerns of the war. They 
could not do that if there are suddenly 
200,000 refugees saying, ‘Help me!’” 

Moreover, McGovern says, “there are 
people in El Salvador ready to bag the 
peace process. They’re looking for an ex- 
cuse to go back to violence. If we were to 
act prematurely, it may well give them the 
excuse they’re looking for.” 

In El Salvador, a country of 5.5 million 
people that is the size of Massachusetts, 
the economic and the political are inextri-

cably linked. Compounding the problems 
that the country would face if it had to ab- 
sorb a surge of deportees are the economic 
implications of losing one of the country’s 
major sources of revenue — particularly in 
light of its dramatic drop in foreign aid. 

Salvadoran immigrants in the US send 
$700 million to their families in El Sal- 
vador every year, says the American 
Friends Service Committee’s Davila. “If 
that was cut off,” he says, “the country 
would be destabilized. The money coming 
in from the families wouldn’t be there, and 
things would become more chaotic.” 

If the dramatic effects on El Salvador in 
and of themselves aren’t compelling 
enough to extend the protective-status 
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program, advocates say, the Clinton ad- 
ministration should think of the domestic 
implications. Rather than seek permanent 
political asylum — which could prohibit 
them from ever seeing their families in El 
Salvador again — many Salvadorans will 
evade deportation and go underground. 
Thousands of others will contest their 
new illegal status in already overloaded and 
underfunded US immigration courts, which 
are compelled to grant individual hearings. 
The judicial bottleneck and cost to taxpay- 
ers will be formidable, says Alyssa Simpson, 
legal director of the Central American 


. Refugee Center, in San Francisco. 


McGovern adds that a strategy aimed at 
ridding the US of immigrants could easily 
backfire. The highest number of illegal 
Salvadoran immigrants to the US came 
during the early 1980s, when the political 
and economic turmoil in Central America 
was peaking. If El Salvador’s frail condi- 
tion were exacerbated by a sudden shift in 
US policy, McGovern believes, it could 
lead to another large-scale emigration. 

“It is in our interest to keep that country 
stable so we don’t have to deal with this 
massive influx of refugees,” he says. 

Immigrant-rights supporters are now 
attempting to apply pressure on the Clin- 
ton administration while they stay below 
the radar of conservatives energized by 
this month’s election romp. “We’re walk- 
ing a delicate line,” McGovern says. “We 
don’t want to make it an issue for the right 
wing.” 

Lobbyists for the National Immigration 
Forum are working on influential mem- 
bers of Congress. The Central American 
Refugee Center is attempting to arrange 
an 11th-hour meeting between Clinton 
and Salvadoran President Armando 
Calderon. Moakley and his aides met last 
week with US Attorney General Janet 
Reno and top officials of the National Se- 
curity Council. 

“It’s hard for some of these bureaucrats 
to understand,” says McGovern, obviously 
frustrated by what seems like tepid sup- 
port for the extension so far. “Some of 
these immigrants literally fled out the back 
door while the army came in the front 
door, and barely made it out of the coun- 
try alive. So they’re just a little nervous 
about going back.” QO

It’s also kind of exhausting, living like that. I creep 
about at night, inspecting things: TV positioned back to 
its spot against the wall? Check. Tea cup washed and 
drying on the rack? Check. Shoes in the closet, coat on 
its hook, toothbrush in its stupid little toothbrush rack? 
Check, check, CHECK. 

I get on my own nerves, doing this. Pathetic, eh? 

Well, yes and no. A part of me gets a tremendous 
amount of satisfaction out of this aesthetic control-freak- 
ishness. I like seeing everything in its place. I like the 
high gloss of polished surfaces, the symmetry of vases 
and candlesticks placed just so, the spare look of a clean 
counter top. If you’re a clean freak, you experience that 
kind of visual order with a deep sort of relief. Ah, no 
chaos: everything is where it’s supposed to be. You can 
relax now. 

But I can also see strains of more troublesome impuls- 
es in all that order, and 
that’s what bothers me 
about it. There’s a lot of 
fear in it, and a lot of 
rigidity, and an almost 
instinctual impulse to 
fix what’s wrong inside 
by manipulating the 
externals. I noticed this 
in particular last June, 
when I first moved into 
the place I now live and 
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your weight, your surroundings. Panic makes us do some 
pretty strange things. 
s 

A close friend, and a comrade in anal-retentive home 
décor, is about to move in with her boyfriend, someone 
who’s considerably less anxious than she about neatness 
and order. She’s panicked about this a lot in the months 
leading up to the move: how is she going to deal with 
that basket of stuff in his kitchen, the one that literally 
overflows with old mail and bills and catalogues? What 
about all his junk: the boxes that seem to appear in door- 
ways and expand, the clothes strewn on the bedroom 
floor? 

I’ve come to see her decision to go ahead and move in 
with him as extraordinarily brave. Her horror about his 
mess, after all, is a phenomenon of deflection: the anxi- 
ety she feels about the external disarray is a metaphor 
(and a rather perfect one at that) for the fear she feels 
about loosening up some more complicated internal 
boundaries, about literally sharing someone else’s stuff, 
in both the physical and emotional senses. 

I’m not able to do that yet. I don’t seem to have any 
trouble messing up the home of my own significant other 
— when I’m at his house, I feel perfectly free to leave 
dishes in the sink and newspapers scattered on the tables 
and floor. But when he comes over to my house — my 
territory, my space — I start to grimace and cringe if he 
so much as kicks off his shoes. (And if he does, I pick 
the damn things up and line them neatly against the wall 
in the front hall.) He makes fun of me about this. 
“What’s next?” he asks. “Plastic covers on the furniture? 

DAVID SIPRESS Velvet ropes?” Other 
times, he gets exasperat- 
ed. “This is not a muse- 
um,” he said, shortly 
after I moved in. “You’re 
supposed to live here.” 

But that’s the point; 
that’s exactly what some 
of us find so hard to do. 
The anal-retentive per- 
sonality is usually fine as 
long as it lives alone, as 
long as it can indulge 





my anal-retentive 
impulses became so 
powerful I could hardly 
get up off the sofa with- 
out fluffing the cushions 
back into place. I’d walk 
around the place like a 
drill sergeant conduct- 
ing inspection. Is that 
Mission chair in the liv- 
ing room at a precise 
90-degree angle from 
the couch? Does it line 
up exactly with the 
opposite chair? Are 
there errant coffee 
grounds on the counter? 
Smudges on the kitchen 
floor? Yes? What?! 
Quick! Get out the 
sponge! 

Not a particularly 
relaxing way to live. 

But a telling one, I 
suppose. 

I’'d moved into this 
place during a particu- 
larly trying time; my 
parents had both died 
within the past two 
years, and my brother 
and sister and I were in 
the process of selling 
their house, where we’d 
all grown up. The parental house was pure chaos: 38 
years worth of stuff waiting to be sifted through and 
thrown out and boxed, decades worth of emotion lurking 
in every corner, on every surface. Against that, it wasn’t 
hard to see my own anal-retentive impulses, in my own 
home, as a fairly powerful response, a defense against 
what felt like a lot of internal disorder and upheaval. It’s 
a panic-driven need for control, something I recognize in 
particular from my prior history with anorexia: when 
everything else around you feels chaotic, you control 
what you can, something, anything: your caloric intake, 





those impulses behind 
its own private bound- 
aries, straighten and 
scour to its hearts con- 
tent. Living becomes 
problematic when it 
becomes more real, 
when other human 
beings come along and 
factor into the equation 
the stuff of human 
involvement — which, 
of course, can be very 
messy indeed. When 
someone is in my house, 
messing up the surface 
of things, I can feel 
extraordinarily threat- 
ened, as though those 
surfaces bear a direct 
relationship to what’s 
inside: clutter my coun- 
ters and you’re clutter- 
ing my life; mess with 
my kitchen and you’re 
messing with my emo- 
tions. I know this is irra- 
tional thinking — and I 
struggle with it, struggle 
to resist the impulse to 
follow people around 
with a dustpan and 
brush — but when it 





hits, it can be pretty powerful. 

Which is why I need a slob coach, a slob mentor, 
someone who can help me understand that chaos and 
disorder are a natural part of human life and human 
involvement, who can help me see that not every one of 
life’s anxieties can be tackled with a sponge and a broom. 
Lighten up! the coach would say. Celebrate the mess! 
Take a risk or two, and relinquish all that control! 

Sounds sensible to me, an eminently admirable goal. 
But in the meantime, I’m stocking up on the Ajax. Just in 
case. é Q

Nothing personal, Matthew, but our default explana- 
tion for things like this is that you are loony. However, 
on investigation (we had little Ed bring it up on talk 
radio), we are starting to think there’s more to this than 
meets the eye. 

When the sodium-vapor bulbs commonly used in 
streetlights start to go bad, they “cycle” — go on and 
off repeatedly. Cecil is having a hard time getting the 
Straight Dope Science Advisory Board to agree on what 
happens, but apparently the bulb overheats, goes out, 
cools down, then relights. If you’re walking past when 
this happens and you’re the neurotic type, you think it’s 
your fault. This surely accounts for most of the reports 
we've gotten over the years. 

But maybe not all. While making one of his periodic 
reports to the nation on Mara Tapp’s WBEZ show, little 
Ed mentioned your letter, figuring he might get a few 
calls from, as he indelicately put it, “the loony-tune 
quadrant of the listening audience.”

We are not about to say we believe in bodily emana- 
tions. No doubt it is all just coincidence. Or maybe Joe 
is lying, crazy, or under the influence. (He sounded 
okay, but on the phone you can’t tell if your source’s 
eyes are dilated.) 

But we never rule anything out, especially if we can 
get a column out of it. We checked with several electri- 
cal-engineering types, who professed bafflement. 
Deficient hypotheses include: 

¢ Joe is somehow triggering the photocell that causes 
street lamps to switch on and off. But Chicago street 
lamps don’t have individual photocells. The photocell is 
in a master electrical box that controls 25 or 30 lights. 

¢ Joe is causing the bulb to vibrate loose. Supposedly, 
if you hit the pole in the right spot, the luminaire (the 
part with the bulb) will whip back and forth so sharply 
that the bulb loses contact. But Joe says he doesn’t hit 
the poles, periodically drop a box of anvils, or anything 
like that. 

Seeing as how we’re not making much progress, 
we're faced with several choices: 1) Give up in frustra- 
tion.

“I never expected in winter to sell a thing 
like this!” he says. “But they’re all gone. 
Completely sold out!” 

Blahnik is referring to spike-heeled 
sandals, which women seem eager to buy 
— and to wear — during the iciest part 
of the year. “I just don’t have a clue,” he 

answers, when asked to explain the cur- 
rent shoe craze. “People are just buying 
shoes because it’s something that’s 
making them happy.” 
Well, duh. Wake up and smell the 
calfskin, Mr. Blahnik. 
The shoes-equal-happiness equation 
is as old as dust. Even men — even 
men who don’t happen to be famous 
shoe designers — can be hip to this. 
“Psychologists maintain that a fas- 
cination with feet and shoes is the 
most common form of sexual 
fetishism,” reports Mary Trasko in 
her book Heavenly Soles, published 
in 1989. Trasko chronicles weird 
goings-on aplenty between men 
and footwear. “In the Middle Ages 
a father’s authority over his daugh- 
ter was passed to her husband by 
means of her shoe. In other in- 
stances the groom might hand the 
bride a shoe; to put it on was to 
concede that she had become his 
subject.” 

Truly pathological, most 
would agree. 

But shoe-love is an equal-op- 
portunity ensnarer, besotting at 
least as many women as men. 
Trasko, who posed for her author 
photo with a pump perched on 
her head, also documents the 
woman-to-shoe master-slave re- 
lationship. “Once anesthetics 
were introduced in the 1860s, 
some women even had one or 
two toes removed,” she notes, 
“to better endure wearing the ex- 
tremely narrow shoes of the peri- 
od.” 

Have we come a long way, 
baby? 

Well, certainly, if you’re 
counting toes. But a random, 
nonscientific poll of local shoe 
shoppers reveals that while we 
women joke about our attach- 
ment to footwear, at a funda- 
mental level we consider shoes 
crucial to far more than our feet. 

Almost all of the women quot- 

ed below, who spoke anony- 
mously or by first name only, 
were encountered at five shoe- 
hunting grounds: Cuoio and 
Aldo, shops on Newbury Street, 
in Boston; Taha, on Boylston 
Street, in Boston; and Mudo and 
Berk’s, stores in Harvard Square. 
These stores carry delectable 
shoes — shoes that prompt wom- 
en to admit that footwear is often, 
when you get right down to it, the 
most important thing. 


Perhaps Pam, who works at 
Berk’s, puts it best: “You can fake 
other things, but you can’t fake 
shoes.”

Nancy once made a real-estate de- 

cision based on shoes. 

“That’s why we bought our house,” 
she says. “I looked at the closet, and I 
said, ‘This closet will solve the solid- 
waste problem in America.’ So now I 
have room.” 

Room for 70 pairs, that is. “Or more, 

I’m sure,” she adds, indicating that 70 

is her low estimate. 

Asked how many shoes they own, most 
women can manage only a wild guess. 
We try to envision the floors of our clos- 
ets. But we generally have little idea what 

really lurks there, says Sandy Laine, in- 
staller of closet-organizing systems for 
Closettec, in Norwood. 

“When women see all their shoes on 

open shelving,” reports Laine, “they say, “Oh, 
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my God. I have all these shoes! And some of them I 
haven’t seen in years!’ ” Viewing all the shoes together, 
she says, “thrills” her clients. 

Still, owning more than 100 pairs of shoes is probably 
rare. “I put 95 shoe drawers in one master closet,” says 
Laine. “That’s the most I’ve ever put in.” But, she adds, “I 
was with a woman yesterday who said she had about 300 
pairs of shoes, and that she kept some of them in her 
garage. She rotated them, of course.” 

Of course. 


“Oh, I own many shoes, much more than I wear,” 
says Janet, a woman at Cuoio who’s wearing sandals 
that reveal a perfect pedicure. “Not counting boots, 

I'd say I’ve got... hmmm... 100 pairs. I have 
a ton of boots. Sneakers? I wasn’t even think- 
ing about those. I’ve got aerobic shoes, I’ve 

got some athletic shoes with orthotics. I 

have different-colored ones. . . .” The 

list goes on. 

“I'd say,” says Nancy, “that in the 
last six months, not including 
sneakers — because sneakers are #* 
not shoes — I’ve bought about 10 f 
pairs.” 

“You know those huge army 
duffel bags?” asks Lisa, a stylish 
woman in black. “The really big 
ones? When I moved, I filled up 
one of those with all of my 


shoes. Really. But I wear them all.” 

What causes us to hoard 
footwear like panicked squirrels? 
Nothing more or less, apparently, ¥ 
than love. The same kind of passion- * 
ate, conflicted, half-irrational love we 
feel for other moderately important things 
in life. Spouses. Children. People who have 
saved our lives... 

“I probably buy about one pair of shoes a week,” 
confesses a woman in pink-and-white sneakers, as she 
searches for a pair of high-heeled loafers. “Why? Well, 
I’ve always loved shoes. I was shopping with my mother 
today, and she said that even when I was four, I wore 
high heels.”

A beautiful date in the history of shoe love: February 
26, 1986. It was then that Philippine President Ferdi- 
nand Marcos fled into exile with his wife, Imelda, a 
woman who, the world subsequently learned, owned 
only 888 handbags and 527 dresses, but 1060 pairs of 
shoes. 

The news of Imelda Marcos’s outrageous shoe inven- 
tory took considerable pressure off shoe-lovers who felt 
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bad about owning, say, 80 pairs, or 60. In- 
deed, “Imelda Marcos” springs frequently 
to the lips of women discussing their shoe 
affinity. “I’m no Imelda Marcos,” they 
say. “She owned 3000 pairs.” Everyone 
repeats that same erroneous figure. It’s 
delicious on the tongue. 

But guilt and love travel hand in 
hand, and Imelda didn’t erase all forms 
of shoe shame. 

“Once,” says Penny, who is at Aldo 
looking for loafers with a Vibram 
sole. “I did spend too much money 
on a pair of shoes.” She has to be 
coached to admit how much. 
“Three hundred dollars. I never 
wear them now. I can’t. Because 
they cost so much. I feel guilty. 
They were Calvin Klein loafers. 

Ah! I just fell in love with them. | 
had to have them.” 

Nancy — she of the capacious 
closet — once spent too much 
for a pair of purple pumps. Like 
Penny, she never wore them. 

But cost and value are relative 
things, she argues. 

“I buy only shoes with leather 

soles, made in Italy. Let me ex- 
plain what I look for in a shoe 
— how I’m a shoe snob. Some 
people think it’s okay for a 
pump to have a seam down the 
side. No! It’s got to be made 
out of one piece of leather. 
And I check to see if it’s got 
this stitching here, along the 
rim of the shoe. If it does, it’s 
a better shoe.” 

She picks up a shoe and 
sniffs it. “I always smell the 
shoe. Always. Phew! You see, 

I wouldn’t even buy this shoe. 
It doesn’t smell good.” 

She lifts another shoe 
from the shelves. “I don’t 
even know if these are 
leather. I would never buy 
these. They’re just asking 
to come apart. Feel that. 

And look at this sole. Ugh. 
That’s bogus.” 

She continues: “I take 
very good care of my shoes. 
Once, I had this pair of 
eggplant suede flats, and it 
was wet outside and I took 
them off and carried them. 
I probably walked three or

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blocks 

carrying these 
shoes so they wouldn’t get dam- 
aged in the rain. I walked over 
gravel and sand without the shoes 
on. I tried to stay on the lawns. 
And then when I got the shoes 
home — because they did get a lit- 
tle water on them — I stuffed them 
with newspaper and put them in a 
box in the space next to the hot-water 
heater.”

Several women interviewed about 
shoes stated, in apparent sincerity, 
that they lack the ability to pass a shoe 
store without going in. Just can’t do it. 
Most seem to enjoy what happens 
when they cross the threshold. 

“Shopping for clothing sometimes 
can be fairly stressful. You see some- 
thing you like and it doesn’t fit,” says 
a Brandeis PR professional named 
| Michal, who has been known to keep 

an eye out for the footwear needs of 

friends. “Shoes are much easier. 

Sometimes I go shopping for shoes 

when I’m frustrated with shopping for 
| clothes, as a kind of refuge.” 

Of course, those with more money 
| savor the thrill of the shoe-hunt more. 
“I get most of my shoes from my 
mother and sister,” says a woman who 
| is staring longingly at a pair of hiking 
boots at Mudo, in Harvard Square.

They’re too expensive for 
me, but I keep coming back to look at 
them anyway. Shoes are the most im- 
portant thing. I like shopping for 
shoes — I quite enjoy it. What I don’t 
like is buying them.” 

“Right now,” says a woman in a 
beret, “I’m searching for nice, water- 
proof boots. I’m a shoe fiend. My 
roommates are, too. But my room- 
mates are hipper than I am about 
shoes. By which I mean they can af- 
ford more.” 

“I’m looking for the perfect pair of 
boots,” says Radica, with a mustard- 
colored suede pair in hand. “I tend to 
look at fashion through shoes. I see 
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what’s in style with shoes, buy the 
shoe first, and then I'll buy the dress 
or the pants or the jacket. I just like to 
look at shoes. I find them very inter- 
esting. I don’t have a shoe obsession, 
really. I think if I had more money, I 
might.” 

“I find it frustrating, looking for 
shoes,” says a woman in Cuoio who 
stands on her feet all day teaching. “I 
have to look for shoes that are rain- 
proof, that look good in skirts and 
with pants.” She appears truly peeved 
until she slips into a pair of navy flats. 

“Oh,” she says, “these are comfort- 
able! | think — woo! I wonder what 
they look like with skirts.” 

Suddenly, she is smiling.

Sometimes, the protracted shoe 
quest proves the most fun. Especially 
if shared with a friend. 

“We've been saving up our money 
all summer to buy some boots,” says 
Arlene, an Irish student who’s stand- 
ing in Taha, on Boylston Street, with 
her friend Nicola. “Ankle boots with a 
heel. Isn’t that right, Nicola?” 

“Yes, it is, Arlene.” 

“They’ve been around for a while in 
Dublin, ankle boots with a heel. Ankle- 
boots-with-a-heel — it sounds so 
stupid when I say it!” 

“Yes, it does, Arlene,” giggles Nicola. 

What would you wear them with? 
they’re asked. 

“We’d wear them with jeans,” says 
Nicola. “Or leggings.” 

“I’ve worn them with a short skirt,” 
volunteers Arlene. 

A second of silence. 

“What?” says Arlene, looking at 
Nicola. 

“Oh, Arlene!” squeals Nicola.

There are women who 
love shoes. And then there is 
Merrill Shaffer, a very rare 
bird. 

Merrill claims to own 
roughly 300 pairs of shoes. 
“Oh, at least!” she says. 
Noticing a stunned pause, 

she adds, “I’m serious.” 
Merrill appears to be a 
perfectly normal person in 
other respects: articulate, 
funny, outspoken, ambi- 
tious. But about shoes she is, 
well, abnormal. She seems to 
realize this. She’s okay with it. 
In fact, she’s proud of her shoe- 

centrism. 

Not long ago, Merrill worked at a 
Nine West store. Now she’s assistant manager at Aldo, a Canadian-based 
chain of shoe stores. : 

“My mother always had a major shoe fetish,” Merrill says. “She had to 
have all different colors, all kinds of heel heights. I used to have the same 
thing for clothing. I worked in clothing stores, and I would spend all my 
money on clothes, and not really care about shoes. That changed when I 
started working in shoes. I used to buy the shoes to match the outfit. 
Now, I buy the shoes, and then the outfit to match. 

“T love shoes! It’s really terrible, but when I walk around outside, shoes 
are the first thing I notice on people. I shop here, and at Joan and David, 
and Cole-Haan. If I like a shoe, I buy it in like every color that it comes 
in. No, really! I do! I have to. Every color.” 

How is that possible? Do you spend your entire paycheck on shoes? 

She thinks a minute. “Yes,” she answers, firmly. 

A minute later, she adds, “I don’t think you understand. I’ve got an in- 
credible number of shoes. Boots? Oh, I’m a real boot person. I have tons 
and tons and tons of boots. No, truly. I’ve got riding boots. Motorcycle 
boots. Cowboy boots? Oh! I have Tony Lamas. . . . I have calfskin, kid- 
skin. 

“You can tell a person by the shoes they wear. It’s funny. After I met my 
ex-boyfriend he told me that his mother told him you can always tell a 
good woman by the shoes she wears. And it’s true. I look at people’s 
shoes and I can tell, ‘Oh, it’s not Italian leather.’ I can always tell.” 

Your ex-boyfriend’s mother liked you, then?

Merrill tries to describe her closet.

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Peking Cuisine 


A Chinatown relaunch brings 
great scallops (and Larry Bird)

he original Peking Cuisine 

in this space, run by Sally 

Ling, was a nice restaurant, 

but it was not the best 

Mandarin-Szechuan 
restaurant in (generally Cantonese) Chi- 
natown at the time — that honor usually 
going to the ill-named Shanghai. Sally 
Ling went on to establish some very fine 
Mandarin restaurants in her own name, 
but has reportedly retired to New York. 
In the meantime, her old building housed 
a series of Taiwan-style restaurants, of 
which my favorites were Taipei Cuisine 
and China Grove. Now it has reopened 
as Peking Cuisine, under the auspices of 
former associates of Sally Ling. 

The current relaunch offers a pleasant 
contrast to the surrounding Cantonese 
and Vietnamese meals, with plenty of 
tasty food. Comparatively, however, it is 
no advance on the original concept, and, 
ironically, lags behind the New Shanghai, 
which itself is a recent relaunch with up- 
scaled decor, service, and food. 

None of which means 
you won’t want to try the 
steamed Chinese leek ravi- 
oli ($4.75), eight smallish 
dumplings, steamed to 
translucent perfection and 
stuffed with, among other 
things, the classic Chinese 
garlic chives. The regular 
Peking ravioli ($4.75), 
which are fried on one side, 
are the usual six, larger 
than most, but a little 
doughy, which is a fairly 
typical Southern Chinese 
treatment of Mandarin 


vinegar-soy sauce dip is 
just what these need. 

To my surprise, spring 
rolls ($2.95) were small, 
and stuffed with a mixture 
involving cellophane noo- 
dles in the Chinese-Viet- 
namese style. Our order 
was too greasy for adults, 
but ideal for kids. 

Seafood soup ($5.95) is just a sprinkle 
of cilantro shy of being a great dish. It’s 
full of shrimp and scallops, in a sweet- 
and-sour (and slightly peppery) tomato 
base that just screams for what we used 
to call “Chinese parsley.” 

The most interesting of our main dish- 
es was jei-mo scallops ($9.50), which 
were salty with a subtle mustard sauce, 
orange in color, and accompanied by a 
stir-fry of pea pods and carrots. I also 
admired the idea of providing a low-cost, 
one-course Peking duck ($11.95 half, 
$23.95 whole). What’s been lost from the 
classic is the red color, the superlatively 
crisp skin and juicy meat, and the high 
formality of the presentation. But Peking 
Cuisine does send to the table a dish of 
roasted and boned duck meat, a pile of 
crispy skin, shredded scallions (which 
taste just like the classic scallion brush- 
es), hoisin sauce, and six perfect pan- 
cakes. What you can roll up from those 
fixings is not the world-renowned Peking 
Duck, but it is a good introduction to the 
concept, and swell eating. 

One also senses price-conscious com- 
promise in the Hunan crispy whole fish 
(“seasonal price,” recently $13.95). We 
had a small sea bass, rather bony despite 
being deep fried, which came in a 
ketchupy sweet-and-sour sauce. Next 
time, I will have the steamed flounder, 
which looked and smelled more tempting 
on its way to another table.

Like the seafood soup, a number of 
dishes fall one flavor short of the ideal. 
Szechuan spicy bean curd ($6.95) has 
just as much red pepper as any ma po 
tofu around, but the great ones also fea- 
ture the unusual, menthol tang of 
Szechuan peppercorns. Dry sautéed 
string beans ($6.75) substitute Western 
green beans for the blander Chinese 
“yard-long” beans, which I think is an 
improvement in flavor. The beans were a 
beautiful bright green, and tasted great, 
but the burnt-tasting caramel sauce was 
barely acceptable. 

Crispy sesame chicken ($9.50) was an 
unequivocal success, in a Taiwan mode. 
Since Chinese food, for many majority- 
culture Americans, is fried food, this is 
the Taiwan-Mandarin dish to have. Sel- 
dom have I enjoyed crispier, more de- 
lightful hunks of boneless fried chicken, 
with a generic brown sauce and a sprin- 
kle of sesame seeds for garnish. If you 
are that kind of Chinese-food fan, you 
could become a regular here for this dish, 
although sometimes you would want to 
switch to something like the General 
Gau’s chicken. 

Honey spare ribs ($7.95), 
reportedly favored by Larry 
Bird on a recent visit, are 
served in the sweet-and- 
sour sauce of Cantonese 
king-to ribs; and as with 
some presentations of that 
dish, the ribs have given way 
to hacked pieces of actual 
pork chops, with the green- 
pepper-and-onion garnish 
of Cantonese-American 
food. (I should add that 
most dishes at Peking Cui- 
sine have Chinese-style veg- 
etables, some with nice dec- 
orative cuts as well). 

My only real disappoint- 
ment was a tourist dish, 
shrimp lo mein ($5.25), 
which was excessively 
greasy, with tiny shrimp 
and vegetables limited to 
Napa cabbage and scal- 
lions. Such dishes are ob- 
viously not the specialties 
of this restaurant, but in 
my opinion, they shouldn’t list on the 
menu what they cannot offer with at least 
some pride. It is also possible that Peking 
Cuisine has a Chinese-language menu 
with more authentic treats on it. I doubt 
this, because I did not see Chinese- 
speaking customers eating more tempt- 
ing-looking food on either visit. 

Peking Cuisine does have outstanding 
rice, at least early in the evening when we 
were there. The tea is also reasonably 
strong jasmine. There are no desserts, 
beyond fortune cookies. There is a full 
liquor license. 

Decor at Peking Cuisine is unpreten- 
tious, with some nice wall art like a 
brush-painted eagle and a puzzling urban 
landscape with a canal and bridges that 
looks more like Holland than China. At- 
mosphere varies. On one visit, we noted 
Chinese folk music on stringed instru- 
ments and a group of Asian men con- 
versing loudly and smoking cigarettes. A 
week later, the room slowly filled with 
young couples, as in any of the more up- 
scale restaurants of Chinatown. It is not a 
large room in any case — “converted 
townhouse” gives you the shape of the 
restaurant and the climb from street level. 

Unless I’ve missed something signifi- 
cant, Peking Cuisine is more a useful 
restaurant than a leading restaurant, al- 
though I hope we see more jei-mo scal- 
ldps in Greater Boston in the coming 
years.. Q

The proliferation of upscale dining establishments in the Back Bay this 
year has made many of us grateful that we can still eat for peanuts within 
the sound of Trinity Church’s bells. Tim’s Bar & Grill (formerly Tim’s 
Tavern, back when chef Willard Chandler manned the stove) reopened last 
year in a rough-cut incarnation, still right around the corner from Back 
Bay Station. 

The grillman in charge here flames half-pound burgers ($2.50; add 25 
cents for cheese) and slathers tangy, dark barbecue sauce on pork ribs (half 
a rack, $7) and chicken (half a grilled bird, $6). Try the “tips,” kabob skew- 


ers with pepper, onion, and big chunks of either steak ($5) or lamb ($6).

World AIDS Day in Boston 


orld AIDS Day has grown from a day of remembrance into a week-long art happening in 
Ww Boston. Two of the city’s bigger art institutions, the Museum of Fine Arts and the Boston 
Center for the Arts, are once again using December 1 as a foundation for programs that 


explore the impact of the AIDS crisis on the art community and the world at large. And there are plen- 
ty of other smaller events, happenings, and exhibits around town geared toward shedding some posi- 














Instead of staging a separate exhibit, the Museum of Fine Arts has devised a tour that incorporates Seated Kuan Yin 
diverse pieces from the permanent collection; it runs through December 4. Explains Shelley Langdale, 
the curatorial assistant in prints, drawings, and photographs, “We wanted to to explore the ways that people of different cultures and 
times have dealt with loss and illness.” 
The tour includes a Song Dynasty wood sculpture, Seated Kuan Yin (in photo); the Classical “Female Mourning Figures”; a ninth- 
century Korean Buddha of Healing; an ancient Egyptian Letter to the Dead; and Larimer Richards’s contemporary bronze Achilles. This 
last object, cast from a mold made of condoms, was included in the MFA’s World AIDS Day installation last year. It’s since become part

That’s how 
Ken Thompson and Ames Hall of the Chica- 
go-based dance/performance-art duo At- 
las/Axis remember it and so many of the oth- 
er experiences they had in their school days. 
So after a year of research and development, 
they worked those experiences into Perma- 
nent Record, a production that blends per- 
sonal anecdotes with universal theories of 
education, intensely physical choreography 
with theater, and tales of Helen Keller with 
stories of the serial killer John Wayne Gacy. 
The production makes its Boston debut next 
weekend at Mobius. 

“I had just come off of teaching for two 
years as a graduate student when we came 
up with the idea for this piece,” explains 
Thompson from Chicago, where he’s the ed- 
itor of the performance-art journal P-Form. 

“I had one class that brought me face to face 
with direct products of the school system and 
the kind of mind sets that it generates. Ames 
was interested in ESP because he’d worked 
in LA teaching brain- and mind-enhancing 
skills — he did tests on people who could 
identify colors by touch. We were both inter- 
ested in how learning happens.” 

Permanent Record is the result of intensive 
research on the subject of education. The 
production even comes with its own bibliog- 
raphy, a 12-page pamphlet detailing the 
source materials. 

“Some people like the book better than the 
performance,” jokes Thompson. “It’s really 
just a guide to a the research we did. I read 
so many books, including several Helen 
Keller biographies of her life and books on | 
the life of John Wayne Gacy. And I did a lot 
empirical reading into educational tech- 
niques . . . books with titles like Why Chil- 
dren Can’t Learn and Why Children Fail.” 

The other part of the Permanent Record 
equation involves movement and visuals. Ac- 
cording to Thompson, the duo appear in 
Catholic-schoolgirl skirts and work boots, 
and the only set pieces are two children’s 
school desks.

For me, there are no real turkeys — 
movies so bad that they’re great.

But I do remember movies from my 
adolescence that I would watch simply be- | 
cause I didn’t know any better, adventure | 
movies with no adventure (Taras Bulba, 
1962; The Vikings, 1958) or, in this case, | 
romantic comedies that promise sexy so- | 
phistication but deliver tepid bathroom hu- | 
mor. Jack Lemmon is the frustrated horny | 
landlord who lusts after nubile tenant Car- | 
ol Lynley.

WORLD WITHOUT END (1956) 


To appreciate the grandiose awfulness of | 
World Without End, you’ll need to take a 
gander at 1951's Flight to Mars. Both are | 
formulaic voyage-to-outer-spacers, with 
the standard engine trouble throwing the | 
explorers off course and leading them to | 
encounters with monsters, mutants, and | 
hot willing babes. What makes World | 
Without End so exquisitely bad is that it 
uses the same spaceship set as Flight to 
Mars — not a similar one but the same 
actual set, right down to the meaningless 
blinking lights. The exterior shots of the 
spaceship (which make Ed Wood look 
like Ray Harryhausen) appear to have 
been ripped off wholesale. Both ships en- 
counter meteor showers (causing the 
crews to black out), then crash-land at 
the same angle in the same patch of 
snowy powder. Only in World Without 
End, they discover they’ve time-warped 
into the future and landed on post-apoca- 
lypse Earth (H.G. Wells’s estate thought 
this sounded familiar and filed suit); in 
Flight to Mars they wind up on the Red 
Planet. But the biggest thrills are yet to 
come: both crews venture into the same 
cave and are attacked by the same inflat- 
able spider.

wo recent films Mary 
Shelley’s Frankenstein and 
Interview with a Vampire — 
have expended huge budgets 
and stellar casts to re-create 
the spirit of the classic horror film. Neither 
comes as close as New Zealand director 
Peter Jackson’s modest Heavenly Creatures, 
which explores the theme of monstrous cre- 


ation in Kenneth Branagh’s film and that of 


vampiric bonding in Neil Jordan’s. The 
maker of the black-comic splatterfest 
Dead/Alive, Jackson in his new movie fuses 
the sublime and the grotesque, the poetic 
and the kitschy, to create a hybrid that is 
hilarious, unnerving, and perversely tragic. 
Based on a true story, Creatures takes 
place in the 1950s in the provincial town 
of Christchurch, New Zealand. Mired in 
the community’s tedium and bad taste is 
the lonely, bright, pudding-faced adoles- 
cent Pauline Parker (Melanie Lynskey), 
whose only outlet for her rebellion and 
imagination is being sullen. That changes 
when a new student comes into her 
school. Juliet Hulme (Kate Winslet) is the 
cocky and gifted daughter of wealthy En- 
| glish parents, and she makes an immediate 
| impression when she smugly corrects the 
| French teacher for an error in grammar. 
| The two are paired in a drawing class as 
| model and artist, and when Juliet’s sketch 
of an ornate scene of royalty minus the os- 
| tensible subject of Pauline is criticized by 
the teacher, and Pauline comes to her de- 
fense, the two bond. Their friendship ig- 
nites after they reveal their romantic mal- 
adies to each other: Pauline has had polio, 
Juliet has tuberculosis. 
What follows is a union of overripe 


imaginings, repressed sexuality and rage, 
arrogance, savage wit, and hysteria. Jack- 
son manages to arouse sympathy for the 
girls’ point of view while keeping an objec- 
tive distance. We’re in on the girls’ jokes, 
but we also have the unsettling perspective 
of a pathologist. Narrated in voiceover by 
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a troubled clan whose dysfunctions eclipse 
those of the Windsors and include such 
pop-cultural icons as Orson Welles and 
Mario Lanza. To the exultant strains of 
Lanza’s “Funiculi Funicula,” Pauline and 
Juliet soar through an imaginary mock-up 
of their invented world, complete with life- 
size animated clay figures of the grotesque 
and lethal characters who inhabit it. In 
these special-effects sequences, Jackson 
indulges in his heroines’ exuberance and 
creativity while hinting at the unwhole- 
someness they spring from. The result is 
both giddy and sour, a combination of 
wish fulfillment and revulsion that comes 
close to the essence of horror. 

Of course, real life intrudes on the fan- 
tasy, and vice versa. Jackson gives us 
enough of the girls’ backgrounds to sug- 
gest some reasons for their odd behavior, 
but he relates the material sufficiently

benighted in a different way — her beau- 
tiful mother (Diana Kent) regularly cheats 
on her melancholy husband (Clive Merri- 
son), and the two benignly neglect their 
daughter by leaving her in various sanitar- 
iums for months at a time while they go 
traveling. 

The girls’ dream world is clearly an an- 
gry response to the inadequacies of their 
families. Jackson presents his characters’ 
unhappy mundane realities with the same 
overwrought, near-parodic intensity of the 
fantasies. And he doesn’t fail to share the 
cost of such emotional bankruptcy and 
imaginative overload. Disturbed by their 
daughters’ exclusivity and unhealthy ab- 
sorption in each other — a splendidly in- 
ept “children’s doctor” dares to suggest 
that there might be a sexual element in it 
— the pair’s parents move to separate 
them.

Pauline from excerpts from her diary, the 
film unfolds into the pair’s imaginary 
“Fourth World.” They construct it through 
“novels,” clay sculptures, rhapsodic letters, 
and hallucinations that Jackson reproduces 
with marvelous tackiness. 

The fantasy involves the bodice-ripping 
adventures of the royal family of Borovnia, 


from their point of view to prevent the 
film from becoming a case study. 
Pauline’s unhappy mother (Sarah Peirse) 
is a defeated housewife who doesn’t want 
to see her daughter repeat her own history 
of teenage pregnancy and marriage to an 
older, remarkably ungifted man (Simon 
O’Connor). Juliet’s upper-class family is 


At that point the imaginary becomes 
brutally real. Jackson climaxes his film 
with a crime that in its crude simplicity 
outdoes all the fake gore in a year full of 
pallid, graphic violence. Like every master 
of the horror genre, he seduces us with the 
heaven of the forbidden, only to appall us 
with the creatures it spawns. QO

With good reason, no one remembers Billy 
Crystal playing the first pregnant man in 
Rabbit Test, and not even Arnold 
| Schwarzenegger can make the idea funny 
in Junior. It’s actually funnier that he’s 
| supposed to be a brilliant research scien- 
| tist, trying to wrap his Teutonic tongue 
around baffling biochemical banter. Lab 
| supervisor Danny DeVito convinces the 
Terminator to be the Incubator for a test 
| of their new fertility drug, an illicit project 
| they have to hide from faculty bigwig 


Frank Langella. They steal a frozen ovum 
from cryologist Emma Thompson (doing a 
benign variation on her husband’s 
Frankenstein role), fertilize it, and implant 
it in Arnold’s thorax with a Pulp 
Fiction—sized needle. He’s supposed to 
take the drug for a few weeks, then quit 
and allow the embryo to decompose, but 
he refuses to say “Hasta la vista, baby” 
and terminate his pregnancy. “My body, 
my choice,” is the catchphrase uttered by 
the newly sensitized Schwarzenegger, as 
he hurls Langella into a shelf of glass 
beakers. 

As he did in Ghostbusters and Twins, 
Ivan Reitman directs furiously yet achieves 
only modest results. Arnold and a scatter- 
brained, klutzy Thompson enjoy an awk- 
ward courtship; apparently she’d rather 
waltz around with toilet paper stuck to her 
heel than act dignified in those stuffy 
British films. Schwarzenegger and DeVito

ake a twentysomething nerd, 

a hooker with a heart of 

gold, a crew of feckless ma- 

cho criminals, a lethal psy- 

cho with a sense of humor, a 

bungled heist, and an arsenal formidable 

enough to take on the Hamurabi Division 

and you have most of the ingredients of a 

Quentin Tarantino movie.

squalid squatters’ apartment to meet “the 
boys.” 

At this point the pose takes over, be- 
cause there’s no plausible explanation for 
what happens next. The boys are a de- 
ranged, hysterical bunch of foul-mouthed 
junkies, and Eric informs Zed that the job 
takes place on the morrow, which is 
Bastille Day. Shouldn’t they prepare a lit- 
tle, Zed asks. Instead, Eric and the boys 
shoot up heroin, snort coke, smoke opium 
and hash, and imbibe beer until the cine- 
matography grows blurred and tilty. Then 
they take Zed out to see the “real” Paris 
— a dingy cellar bar with a Dixieland 
band playing “When the Saints Go March- 
ing In.” 

Shades of Pinocchio and Pleasure Is- 
land. At least he had the excuse of a wood- 
en head — Stoltz’s only excuse is wooden 
acting. Any sensible criminal would react 
to this pack of losers and their half-baked 
plan by taking the first cab back to the air- 
port. Instead, Zed goes along for the ride, 
increasingly zombified by the drugs, inani- 
ty, and tedium. He marks this descent into 
the macho inferno by chainsmoking and

loopy (a conversation with a Parisian cab 
driver at the beginning of the film is one of 
its best moments), the sets and locations 
are gritty and demented, and Avary’s sense 
of a blackly comic, skewed universe re- 
vealed in such sudden, absurd details as a 
dead cat has the distinct flavor of Taranti- 
no-ish cool. What he fails to offer are two 
essentials: a story and a point. Killing Zoe 
is a situation and a pose. 

Here’s the situation: Zed (Eric Stoltz, 
who seems to have stepped into this role 
directly from Pulp Fiction, though without 
any of that character’s savvy), a Genera- 
tion X type who’s also an expert safecrack- 
er, is in Paris to assist his childhood friend 
Eric (Jean-Hugues Anglade, whose long 
greasy hair and sado-masochistic Gallic 
savoir faire would make him the perfect 
Euro-trash villain in the next Die Hard) in 
a bank heist. While waiting for Eric in his 
hotel room, Zed engages call girl Zoe 
(Julie Delpy, who boasts not only a heart 
of gold but nerves of steel). You know 
their tryst is going to be more than a com- 
mercial transaction because as they make 
love Nosferatu plays on the TV, and when 


| they’re done Zoe tells Zed she had an or- 
| gasm. 


Unfortunately, Eric shows up and tosses 


| Zoe — naked and furious — out of the

room. Put in a position to choose between 
Zoe (or “life,” as Avary helpfully points 
out in his production notes) and his rude 
and unsavory friend, Zed does nothing, 
and Eric takes him to his marvelously 





looking nauseated. When he finally vomits, 
he beholds the culminating image of his 
night on the town: Eric buggering some- 
one in a lavatory. 

That seems to be the gist of Avary’s 
movie — a choice between good and evil, 
between a winsome whore and a murder- 
ous homosexual, and like all the other 
choices in this film it’s both disturbing and 
nonsensical. Zed wakes to a nightmare of 
carnival masks, automatic weapons, terri- 
fied hostages, and yet another chance to 
do right by Zoe. The heist goes bloodily 
awry, of course, and the film deteriorates 
from a hamfisted imitation of Jean-Pierre 
Melville’s Bob la flambeur to brutally pre- 
dictable version of Dog Day Afternoon 
without the suspense, dramatic develop- 
ment, or psychological depth. Zed has no 
opportunity to gain any moral insight be- 
cause, except for some initial relatively ex- 
cusable atrocities, he’s kept ignorant of 
Eric’s abominations — he’s in the base- 
ment cracking the safe. When at last he 
gets a chance to choose between life and 
death, it’s as unearned and gratuitous as 
the violence. 

If some comprehension of the compul- 
sion to such violence were attempted — 
Tarantino, for example, understands the 
romantic nihilism and deluded loyalty of 
such behavior enough to indulge it and 
critique it — the relentless carnage might 
seem less repellent. Instead Killing Zoe is a 
movie about killing ciphers and killing

Ross Thomas sanctifies 
and satirizes genre novels

AH, TREACHERY!, by Ross Thomas.

s there a more entertaining writer 

than Ross Thomas working right 

now? Certainly there’s no one else 

writing genre fiction who comes 

close to the ingenious and seem- 
ingly effortless intricacy of his plots. (I 
defy anyone, having just finished a 
Thomas novel and followed it without dif- 
ficulty, to relate the plot without getting 
muddled up.) There aren’t many who can 
touch his dialogue. And there’s no one 
else who manages to be as jaundiced (or 
as funny) about the uses and misuses of 
power without becoming moralistic or 
hopeless. Thomas, who worked in PR and 
as a political speechwriter before becom- 
ing a novelist, has a finely tuned ear for 
bullshit in all its many variations. 

The goings on in his new novel, Ah, 
Treachery!, his 26th since 1966, don’t ca- 
reer as wildly as they do in some of his 
other books (like the Artie Wu/Quincy 
Durant trio, which includes Chinaman’s 
Chance, a genre masterpiece), but the 
book still reads like a précis of what dis- 
tinguishes Thomas from his peers. 

Like most of Thomas’s heroes, Edd 
“Twodees” Partain somewhere along the 
line pissed off the wrong person. The 
somewhere was El Salvador, during the 
Bush years; the someone was a colonel 
whom Partain took exception to. Booted 
out of the military and then, through the 
intervention of the colonel, fired from his 
gun-shop job, Partain snags a gig working 
for Millicent Altford, a sharp, 62-year-old 
rainmaker for the Democrats who finds 
herself a few drops short of a barrel — 
1.2 million drops short, to be exact. On 
the track of the missing dough, Partain 
runs into the men, and the schemes, that 
got him kicked out of the Army in the first 
place. 

Like any mystery writer worth his salt, 
Thomas is a world-class smart-ass. His 
heroes are always ready with a wisecrack, 
delivered deadpan and with perfect tim- 
ing. The plots, full of double-crosses, in- 
convenient coincidences, and deadly re- 
versals, are delivered deadpan too. 
Thomas writes the crime 
novel as farce. (His 
characters even have 
farce names like Other- 
guy Overby and Ovid 
Knox. And Ah, Treach- 
ery! features an organi- 
zation of ex-military 
personnel out to expose 
military outrages work- 
ing under the name Vic- 
tims of Military Intelli- 
gence Treachery, or 
VOMIT.) He never 
makes the mistake of 
taking what he does too 
seriously. And _ he 
doesn’t disdain the emo- 
tions that can’t be 
squeezed into the nar- 
row confines of genre 
(the reason too many 
mysteries read, uninten- 
tionally, like parodies of 
machismo). His books 
are refreshingly free of 
tough-guy bull and 

sadism (though the 
death of a prostitute in 
Ah, Treachery! momen- 
tarily throws you out of 
the story). 

One of the hallmarks 


of a lot of tough-guy crime fiction is a 
view of the world conservative enough to 
make Newt Gingrich smile as if he’d just 
abolished Medicare. Thomas is on the 
side of the liberal angels, but without any 
of the usual liberal bugaboos of sanctimo- 
niousness or self-righteousness. He’s a 
cynical optimist without illusions. 
Thomas’s books aren’t hopeless. His 
characters aren’t helpless pawns of those 
in power; they usually find a way to out- 
wit the bad guys. But to do it, they have 
to be ruthless and devious and unsenti- 
mental. Without ever getting preachy, 
Thomas reminds us that doing good can 
be a very dirty business. One of the 
toughest moments in a Thomas novel oc- 
curs in Out on the Rim, when Quincy 
Durant, trying to foil a band of Filipino 
rebels who want to overthrow the Aquino 
government, meets with Cory Aquino and 
tells her he can take care of the leader but 
she needs to decide whether she wants 
him dead or alive. “She took a full minute 
to decide,” Thomas writes. “When she 
looked up, Durant thought her eyes had 
gone from sad and teary to cold and im- 
placable. ‘Dead,’ she said in a low firm 
voice.” 

Ah, Treachery! brings an appropriate 
toughness to a political situation where 
the opposition isn’t as deadly but is just as 
tenacious. The book is the first Clinton- 
period thriller, and it’s tempting to specu- 
late that Thomas is using the knowledge 
that the president is a fan of his books to 
impart some hard advice. At times, he 
seems to be speaking directly through 
Millicent Altford, a tough old bird who’s 
seen a lot and knows exactly how things 














work. She’s glad that her 12 years as a | 


political exile are over, but she’s got no 
patience for the enthusiastic young her- 
alds of the new era who can’t even keep 
their own sincerity and bullshit separate. 
The new guys are Christians in a town 
where the lions rule. The villains here are 
holdovers from the last regime. But in 
Thomas’s world, they’re timeless — the 
keepers of power ready to crush whoever 
tries to diminish them. Ah, Treachery! 
reads like a warning disguised as a hard- 
boiled valentine, a message to Bill Clinton 
to take heart and toughen up. Thomas 
wants him to learn to be a son-of-a-bitch 
— our son-of-a-bitch. Q

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Triple threat 


Francois Rochaix and Robert 
Auletta take on the Oresteia

t would be hard to find three more 
avant-garde playwrights than 
Aeschylus, Sophocles, and Euripi- 
des, radically youthful spirits who 
inspire infinite directorial retooling 
on an epic scale. The mythopoetic qualities 
of ancient Greek dramas, combined with 
the impossibility of duplicating their origi- 
nal performances, have turned the plays 
into occasions for experimentation. From 
Max Reinhardt’s melodramatic staging of 
the Oresteia to Andrei Serban’s primal 
Agamemnon to Robert Wilson’s mystical 
sci-fi Alcestis to Swiss director Frangois 
Rochaix’s upcoming Oresteia for the 
American Repertory Theatre (a two-part 
affair that plays November 25 through 
January 8), Grecian drama has been at the 
bloody crossroads of the real and the sur- 
real, the antique and the alienating, the 
beautiful and the terrifying. When we 
stage the Greeks, we are often saying 
more about our world than about theirs — 
each production is about reinventing, 
rather than rediscovering, the past. 
| The granddadcy of epics, Aeschylus’s 
| Oresteia trilogy, presents daunting staging 
| problems, from the verbal intricacy of 
| Agamemnon, in which Clytemnestra kills 
hubby because he had sacrificed their 
| daughter Iphigenia so that the Trojan War 
| could begin, to the more subdued The Li- 
| bation Bearers, in which son Orestes kills 
| Mom in ritual slo-mo and then exits pur- 
| sued by Furies, to The Eumenides, a fantas- 
| tical cosmic trial in which revenge is halted 
by a verdict handed down from on high. 
Critic Bernard Knox sees the trilogy as 
| exemplifying “the law of learning by suffer- 
| ing as a force driving toward human 
| progress under a divine dispensation mys- 
terious, apparently merciless, yet ultimately 
benevolent; the transition from vengeance 
exacted by the family of the victim to the 


Spiderman 


assumption of responsibility by society.” 
Director Rochaix, who has staged modern 
versions of the Oresteia in French and 
Norwegian throughout Europe, and Amer- 
ican playwright/adapter Robert (Rundown) 
Auletta filter this theme through an irony 
drenched in today’s more relativistic, less 
conservative political and philosophical 
perspectives. What’s more, Rochaix asserts 
that Aeschylus would agree with some of 
the doubts and questions he raises about 
the fairness of the dispensation handed out 
to the angry matriarchy. 

“Aeschylus was very sympathetic to the 
cause of Clytemnestra and the Furies,” 
Rochaix explains. “He saw that the Greek 
system of patriarchal justice was founded 
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on repressing the matriarchy that had pre- 
ceded it. Clytemnestra is very much at the 
center of this production — she’s in all 
three plays, and it’s her stand against the 
wars waged by men, the bloodshed and in- 
sensitivity, that is undercut by the relative- 
ly light treatment of Orestes, whose lawyer 
is the bullying Apollo.” 

Asked whether this approach may turn 
the Oresteia into a standard feminist 
screed, Rochaix answers that he isn’t “in- 
terested in transforming archetypes into 
ideologies. The mythic conflicts in the play 
remain bigger than life — I am interested 
in bringing out the past in a way that 
speaks to us but doesn’t mirror us. It’s a 
deep sense of the past that, paradoxically, 
feels very contemporary. Aeschylus doesn’t 
neatly resolve the conflict — the idea that 
he does stems from Christian interpreta- 
tions of the play.” Appropriately, Rochaix’s 
Oresteia will mix and match the old and 
the new: Cassandra will speak in Greek, a 
testimony to her status as an alien captive 
whose prophetic words are completely un- 
understandable. Yet there will be such 
modern appliances as a motorcycle. 

The anachronisms are mainly Rochaix’s 
doing. Auletta’s translation is surprisingly 
straightforward given the recent brouhaha 
over his polemical version of The Persians 
for director Peter Sellars, who staged 
Aeschylus’s early play as a vicious repudia- 
tion of the Gulf War. The piece elicited 
howls of protest from some critics and au- 
dience members. “I have no regrets about 
that at all,” Auletta says. “Nobody has re- 
ally gone into what we did to the Iraqis, 
and it fit Aeschylus’s play well. Perhaps it 
wasn’t the best time to do it, given it was 
so close to the war. Perhaps after time 
passes, people will see the version more

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dispassionately.” 

Auletta doesn’t think that his Oresteia 
will evoke the same antagonism. “I have 
tried to remain as true to the spirit of the 
play as I could,” he insists, “aiming for 
simplicity and directness. Some transla- 
tions have been so complex, so ornate in 
their attempt to convey Aeschylus’s poetry, 
that the audience has been lost. I didn’t 
want that to happen here.” Of course, 
Auletta had to take some liberties with the 
text — Aeschylus doesn’t always fit neatly 
on a modern stage. “At one point in the 
play,” explains Rochaix, “a character says 
he can’t talk. He uses an image of a giant 
ox sitting on his tongue. That’s a wonder- 
fully mysterious picture. Robert changes 
the ox to barbed wire, and I think it is a 
marvelous change, because it gets at the 
original meaning while also evoking the 
experience of this century.” 

As for the perennial bugaboos of staging 
Greek drama, Rochaix says he isn’t going 
to have his actors wear masks and that the 
chorus aren’t going to traipse around in 
flimsy outfits 4 la Isadora Duncan. That’s 
clear, but exactly what he is going to do 
with the chorus remains a bit enigmatic. 
He sees it as “a very active part of the dra- 
ma, though I think that it should remain 
within a certain prescribed space on 
stage.” Rochaix also says that though he 
admires the primal stagings of French di- 
rector Ariane Mnouchkine, the shrieking 
and undulating will be kept to a minimum. 
Maneuvering between myth and realism, 
past and present, Rochaix wants his pro- 
duction to take the middle road. 

The ambiguity of some of his answers 
may reflect the creative anxieties of a 
team working on finding the right bal- 
ance between hubris and hip. With a 
pained look on his face, 
Auletta talks about how 
“damned hard” it was to 
complete his version. 
Rochaix says that when- 
ever he feels overwhelmed 
by Aeschylus, he goes for 
the laughter in the text.

Terrence McNally sends 
Chita Rivera a Kiss

hat becomes a figment 
of the imagination 
most? When it comes 
to Manuel Puig’s Kiss 
of the Spider Woman, 
| playwright Terrence McNally thinks he 
| knows. McNally — who wrote the book 
| for the Kander-and-Ebb-scored, Hal 
| Prince—directed, Tony-winning Broadway 
musical scheduled to play Boston Novem- 
| ber 25 through December 25 — explains 
| that when Chita Rivera steps onto the 
| stage of the Colonial Theatre in the role of 
| the titular femme fatale that won her a 
| 1993 Tony, it’s an alliance of legends that 
| was always meant to be. 
| But back to basics: how do you take a 
| story that takes place in one character’s 
| head and plop it down on a Broadway 
| stage? First, you forget the 1985 movie, 
which featured William Hurt as Molina, 
| the gay window dresser who shares a 
| prison cell with Raul Julia’s political pris- 


oner, Valentin. McNally says he “did not 
bother to look at the movie because we 
were not allowed to use anything from it. I 
just started fresh with ‘There are two pris- 
oners — one of them dreams in movies.’ I 
tried to honor Puig without being bound 
to use dialogue from the book.” 

As in the movie and book versions, the 
musical’s Molina introduces the Spider 
Woman, whose name is now Aurora, to al- 
leviate both the boredom and the horrors 
of prison. More than a distraction, she be- 
comes a symbol of freedom, imagination, 
and, finally, death. “Aurora is a star of 
Latin-American movie musicals,” says Mc- 
Nally. At different points in the show, 
Molina “recalls a sequence in a film she 
was in. She’s not telling one story — it’s 
like Aurora’s greatest hits.” 

McNally continues, “It was not an easy 
show to write. But once John Kander and 
Fred Ebb asked me if I wanted to do a 
musical version of this, the minute they 
said it I said ‘yes.’ I knew it was a good 
idea because musicals are about fantasy 
and escape — and I can’t think of a situa- 


tion that you’d be more desperate to es- 
cape from than a brutal prison.”

College at Purchase to its current Broad- 
way stint (with Vanessa Williams now in 
the title role). In a controversial turn of 
events, New York critics who came uninvit- 
ed to a work-in-progress production nearly 
sent the show to a premature grave. Not 
that the critics were wrong, 
exactly. “At Purchase, we 
knew that we had not solved | 
a lot of the problems. We 
didn’t feel we had succeed- 
ed in getting it right.”

Robert Brustein defends 


serious art in America

ritish theater critic 
Michael Billington writes, 
“Bedding down with the 
people you write about is 
the shortest way to pro- 
fessional castration.” By which standard 
our own Robert Brustein would qualify as 
the John Wayne Bobbitt of play reviewing. 
Obviously, Billington’s is not a position

critic for the New Republic, and author of 
the recently released Dumbocracy in Amer- 
ica (Ivan R. Dee; 261 pages; $26) — 
would agree. In fact, in 1992 the wearer of 
two hats indicted then New York Times 
drama critic Frank Rich for, among other 
things, “ignorance of process” — one 
thing of which no one could accuse practi- 
tioner Brustein. 

Says Brustein, who maintains that the 
conflict-of-interest bugaboo duns him 
more locally than nationally, “There’s a 
woman named Davi Napolean who was 
going to write a whole article on it. 
{Napolean, for the record, is at work on a 
biography of the ART honcho.] She was 
tracking all the people I had criticized who 
had worked for me, and it was really very 
clear that there was no bias whatsoever, 
for or against the people I know.” Brustein 
sounds sincere; yet in Dumbocracy in

Okay, that’s out of my system. Is it fair 
now to mention that, though he occupies a 
sticky niche, Brustein remains a valuable 
critic? Certainly he thinks so; it is one rea- 
son he continues, as he watches high art 
go to hell in a handbucket hoisted by mul- 
ticulturalism and political correctness, to 
write. Brustein’s new collection, his ninth, 
is divided into three sections: Positions, 
Performances (mostly reviews of the New 
York theater first published in the New Re- 
public), and Profiles. The nut of the book 
is in its Positions, which tend to dovetail 
(Chekhov’s remark that art is not empow- 
ered to solve problems, only to present 
them correctly, pops up more than once in 
the book). 

Brustein, like the late William A. Henry 
III, finds himself arguing “in defense of 
elitism” (which he points out has somehow 
come to be associated with exclusion 
rather than with leadership). In a contro- 
versial 1992 piece called “The Theatre of 
Guilt,” he asserts that high dramatic art, 
from Oedipus to Ibsen, has included re- 
lentless self-examination, whereas many 
contemporary American dramatists aim 
only to “catch the conscience” of the audi- 
ence. Counters Brustein, “I do not believe 
the theater to be either a suitable or an ef- 
fective place for social reform and moral 
blackmail.” It is instead a place “to pene- 
trate the puzzles of the human heart: to 
honor complexity, appreciate mystery, ex- 
pose secrets, invade dreams.” 

Neither is Brustein a fan of the “Crypto- 
Maoist” tyranny of political correctness. 
Serious art in America is besieged, as he 
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HIS THEATER is a place “to penetrate the puzzies of the human heart: 
to honor complexity, expose secrets, invade dreams.” 
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sees it from his bunker in Cambridge, 
from right (Helms et al.), left (the PC po- 
lice), and center (middlebrow culture 
clamoring like Rodney Dangerfield for 
equal respect). In person, Brustein — who 
wrote the articles collected in Dumbocracy 
between 1987 and the present — is even 
less cheered now that we’re faced with the 
prospect of Newt Gingrich’s America. “I 
can see with this last election,” he says, 
“that my next book will be a complete 
swerve over to the left.” 

For now, he remains gravely concerned 
about what he perceives to be the con- 
fused fellow-traveling of art and social 
welfare in this country. “The point I’m 
trying to make is that culture is now being 
required to do the job that politics was 
meant to do. But because we’re involved 
in this systemic inertia, this boondoggle 
known as our political system, it’s not do- 
ing a legislative job anymore. And even 
though we’re the most undertaxed nation 
in the western world, there’s all this 
screaming every time there’s any move to 
increase taxes. Which is the only way we 
can deal with the major issues of our time, 
which are homelessness, poverty, disease. 
The government is doing nothing about 
these except threatening to cut their re- 
sources even further. 

“And so it has now devolved on culture 
to do the job, and the only acceptable pro- 
posal that’s been put forward regarding 
how to deal with these problems is to in- 
crease the cultural representation of mi- 
nority groups. This is where the founda- 
tions come in, both public and private. 
And the corporations. We no longer fund 
the arts; we fund ways in which to improve 
the lot of minority groups through culture. 
Now this is doomed to failure; you can’t 
solve pressing, fundamental problems 
through culture. So what I foresee is that 
we will fail at the problem politically, and 
at the same time we are going to destroy 
our culture. We’re going to trash it.” 

Given such doomsaying, why does 
Brustein stay, often pricklishly, in the 
fray? Dumbocracy includes — in addition 
to its position-papering and reviews — 
the New Republic articles that so infuriat- 
ed Times man Rich and Angels in Ameri- 
ca author Tony Kushner (whom Brustein 
admires). There are also postscripts re- 
couping, from Brustein’s viewpoint, 

the sniping wars that ensued when he 
spanked Rich for advocating “yuppie 
realism” (part of the Theater of 
Guilt), as well as for colluding with 
his Times theater-columnist wife, Alex 
Witchel, and accused Kushner of be- 
traying his colleagues on the way to 
Broadway. Does Brustein — who, at 
67, could be sitting on the porch gar- 
nering kudos — get into these feuds 
on purpose? 

He says no, he just can’t help himself. 
“First of all, I can’t stand hypocrisy. 
Hypocrisy makes me see red, and I vet 
myself every morning to see if I’ve got it 
myself. But I think it’s the endemic 
American, and i would even say the en- 
demic theatrical, sin. And I feel some 
sort of evangelical need to expose it 
wherever I see it. Also, I find it juicy; I 
find it dramatic and theatrical and inter- 
esting as an aspect of the American 
character that they’re always falling into 
these pits where they’re saying one 
thing and doing another. I think it’s one 
of the great sins of liberalism, especially 
of liberal theater, because people in the 
theater have a tendency to want to make 
a lot of money and feel good about 
themselves.” 

It is ironic that Brustein, who casts 
himself as a sort of intelligent con- 
science, cannot help seeming compro- 
mised by his dual jobs as doer and 
thinker. My own view is that — to an- 
swer to the question Ann Landers pos- 
es to the wives of cheating spouses — 
we're better off with him, as a critic, 
than without him. 

Besides, we’re stuck with him. Bru- 
Stein writes, he says, “because I want 
to know what I think, and that’s the 
best way for me to find out. I don’t just 
write about plays — loved him, hated 
her. I’m writing about what I perceive 
to be our social, or religious, or polliti- 
cal, or philosophical situation at any 
given time. And I do have the arro- 
gance to think I have more time to re- 
view these plays. That gives you a cer- 
tain reflectiveness. I have a lot of back- 
ground in this subject. I know how to 
relate one play to another series of 
plays and to the time in which it was 
written, which most critics don’t. But 
am I saying that if someone came along 
who was as good as I was, I would stop 
writing? No, I wouldn’t.” Q

he 1936 Polish-Yiddish film 
Yiddle with a Fiddle, featur- 
ing Molly Picon as the cross- 
dressing, violin-playing 
heroine, is equal parts 
vaudeville and schmaltz. It isn’t very good, 
but, stretching for the airiness of the René 
Clair movies of the early ’30s, it occasion- 
ally succeeds. And as a remnant of the 
heyday of the Yiddish Theatre in Poland, it 
has the virtue of authenticity. 

The ragtag new stage version, mounted 
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RAGTAG: despite a cast full of 
good singers, the show isn’t very good. 


by the Cambridge Theatre Company, 
doesn’t feel remotely authentic, though 
Isaiah Sheffer’s script is faithful to the 
movie and the Abraham Ellstein music has 
been retained. (The many additions to the 
score were adapted from Ellstein’s other 
compositions.) Sheffer’s lyrics don’t carry 
the echoes of the Yiddish music hall; 
they’re jarringly in the tradition of 1950s 
Broadway musical theater (and they’re jar- 
ringly bad). And it would be hard to find a 
cast with a more goyische look. 

I wouldn’t describe the show as airy, ei- 
ther. The cast is full of good singers, espe- 
cially Emily Loesser as Yiddle and 
Jonathan Hadley as Froym, the unwitting 
object of her affections, who plays street 
music next to her without suspecting she’s 
a woman in disguise. But director and 
choreographer Michael Allosso has en- 
couraged mugging, some of it truly 
shameless. Perhaps the overacting is in 
self-defense, since the performers are 
asked to compete against Ted Simpson’s 
manic set, which is in three distinct, war- 
ring styles. 

Except for a couple of the livelier tunes 
and Danny Rutigliano’s refreshing profes- 
sionalism in the top-banana role of Isaac, 
Froym’s best friend and the street band’s 
clarinettist, Yiddle with a Fiddle is a con- 
glomeration of terrible ideas. The visible 
dubbing of the on-stage instruments by 
pit musicians backfires because, though 
the musicians sound fine, the effect is 
pulled off with so little style it makes the 
actors look inept. The company draws at- 
tention to the songs taken from the 1936 
film by reprising the choruses in the origi- 
nal Yiddish. That’s not drama; it’s show- 
off scholarship. 

Halfway through the second act, one of 
the characters suddenly makes a comment 
about how Yiddle has her whole life ahead 
of her and times are sure to get better, and 
the dramatic irony is so pointed it practi- 
cally punches you in the eye. Anyone who 
would resurrect a harmless musical come- 
dy like Yiddle with a Fiddle and then try to 
give it social significance by reminding us 
that the Holocaust is coming and soon 
these confectionery characters will be dy- 
ing at Auschwitz can’t possibly know wha 
the hell he’s doing. Q

‘Page, Plant and other purveyors 
of putty make pitiful comebacks

n the ’70s, Led Zeppelin set the 

standard for lumbering, overblown 

monster rock and all that was loath- 

some, tasteless, and repugnant 

about it. This was no easy feat. 
There was competition from other 
overblown rock posturers, and from the 
cheesy beat of disco, which inspired 
polyester leisure suits, coke spoons, and a 
tsunami of collective nausea. Mainstream 
culture in general had, by the middle of the 
decade, grown bloated enough to catalyze 
a bored-and-disgusted punk explosion. 

And Zeppelin, with their narcissistic 
cock-obsessed strut, gaudy blues con- 
structions, faux Lord of the Rings mysti- 
cism, and massive success in the face of 
universal critical disdain, were the 
decade’s worst offenders — if only be- 
cause they provided classic-hits radio with 
the vacuous seven-minute “masterpiece” 
“Stairway to Heaven.” They were false 
prophets of the blues wielding a far more 
ridiculous kind of black magic than any 
goth band has ever conjured, and yet, 
through all the customized jet-setting and 
hotel-room destruction, they took them- 
selves seriously — perhaps the gravest sin 
in the realm of decadent rock and roll. 
Hell, the Stones were Satanic jet-setters, 
too, but they had the good sense to make 
fun of it all. Zeppelin utterly lacked sense, 
and they flaunted that shamelessly. 

But a funny thing happened on the way 
to the 90s, a decade that seems hell-bent 
on romanticizing the cheesiest cultural 
legacies of the ’60s and ’70s. Even after 
drummer John Bonham, died in 1980, and 
Zeppelin broke up, the band still ruled 
classic-hits radio, and singer Robert Plant 
kept making passable solo albums. Despite 
inglorious resuscitations at Live Aid in 
1985 and Atlantic Records’ 40th anniver- 
sary in 1988, the Zeppelin legacy gradually 
twisted away from posture and into music 
history. With no Plant strutting around 
like God’s gift to women and the blues, 
and no Jimmy Page on guitar acting out 
some adolescent wizard fantasy in the 
public eye, the power and intensity of this 
band — who with Bonham sitting behind 











the drum kit had one of the most potent 
rhythmic assaults of all time — could fi- 
nally be appreciated on its own terms. 

The historical rewrite was boosted as 
grunge-metal bands like Soundgarden and 
Alice in Chains borrowed from Page’s cat- 
alogue of monster riffs, and the same criti- 
cal institutions that used to dismiss those 
riffs now lauded the new bands for their 
Zeppelinesque attributes. The Plant/Page 
monster was about to be presented the 
crown they’d taken in their heyday but 
never been offered. Only one thing could 
stop their ascension to rock divinity: a full- 
fledged reunion. 

No Quarter: Jimmy Page and Robert 
Plant Unledded (Atlantic) is such a re- 
union, and it’s a symptom of a much larg- 
er problem. A volatile combination of 
campy nostalgia, greed, and good-old- 
fashioned bad taste has created a ripe en- 
vironment for tribute albums that should 
have been vaporized in the planning 
stages. Nativity in Black: A Tribute to 
Black Sabbath (Columbia) and Skynyrd 
Frynds (MCA) are two recent offenders. 
One throws a bunch of metal bands (Bio- 
hazard, Megadeth, and a shameless Ozzy 
Osbourne with Therapy) at Sabbath clas- 
sics; the other tosses Skynyrd standards at 
country acts like Alabama, the Mavericks, 
and Hank Williams Jr. Neither does any- 
one any good. 

Led by Plant and Page, the old folks of 
rock and roll are coming back with a pa- 
thetic vengeance and shameless greed 
that’s undermining whatever nostalgic ca- 
chet they’ve acquired since the ’70s. It’s 
not just the Stones, who can still kick up a 
storm, or the less impressive Eagles, 
who've just released the perfectly orches- 
trated live album Hell Freezes Over (Gef- 
fen) — which was recorded during their 
ridiculously high-priced summer come- 
back tour. It’s has-beens like Peter Framp- 
ton, whose 1993 comeback flopped, and 
Bachman-Turner Overdrive’s Randy 
Bachman, whose new Any Road (Guitar 
Recordings) is destined to do the same. 

Zeppelin always strove to be bigger than 
anyone else, so Plant and Page have en- 
sured that their comeback will dwarf all 
others. No Quarter is just one phase of a 
plan that came out of an MTV (not very) 
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PUBLIC OFFENDER: guitarist Tony lommi and the rest of Black 
Sabbath have been exhumed for a tribute by the metal crowd. 


Unplugged special: a world tour is in the 
works. Bonham is dead, and bassist John 
Paul Jones, who’s touring with vocal dy- 
namo Diamanda Galas in a trio that actu- 
ally comes close to matching Zeppelin’s 
rhythmic power, has been spared the hu- 
miliation of participating in this folly. But 
there Page and Plant are on the cover of 
their new CD, standing on a windswept 
plain, staring off into space with mock 
conviction in their mystical power — just 
like the pretentious clowns they always 
were. It’s as if all the enthusiastic, grunge- 
related talk about Zeppelinesque this and 
that, all the Dazed and Confused ’70s nos- 
talgia, all the racket made by the other 
washed-up ’70s titans that MTV “un- 
plugged” had woken the genie and invited 
it out of its bottle to play. But now, instead 
of the genie’s giving us three wishes, the 
producers of MTV Unplugged had to grant 
Plant and Page their three: London, 
Wales, and Marrakesh. 

Those are the locales Page and Plant in- 
sisted on being flown to for the recording 
of No Quarter. Suffice to say the money 
they spent would have been enough to im- 
prove living conditions in all of Morocco, 
but this is grand-style rock and roll — 
spare no expense and make sure the bread 
is the same size as the cold cuts lest you 
confuse the artists. It’s not just the gaudi- 
ness and pretension that makes the new 
endeavor so loathsome; it never was. No, 
Page and Plant rub it in this time by deliv- 
ering an utterly flawed bill of goods. 
Maybe they were jet-lagged from the long 
flights between Britain and Morocco, be- 
cause they sound tired and dull through- 
out No Quarter. 

Unfortunately, not too tired to forgo the 
shenanigans that made them the scourge 
of rock and roll two decades ago. They 
drag an 11-piece Egyptian ensemble, four 
‘traditional Marrakesh musicians, and the 
full 29-member London Metropolitan Or- 
chestra into this mess with them; subject 
some Zeppelin classics to overblown 
world-music reworkings; and compose a 
couple originals that should convince even 
the most star-struck psychiatrist that, at 
50 and 49 respectively, Page and Plant are 
adrift in a sea of delusional mysticism. 


It’s not hard to imagine what the archi- 
tects of No Quarter originally had in mind 
— accross between the dignified acoustic- 
based folk and blues of Eric Clapton’s Un- 
plugged and a chummy, good-natured re- 
union between two of rock’s elder states- 
men @ la Rod Stewart and Ron Wood 
clowning off the cuff on Stewart’s Un- 
plugged. In fact Plant, who as recently as 
two years ago was so dead set against a re- 
union with Page that he left his former pal 
to record with the caddish Plant clone 
David Coverdale, was supposed to have the 
special all to himself, with Page making just 
a cameo. But as Plant told the New York 
Times, “Some great blob called public opin- 
ion kept demanding that me and Jimmy do 
something together again.” (Apparently 
politicians aren’t the only ones being led 
astray by public opinion polls these days.) 

So, having taken the blues for all they 
were worth back in the ’70s, Page and 
Plant return to cultural imperialism with 
songs like “Kashmir” and “In the 
Evening,” blending Arabic and Eastern- 
tinged and Celtic-folk melodies and mysti- 
cism with the swagger of cock rock. One 
of the MTV special’s most unintentionally 
hilarious moments comes when Page 
whips into an unfocused feedback solo 
during the one-riff blunder “Yallah,” a 
skeletal new song that’s performed in front 
of an unsuspecting and understandably 
entranced crowd in a Marrakesh square. 
The traditional folks respond to the high- 
pitched electronic whine emitted by Page’s 
guitar by covering their ears. 

On-locating shots are a big part of what 
makes No Quarter seem so silly. Recorded 
on a cliff somewhere in Wales, as if to re- 
mind everyone that bogus misty mountain 
spiritualism is a big part of what made 
Zeppelin so hard to take seriously in the 
first place, “Nobody’s Fault But Mine,” 
the disc’s first tune, provides an early indi- 
cation that Page and Plant haven’t an 
inkling about what really made Zeppelin 
great. Here’s a hint: it wasn’t the lyrics! 

Stripped of the sinewy signature riff and 
thundering drums that gave the song its 
kick, “Nobody’s Fault But Mine” is re- 
vealed to be another of Plant’s clumsy 
ripoffs of blues clichés. And by playing

down the “monkey on my back” imagery 
that at least gave the original some weight 
as a junky lament, he unintentionally im- 
plies that ruining the song is, well, no- 
body’s fault but his. It’s enough to send 
you scurrying for a copy of the fully 
Zepped original just to make sure it didn’t 
suck as well. 

Plant, like a lot of older folks, has lost 
some of his upper-register vocal range, so 
he plays it smart: a background singer 
covers the high parts on “The Battle of Ev- 
ermore” and a blanket of electronic pro- 
| cessing keeps the flaws from showing and 
| gives the vocals a nice, surreal edge on 
| “No Quarter.” With his midrange intact, 

he sounds like an aging warrior who’s wily 
| enough to play to his strengths. 

But “Nobody’s Fault But Mine” uncov- 

ers another disturbing dynamic for anyone 

| who’s a Page fan. He stumbles through the 
| songs like a feeble wizard who’s forgotten 
his spells but still thinks he’s king of the 

| hill. Once credited with imbuing Zeppelin’s 
| studio recordings with the unique textures 
| and sculpted stereophonic ambiance that 
| made their sound so hard to match, Page 
| now seems incapable of conjuring up a 
| guitar sound that’s not thin, ragged, and 
wimpy. His rhythm work is passably slack 
at best (“Nobody’s Fault But Mine”), 
downright incompetent at worst — “Gal- 
low’s Poll,” once a forum for Page’s sharp, 
angular strumming, sounds flabby and 
weak. And his signature lead on “Thank 
You,” which he attempts and fails to play 
note for note, is a painful muddle. It makes 
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FROZEN HELL: on their comeback disc, the Eagles boldly lighten 


ensemble behind him to pick up the slack. 
As a result, the song — like most of the 
tracks on No Quarter — remains the 
same, but the playing’s pretty tame. 

And so it goes for the Eagles’ long- 
dreaded reunion disc, which is also the 
outgrowth of an MTV broadcast. Aside 
from four un-noteworthy new studio cuts, 
Hell Freezes. Over is a live, greatest-hits 
package that catches a bland band at their 
blandest, reminding us that, with the ex- 
ception of a few Joe Walsh—led ventures 
into the fast lane, the Eagles never really 
rocked. They just clung to that peaceful, 
easy feeling and rolled casually through 
the kind of laid-back countrified pop that 
now defines “New Country.” 

Respective solo careers aren’t ignored 
— Henley gets his “New York Minute” — 
and neither is the band’s “Stairway,” the 
long and winding “Hotel California.” The 
latter proves that the Eagles still have their 
chops when Joe Walsh and Don Felder 
pull off a flamenco-tinged version of their 
classic dueling solo on acoustic guitars 
and don’t miss a note. The acoustified 
take on “Hotel California” also softens up 
what was already a soft-rock tune; like the 
rest of Hell Freezes Over it exists in some 
polite, comfortable, dismally boring 
netherworld between pop and elevator 
muzak. It’s as if the Eagles, who haven’t 
been the best of friends since their acrimo- 
nious break-up, had turned the musical- 
director reins over to the same accoun- 
tants they retained to plan their high- 
grossing summer tour. It’s so flawlessly 
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up songs that were already soft-rock featherweights. 


| you wonder whether the decision not to 
| redo “Stairway” had more to do with

| Only on the bluesy “Since I’ve Been 
| Loving You” does Page recoup some of

tiny mandolin perched atop the wooden 
monstrosity, which literally dwarfs him.

bland that it actually makes you appreciate 
the Page and Plant folly, warts and all. 
There’s no doubt about the commercial 
potential of these two new projects. Nei- 
ther one would exist without the guarantee 
of plenty of cash rolling in. But there is 
fallout: retreads like Hell Freezes Over and 
No Quarter threaten to undermine the 
nostalgia and revisionism that made them 
financially plausible in the first place by re- 
minding us what was bad about the bands 
to begin with and uncovering new flaws 
that have accrued with age. At least Randy 
Bachman’s Any Road has the advantage of 
being so abysmal that he doesn’t have to 
worry about people hearing it on the radio. 
As for Plant, Page, and the Eagles, they’re 
going to have to learn that some kinds of 
cheese are best appreciated from afar. QO

The Woodstock 94 double CD: 


A Nation once again?

e don’t have the movie 
yet, but three months 
after the event we have 
the 140-minute double 
CD. Like the original 
multidisc Woodstock ’69 set, Woodstock 
94 (A&M) isn’t about the music, exactly. 
It’s not about individual performances. It’s 
about the segues and the stage announce- 
ments. 

Woodstock Nation ’69 was informed by 
Vietnam. It was the “Fish Cheer” and 
“Fixin’ To Die Rag” and Jimi Hendrix 
playing “The Star Spangled Banner.” 
Woodstock 94 doesn’t have Vietnam, even 
though the CD booklets show naked kids 
(uh, free love?) and a big cannabis-leaf 
American flag waving above the throng, 
and people on stage say “Fuck” a lot. It 
does have massive incongruities that on 
first listen give you that old Woodstock 
Nation buzz. Metallica actually played the 
same event with Crosby, Stills & Nash? 
The Rollins Band and Traffic? Joe Cocker 
and Porno for Pyros? 

For a while Woodstock 94 does create 
the illusion, if not of Woodstock Nation, at 
least of One Big Audience. And the pro- 
ducers have done a smart job of moving in 
fast segues between tracks, so that Metalli- 
ca’s cybermetal melts into Paul Rodgers’s 
calcified blooze rock before you know it. 
(Hey, why not? The semi-employed Slash 
helps Rodgers out on guitar.) There’s the 
wonderful juxtaposition of CS&N blithely 
announcing, “It’s like déja vu all over 
again,” followed a few tracks later by 
gangbanging stoners Cypress Hill: “They 
say we’re Generation X, but I say we’re 
Generation Fuck You!” 

In the good old days, the same audience 
was into Hendrix and the Mamas and Pa- 
pas. It was all at least the same generation 
of music, if not the same style. Now pop is 
divided stylistically as well as generational- 
ly. But the wonder of Woodstock 94 is that 
it makes everything sound old — or every- 
thing sound new, depending on how you 
look at it. What is it about James Hetfield’s 
booming declamations on Metallica’s “For 
Whom the Bell Tolls” that makes him 
sound a bit like Green Day’s Billie Joe?

set that includes CS&N’s “Déja Vu,” the 
Neville Brothers’ version of the Beatles’

Hendrix is all over these tracks. The 


wah-wah flames lick at “For Whom the 
Bell Tolls” and the Red Hot Chili Peppers’ 
“Blood Sugar Sex Magik.” At one point, 
Primus even breaks into a Hendrix “Star 
Spangled Banner” before apologizing, 
“Sorry, had to do it.” The blues-rock 
binder helps create the illusion of One 
Music too. Melissa Etheridge follows Blue 
Traveller with a Robert Plant—like “I’m the 
Only One.” Aerosmith’s Joe Perry gives 
his slide guitar an eloquent workout. 
Sometimes it really is déja vu all over 
again. The stage announcements are part 
of the plot. In Woodstock ’69 we had an- 








nouncements about brown acid and warn- | 
ings about rain and lightning. Now we get | 


announcements about the “Peace Patrol” 


security and warnings about rain and | 


lightning. Salt-N-Pepa give it a Sly and the 
Family Stone feel, exiting with “Safe sex 
94, y'all!” 

So how will Woodstock 94 play in a few 
months, or few years, when the stage an- 
nouncements get old? After one listen, will 
you ever want to listen to Woodstock 94 as 
an album? Surely you’ll program past 
tracks by Jackyl, Collective Soul and Can- 
dlebox. They sound like crap, and so, I’m 
afraid, does the Nevilles’ “Come Togeth- 
er.” (The former are glam metal crap, the 
latter is mouldy Beatles crap.) You can get 
the Aerosmith on an Aerosmith album,

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and Metallica on a Metallica album. Bob | 


Dylan’s “Highway 61 Revisited” is the 


only document thus far of his current ex- | 


cellent road band. 

The Violent Femmes’ “Kiss Off” is fool- 
proof, compilation-proof, and Woodstock- 
proof. The song’s poetry of adolescent 
frustration is indestructible. What’s more, 
their guitar jam goes nicely out of control. 
Ditto for the indelible shock of Perry Far- 
rell’s gloss on watching the televised LA ri- 
ots: “I took off my clothes/I came four 
times/I could not leave myself alone.” 
Green Day’s “When I Come Around” 
seems likewise self-created and therefore 
moving. Not a reference to another Wood- 
stock or another music, it sounds as if Bil- 
lie Joe were confronting something head 
on. Rock and roll just happens to be the 
only way he knows how to get at it. 

One of the announcers tells the crowd 
to hang together and show up “these ass- 
holes in the press that think you don’t de- 


serve your own Woodstock.” But in saying | 


so, he’s only admitting that Woodstock 94 
is a version of something else. “Technical- 
ly it was a human disaster,” Billie Joe later 
told Rolling Stone. “Everybody was living 
like dogs, pretty much.” Or as the grizzled

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WILLIAM RUSSELL: 
NEW ORLEANS DREAM 


It’s a rare American composer whose 
total output can fit on a single CD, 
but William Russell was a rara avis. 
Born in 1905, he managed a degree 
of fame on two different fronts: as an 
avant-garde composer and compatri- 
ot of John Cage, and as a collector/ 
producer/historian of traditional 
New Orleans jazz. His own work em- 
ployed firecrackers and sheet metal 
as percussion instruments. His 
“American Music” label did much to 
make commercially available some of 
the best sessions by Bunk Johnson, 
George Lewis, and others of their 
generation during the ’40s and ’50s. 
It’s a tribute to the peculiarity of Rus- 
sell’s creative life that two CDs have 
recently surfaced that offer ample 
views of its two sides. - 

Bill Russell’s American Music, edit- 
ed by Mike Hazeldine (Jazzology 
Press), is a CD/book combo. The 
disc offers 19 tasty numbers, all 
recorded in low-fi, from the vaults of 
American Music. The book tran- 
scribes taped interviews with 
Russell about how he came 
to produce these recordings. 
The disc holds my attention 
more than the anecdotal re- 
marks, but both attest to the 
musical sense Russell 
brought to New Orleans 
jazz. He understood well 
that this music was of the 
streets — ritualized commu- 
nity expression of African- 
American urban Southern 
life. And he caught its tang 
as well as any record pro- 
ducer ever has. 

Of course, no other jazz 
record producer ever began 
his career as an avant-garde 
composer. And the story of 
how Russell turned from 
composition to New Orleans 
jazz collecting would make 
for quite a book. Unfortu- 
nately, since Russell’s death 
two years ago, no one sifting 
through his papers has 
found a manuscript explain- 
ing that monumental shift. 
We’re left to guess about the 
whys and wherefores of an 
artistic detour in every way 
as significant in the history 
of music as Laura Riding’s 
renunciation of poetry was 
for American letters. 

Evidence suggests that 
Russell renounced compos- 
ing at the point when he dis- 


sounds of unschooled musicians. His 
voodoo ballet sounds like no authen- 
tic Caribbean field recording, but it 
does echo what partygoers in New 
Orleans, or Port au Prince, sound 
like when they want to jam and have 
only a lot of metallic junk to do it 
with. And as if anticipating his future 
career as a New Orleans music pro- 
ducer, Russell composed “March 
Suite,” in which five varieties (school, 
wedding, military, hunger, and funer- 
al) offer such enticing sounds that 
you wish you could join them all.

DUENDE: 
FLAMENCO TIMES THREE 


Flamenco, often wrongly presented 
as Gypsy music or Spanish music, 
comes from the Andalusia region of 
southern Spain, and it includes ele- 
ments and flavors from the many 
people who have lived there — 
Greeks, Romans, Arabs, Berbers, 
Gypsies, and Spaniards. In a new 
three-CD volume, Duende: The Pas- 
sion & Dazzling Virtuosity of Flamen- 








covered the glories of New 
Orleans jazz, sometime in 
the ’40s. He apparently felt 
that jazz fulfilled his musical 








vision more comprehensively 


echo the North Indian origins of the 
Romany people, the Gypsies, who 
have been. the-principal-exponents of 
flamenco for well over a century. The 
evocative raspiness in the voices also 
hints at the rough road between Ra- 
jasthan and Andalusia. The collection 
sticks mostly to crisp, modern 
recordings, but it does include one 
1930s-era gem from flamenco’s 
greatest cantaora (female singer), La 
Nifia de los Peines. 

As a guitarist and guitar-music om- 
nivore, I must say that “Magic,” 
Duende’s guitar-focused second vol- 
ume, confirms my belief in flamenco 
as the most passionate and technically 
challenging guitar music on the plan- 
et. The volume’s title suggests a plau- 
sible explanation for such impossibly 
deft picking, strumming, and slap- 
ping. Early on, back-to-back bulérias 
by Paco de Lucia, the greatest living 
flamenco guitarist, and Gerardo 
Ndjfiez, an astounding up-and-comer, 
make the case. The punishing rhy- 
thms, devastating speeds, and impul- 
sive mood shifts of the buleria, fla- 
menco’s most challenging form for a 
guitarist, still leave room for endear- 
ing sweetness and lyricism. Apart 
from Sabicas, today’s grand old man 
of flamenco guitar, few performances 
on Duende can match those of Lucia 
and Nidjiez, but each track reveals an- 
other facet of the tradition, from 
Manolo Sanlicar’s evocation of a 
bullfight to Ramén Montoya’s

claim you can decide for 
yourself now that Mode Records has 
released Made In America: The Com- 
plete Works for Percussion by William 
Russell, boisterously performed by 
Essential Music, an aptly named per- 
cussion ensemble. 

Essential Music? You bet. This was 
the first concert music to showcase 
non-Western instruments playing 
non-Western musical ideas. “Ogou 
Badagri: A Ballet Based on the 
Voodoo Rites of Haiti,” uses Afro- 
Caribbean drums along with two pi- 
anos sounding tone clusters. Russell 
also pioneered the use of “found” in- 
struments. “Made in America” calls 
for the use of brake drums, a suitcase 
(which is loudly thumped), a wash- 
board, sheet metal, and firecrackers 
(ignited during the closing measures). 

If this instrumentation suggests 
Spike Jones and John Cage, you’re 
on the right track. But not only did 
Russell predate by years their exotic 
instrumentation and humor through 
Surprising juxtapositions of sonic 
texts, he also had a focus they lacked. 
It was ritualized public music that 
caught his ears, the sweet/sour 


co, Ellipsis Arts boosts its growing 
reputation as the most thorough and 
dedicated compiler of world music. 
Through more than three hours of 
extraordinary music and 48 pages of 
text and photographs, Duende ex- 
plores flamenco’s vocal and instru- 
mental forms, from the song style 
that goes back to the late 18th centu- 
ry to today’s trendy gypsy rock. The 
booklet’s detailed notes illuminate the 
artists, their lives, and their special 
contributions to the genre. 

Volume one, “Passion,” lays the 
groundwork with a focus on the prin- 
cipal flamenco vocalists of our time. 
Not for the feint of heart, these per- 
formances tear from the throats of 
singers as if that conduit had been 
ravaged by the pain and desolation 
delivered from their broken hearts. 
Camaré6n de la Isla earned a reputa- 
tion as the greatest cantaor (male fla- 
menco singer) of his time before his 
premature death in 1992. His “Ro- 
mance del amargo” exemplifies the 
rough but fabulously controlled deliv- 
ery of these sensational singers. The 
melismatic twists and turns faintly 


groundbreaking 1936 solo debut. 
Flamenco began as popular music, 
and since the late ’60s it has under- 
gone a wide variety of alliances with 
modern pop forms. Duende’s third 
volume, “Exploration,” samples some 
contemporary experiments. These 
tracks convey frothier emotions than | 
those on the first two volumes, but 
they illustrate diversity and nuance | 
you won't find in mainstream Spanish | 
rock or even the Gypsy Kings. Keta- | 
ma show their strength at grounding 
flamenco’s lofty rhythms with bass | 
undertow.

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‘Glenn Danzig spreads a 
little darkness and joy

merican Recordings hon- 

cho Rick Rubin is fond of 

pointing out — in a 

spooky, mysterious tone 

— that blues legend Willie 
Dixon’s death coincided with his plans to 
record with Glenn Danzig. He also main- 
tains that Danzig was in Roy Orbison’s 
company the night before Mr. Pretty 
Woman passed on. 

Rubin — who hides behind a 
Sasquatch-like beard and dark sunglasses 
— reportedly has a standing order to his 
bands not to smile when being pho- 
tographed. Not that anyone ever had to 
tell Glenn Danzig when to scowl. He’s 
complying quite convincingly at an im- 
promptu shoot in Harvard Square when a 
beat cop wanders by. “Hey, it’s a nice 
day,” the cop chimes. “Give us a smile!” 

Everyone tenses. The center spread of 
Danzig 4p, after all, is a photo showing a 
phalanx of carbine-armed troopers stand- 
ing over Danzig’s dead body. And a cop 
has just told Glenn Danzig — brooding 
heavy-metal titan, fervent anti-establish- 
ment champion, and the all-around angry 
guy who fronted the notorious horror 
punks Misfits — to cheer up. This could 
get ugly. 

But it doesn’t. Danzig concedes a smile 
— a tight, roguish smirk — and politely, 
but briefly, shoots the breeze with the 
cop. In another time, on another street 
corner, the result might have been drasti- 
cally different. But at 35 years old, in a 
career spanning nearly two decades, 








Danzig is learning to choose his battles. 
And perhaps his artistic satisfaction with 
4p — the culmination thus far of his vi- 
sion for Danzig the band has enabled 


| him to scratch out.a little peace of mind. 
| For Danzig, that’s no little thing. “It’s 





very hard, because on the one hand I can 
be a very violent person.

Here’s a story: a little while back, J.L. 


| O’Barr, the author of The Crow, began 


publishing a lesser-known series starring 
a character named Danzig who bore a 
striking resemblance to you-know-who. 
The real-life Danzig ran into O’Barr at a 


| club and offered him a choice: cease and 
| desist or suffer the consequences. “And 
| since I don’t put much stock in the legal 


system,” Danzig recalls telling him, “that 
means you're going to have a big prob- 
lem. I’m not just talking broken legs here, 


| either.” 


“I used to be a Marine,” O’Barr shot 
back. 

“You can keep talking like that when 
you're lying in a box with your arms 
crossed,” Danzig said quietly. 

The comic-book character has not been 
heard from since. 

Back in Harvard Square, though it’s 
barely past noon, it could be dawn or 
dusk for all the dimness of Danzig’s hotel 
room; the lights are off, the shades are 
drawn. He’s dressed in black from head 
to toe: cowboy boots, jeans, and a snug- 
fitting long-sleeved T-shirt with the 
sleeves pulled up his forearms. His black, 
shoulder-length hair is just beginning to 
thin on top, and the slightest hint of gray 
creeps at his temples. 

He speaks with a commanding deliber- 
ation. “This album is a big turning point 
for me,” he says, explaining that writing 
and arranging Danzig 4p — especially its 
uncharacteristically introspective material 
— has given him “a chance to go even 
further than I’ve ever dreamed of going. 
Some of the songs on here, I’m surprised 
I had in me. Because, y’know, I’ve writ- 


| ten a lot of fuckin’ songs.” 


With a history that includes seminal 


| punk outfits the Misfits, their goth-thrash 


reincarnation as Samhain, and the metal- 
lic fusion that now bears his name, 
Danzig does have quite a few songs un- 
der his belt. He’s even got a few wild 
cards thrown in: Black Aria, a six-song 
orchestral soundtrack/instrumental com- 


| position; “Life Fades Away,” a song he 


wrote for Roy Orbison that’s included on 
the soundtrack for the 1987 movie Less 
Than Zero; and “Thirteen,” a spare coun- 
try number he penned for Johnny Cash’s 
latest, American Recordings. 

Despite his versatility, Danzig 4p still 
comes as something of a surprise. It ex- 
udes a focus and depth that have been 
only hinted at since Rubin signed him and 
helped streamline Samhain’s shifting, 
multi-layered roar into the tight, spartan- 
metal arrangements of the first Danzig al- 
bum. On his last two CDs, the focus has 
been on restoring some of the texture that 
Rubin’s early productions omitted. “On 
How the Gods Kill 1 got to produce the 
whole thing, which was great,” Danzig 
says. “The last two records — Rick and I 
worked together a little better. Rick sat 
back on the third record and got an idea 
of what we wanted. Eerie [Von, bass] and 
I wanted to bring back a Samhain thing, 
more of the moods, the different layers.” 

But How the Gods Kill came out un- 
even. With Rubin and Danzig collaborat- 
ing on 4p, they seem to have struck a bal- 
ance. “Brand New God” churns and 
squalls like the best of Samhain, yet the 
album’s big surprise is a batch of three 
songs (“Can’t Speak,” “Goin’ Down to 
Die,” and “Let It Be Captured”) distin-

ing both sides of his brooding personality will balance out. 
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guished by their restraint. “You know 
what’s funny?” he says. “Everyone’s say- 
ing, ‘Wow, you put piano on this, huh?’ 
And I’ve had piano on every record since 
the Misfits. ‘Theme for a Jackyl’ is just a 
one-chord song — it’s only one chord — 
and it’s piano.” 

As a musician, Danzig is self-taught. “I 
have two older brothers, and I just always 
heard loud music constantly. I remember 
seeing Elvis on TV. The first live band I 
saw was Black Sabbath with Ozzy. I think 
after that I saw Alice Cooper.” 

His first gig as a singer was in a band 
who played Willie Dixon, Muddy Waters, 
Howlin’ Wolf, and some blues originals 
— and Black Sabbath covers. During his 
early days in New Jersey, he developed 
what became one of the most distinctive 
voices in punk rock — a vibrato that he 
bandied like a Vegas crooner on a bender 
in hell. Donning black leather and a skull- 
and-crossbones T-shirt and dropping a 
greasy shard of hair in his face (they 
called ’em devil locks), Danzig stepped 
out with three like-minded rejects in 
1977 and became the Misfits — a collage 
of ’°50s B-movies, horror comics, and 
pop-culture nightmares funneled into 
two-minute bursts of frightful and often 
surprisingly catchy punk-rock epiphany. 

But could they possibly be for real? 
Skulls hanging from guitars? Songs 
about JFK, Halloween, and Return of the 
Fly? While everyone else was trying to 
figure out the answer, the kids were eat- 
ing it up. Although the Misfits took on 
the roles of serial killers, Astro Zombies, 
or Teenagers from Mars, their lyrics re- 
sounded with adolescent thematic 
archetypes: alienation, frustration, rejec- 
tion, awkwardness, solitude. Lines like 
“All I want is the world” and “I’m just 
waiting to exterminate this whole fuckin’ 
place” could have been written by a Mar- 
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tian; they could also have been written in 
math class. 

“I think bands like us and a few other 
bands, certainly Black Flag, were doing 
something different that nobody under- 
stood,” Danzig says. “We were all doing 
it at about the same time. Black Flag in | 
LA, the Bad Brains in DC. And Henry | 
Rollins’s [pre-Black Flag] band, SOA, | 
and Minor Threat. And there was some- | 
thing: musically — it was harder, of | 
course, than other stuff. And nobody got 
it. Just like nobody gets it right now. I 
mean, the kids get it, but the press don’t. | 
As much as they try to be hip, they don’t 
get it.” 

But there were enough people who did, 
so by the time Misfits ended, Glenn 
Danzig had become a minor legend. In | 
his Black Flag memoir Get in the Van, 
Henry Rollins conveys his respect for 
Misfits not so much in what he says but 
in the awe with which he describes seeing 
them for the first time. Even within the 
small circle of bands pushing punk to the 
next level, they had a palpable mystique. 

“I think until about ’80-’81, originality 
was a plus,” says Danzig. “I noticed once 
a lot of the straight-edge bands came 
around — and Maximum Rock n Roll 
came out — it was, ‘Look like this, speak 
like this, talk like this, be politically cor- 
rect, and you'll fit in.’ It was the reverse 
side of fascism. And a lot of people played 
up to that. If they didn’t, they didn’t get 
covered in Maximum Rock n Roll, except 
to get slagged. We got a lot of shit. Peo- 
ple want to regulate what you believe. I 
don’t buy that. It goes against everything 
that I felt punk was about, before it was 
even called punk.” 

If there’s anything that threatens to 
overshadow Danzig’s music, it’s his im- 
age. Media-friendly is not in his vocabu- 
lary. “The reason I get fucked with by the 
press constantly is be- 
cause I tell everyone to 
fuck off, and they don’t 
like that. Because they 
think they’re very pow- 
erful, and that you 
should be respecting 
them because they’re in 
this magazine and they 
can do so much for your 
career. I don’t play their 
game. It’s either let’s do 
a real interview, about 
music, or about life. You 
wanna talk about life? | 
Well, life doesn’t have | 
easy problems.” 

And his solutions are 
not politically sanitized. 
At a time when the me- | 
dia are hyper-sensitized 
to the glamorization of 
violence, his macho 
bravado is an easy tar- 
get. But he’s confront- | 
ing his own destructive | 
impulses in the best way 
he knows how, and he’s | 
not too worried if that | 
rubs people the wrong 
way. I read him a quote 
from Johnny Cash: “I | 
don’t know about you | 
or anyone else, but 
there’s a good side and 
a bad side to me, and 
every day it’s a battle to 
keep the good side win- | 
ning.” 

“I can understand 
that,” he chuckles. “It’s 
not so much that it’s a | 
battle for me to keep the 
‘good side winning.’ 
What is the good side, 
y know? The way I see it 
is that the lines are a lit- 
tle more blurry with me. 
It’s very hard to keep an 
even take on things — | 
especially when you've | 
got a gun in your face or | 
something. So it de- 
pends on the situation. | 
Usually one side in bad | 
situations will dominate. 
Now I don’t really try so | 
much to keep either side | 
winning. I just try to | 
stay in the middle some- | 
where, and it balances 
out.” =

irensong are a rather se- 
ductive band — figura- 
tively, of course. Mystery 
and sensuality are the 
heart of their sound, with 
lush layers of guitar and synth swirling 
around a rapturous female voice. Can you 
dance to it? Sure, providing you’ve got 
some good Isadora Duncan moves. 
Consider us seduced by the band’s sec- 
ond disc, The Cruelty of Children (on 
CVB), which is either a long EP or a short 
album. It shows the band finding their 
style after two years together. On last 
year’s homonymous EP and some earlier 
demo tapes, sirensong had a grasp of pret- 
ty sounds, but there weren’t yet enough 
dynamics or drama to make the result 
grab hold. That’s been tended to on the 
new EP, which doesn’t exactly thrash but 
does boast a slightly harder edge. “Time 
Can’t Have Me” is a tight little pop tune 
driven by a hard guitar riff. The eight- 
minute “Litany” makes elegant use of a 
funk bass line. “Man in the Moon” disap- 
pears behind a veil of studio effects. “Let 
Me Sleep Beside You” is a mix of David 
Bowie (who wrote it) and Edith Piaf (who 
might’ve sung it this way). Singer Michelle 
Poppleton, who’s a Phoenix staffer by day, 
provides a lot of the allure; though her 
voice is appropriately sirenlike (check the 
heavy breathing at the end of “Stone Un- 
done”), she often uses it for ironic, slightly 
menacing effect. 
“I think of Michelle as a person who has 
her own insanity that she has to express,” 
suggests guitarist/cowriter Adam Buhler 


| over drinks at the Rat last week. Poppleton 
| was ready to agree. “When I’m on stage I 
| try to latch into whatever I was writing 


about, those specific complex emotions 
that I encircle myself with. That’s why I 
never look at the audience — nothing per- 
sonal. Basically I get up there and think 
bad thoughts.” Her lyrics usually express 
those thoughts in more abstract fashion, 


hence image-heavy verses like these from 
“Litany”: “My arms are ripping, I knit 
them back/To fall to powder, cannot fin- 
ish/Touching snow’s face, your attack, 
twists up my walk and makes me reli- 
gious.” Poppleton says, “It’s a daydream, 
basically about being a strong person and 
fighting your way through life, then giving 
all that up and wanting to be taken care 
of.” 

The band’s musical roots are a bit dif- 
ferent from what you’d expect. Buhler 
used to play in “a lot of dumb little punk 
bands,” one of whose songs boasted the 
amazingly offensive title of “Abortion At- 
tempt (I Ate My Way Out).” Although a 
lot of their fans come from the goth crowd 
(“Mainly because we wear a lot of black,” 
says Poppleton), their tastes run toward 
glam rock — which explains the Bowie 
cover, pinched from an obscure pre—Space 
Oddity compilation. Buhler explains, “I 
liked it because it had lines like ‘Put on the 
dress your mother wore’ — I thought it 
would be perversely attractive for a girl to 
sing that.” And anything perverse and at- 
tractive is close to this band’s heart. Pop- 
pleton says, “Our basic idea for the band 
was for it to be very beautiful, but also evil 
— sort of a mix of male and female ele- 
ments.” 

A couple of major labels have been sniff- 
ing around the group lately, as major la- 
bels are wont to do. Buhler’s ultimate hope 
is for sirensong to make an album in the 
year 2000. “I think we’d be a good band 
for the millennium — you know, angels, 
spirituality, the coming of Christ. We love 
that sort of thing.”

SMALL FACTORY TWICE. The Provi- | 
dence trio small factory’s 1 Do Not Love 
You (Spin Art) may have been the best 
brokenhearted outpouring to come from 
the Boston area last year, reaching equal 
heights of tunefulness and unadulterated | 
self-pity.

Cannot Fly, on Vernon Yard/Virgin; and 
Gravity (Spin Art) by the Halo Bit, a side 
project of small factory singer/bassist Alex 
Kemp (here on guitar and vocals). 

On Fly, small factory are again so emo- 
tionally frank as to risk embarrassment. Its 
11 songs follow the cycle of a post-break- 
up year, from hostile encounters with 
one’s ex (“The last time you said it was 

| fixed/But I was still getting fucked/And it 
| felt really good”) to a stretch of pained in- 
| trospection (“I can’t seem to get it 
| straight/Stay up late and sleep all day/Lis- 
| tening to my Versus tape”) to — surprise 
— the beginning of a new affair. Yet they 
| never sound as if they were making al- 
bums as an excuse to spill their guts. In- 
stead they use the gut-spilling as an excuse 
to grow as songwriters. So the band’s 
three-piece sound (which hasn’t been 
slicked up for the new label) takes on a 
punkish drive for the fuck-you songs that 
open the album, then strips down to with- 
drawn folk rock, then swings back to 
wide-open pop exuberance (drummer 
| Phoebe Summersquash’s harmonies are a 
| real plus here). The result is an attractive 
| flow of moods, whether you care about the 
band members’ relationships or not. 
| The Halo Bit’s Gravity isn’t a million 
| miles away musically, since Kemp’s plain- 
tive vocals and pleading lyrics are hard to 
| miss. But small factory usually make their 
| Television/Luna, guitar-jam side sec- 
| ondary to their pop side. Halo Bit do just 
| the opposite. The hooks on these tracks 
take a back seat to the moody two-guitar 
interplay (by Kemp and Dave McCaffrey); 
the songs (save for the catchy “In Case 
She Spaces”) are less eager to please. Still, 
touches of small factory’s tunefulness 
come through often enough to draw you 
into the album’s darker textures.

I JAMMED WITH AEROSMITH. So 
there I was, playing guitar on stage with 
Aerosmith at a sold-out arena gig. The 
band kicked into “Eat the Rich” and I 
managed to navigate the tricky lead part; I 
even saw Brad Whitford nod his head in

approval. Midway through the song I was 
wailing, but trading leads with Joe Fucking 
Perry proved too much to handle. Next 
thing I knew, Steven Tyler came at me 
with a mike stand and knocked me clear 
off the stage. Then a roadie tossed me out 
into the alley. 

That’s as far as I got with Aerosmith’s 
new home video game “Quest for Fame,” 
which I tried out at the offices of Collins 
Management last week. Created by the 
Bedford-based company Ahead, the game 
is driven by a “virtual guitar’>— which 
feels and operates like a real one, except 
that only the right hand works. (The game 
and “guitar” total about $150. It’s de- 
signed for IBM compatibles with CD- 
ROM.) The object is to strike the strings 
in proper time to trigger all the lead and 
chordal parts — and you get to meet 


Aerosmith if you can make it through 
about a dozen songs without hitting any 
clunkers. You then get to jam with the 
band at a blues club and in the studio, with 
the arena gig as the final goal. (You have 
to go through a number of obstacles to get 
there, like your old garage bandmates try- 
ing to shanghai you for a gig at the local 
Elks’ Lodge.) If you make it through all 
six songs at the arena, the game ends with 
applause, fireworks, and the ultimate 
prize, a groupie beckoning you into the 
tour bus. 

It’s those rock-life details, more than the 
fake guitar, that make the game entertain- 
ing. One of your first gigs, for example, is 
to play “Born To Be Wild” at a sleazy bar. 
If you blow it, a cartoon biker stops the 
music and punches you out; then you do 
penance by playing a cocktail version of

the same tune at a karaoke club. The 
Aerosmith scenes likewise include in-char- 
acter reactions from the band members. 
Your first job is to keep time during a | 
blues jam; if you get it wrong, Steven 
Tyler drops his harp and says, “Man, don’t | 
you know that playing the blues without | 
feeling is detrimental to your health?” 

If you manage that, the band invite you 
to the studio, where you have to lay down 
rhythm tracks for the new Aerosmith sin- | 
gle “Walk on Water” while Perry plays his | 
lead parts on screen. I played too fast the | 
first time through, and Tyler yelled “That | 
just isn’t happening” from the control 
booth. But I nailed it the second time; and 
when the song was over Perry put down | 
his guitar, nodded my way, and noted, “All | 
right, I think you’ve got it.” Even in virtual | 
reality, that’s a pretty good payoff. 

Meanwhile, the nonvirtual Aerosmith are 
planning to make their next album in the | 
Boston area, something they haven’t done | 
since the ’70s (all their recent hits were | 
done in LA or Canada). After next month’s 
Centrum show they'll lay the 18-month Get | 
a Grip tour to bed; they plan to take a 
whopping four weeks off before revving 
back up to write the next batch of tunes.

Wallberg, Levine, Ozawa with 
the BSO; Zander and WW2

ast month’s Celebrity Series 
gig by the blazing Philadel- 
phia Orchestra set a pretty 
high standard for our home- 
town groups to live up to — 
which might be one reason the BSO has 
been on unusually good behavior. Two 
guest conductors led extremely satisfying 
programs. And Seiji Ozawa returned in 
one of his most ambitious undertakings. 

German conductor Heinz Wallberg, 
now in his early 70s, made his BSO debut 
four seasons ago as a replacement, con- 
ducting Bruckner’s Eighth Symphony. His 
second visit, earlier this month, was a 
gemiitlich evening of old favorites: a Schu- 
bert Fifth (perhaps a little too leisurely for 
its own good), an airy, articulate Mozart 
Third Violin Concerto with German vio- 
linist Frank Peter Zimmermann (who at 
29 now seems capable of producing more 
than the coiffured blond tone that once 
seemed to match his hair as much as the 
music), and an utterly captivating, free- 
spirited Beethoven First. These works are 
so familiar, they don’t exactly need to be 
heard — except that the better contempo- 
rary conductors, concerned with historical 
issues of appropriate 19th-century style 
(surely in reaction against too many 
mediocre performances in what might now 
be called 20th-century Austro-German 
Romanticism), no longer play them in the 
style most of us grew up with, and those 
conductors who do rarely have Wallberg’s 
authority and conviction. 

The BSO’s next two programs included 
two of the supreme masterpieces of that 
odd hybrid, vocal symphonic music: 
Mahler’s Das Lied von der Erde, his late 
six-movement setting of T’ang Dynasty 
Chinese poems (four of them by Li T’ai- 
Po) in German translation; and the 36- 
year-old Berlioz’s “Dramatic Symphony,” 
Roméo et Juliette, the greatest of all his 
Shakespeare-influenced works. Neither 
has been performed by the BSO in nearly 
two decades. 

Leading the Mahler, after a more than 
16-year absence from the BSO, was 
Metropolitan Opera maestro and Mahler 
specialist James Levine (his scheduled re- 
turn last year was postponed by an un- 
scheduled hernia operation — the wun- 
derkind has turned 50). The performance 
was worth the wait, a landmark in the 
league of Claudio Abbado’s legendary 
1979 Mahler Resurrection. The chamber- 
like orchestration of Mahler’s vast orches- 
tra gives the players countless opportuni- 
ties to shine. And the BSO reveled in 
them. All those colors — from the most 
sweetly floating flutes (guest principal 
Adam Kuenzel, from Minnesota) mellow- 
ing down through English horn (Robert 
Sheena) to mysterious contrabassoon 
(Gregg Henegar). Alfred Genovese’s sinu- 
ous, insinuating oboe solos were a dream 
of flexibility, poetry, and tact. Concertmas- 
ter Malcolm Lowe and principal cellist 
Jules Eskin played outstanding solos. Only 
the raucous trombones seemed out of 
synch with this universal refinement. 

Levine was lucky in his two vocal 
soloists as well. More than likely he hand- 
picked them, since he’s worked with both 
before. And both were making their BSO 
debuts (significantly overdue when you 
consider the erratic level of singing at the 
BSO). Canadian tenor Ben Heppner and 
Swedish mezzo Anne Sofie von Otter are 
at the top of their considerable powers. 
Heppner’s voice is strong enough to ride 
over the orchestral blasts of the first- 
movement “Drinking Song of the Earth’s 
Despair” (wine is the only answer to the 


darkness of life — and death) without 
shattering. Yet in the shimmering chinois- 
erie of the third movement, “Von der Ju- 
gend” (“Of Youth”), arguably the most 
exquisite passage in all of Mahler (an im- 
age of Heaven as porcelain), Heppner was 
heartbreaking in the nuances of intimacy. 

Von Otter is a cooler character (on the 
radio, after the Friday matinee, she was 
complaining about the rudeness of people 
who left before the end of the concert). 
Yet her full but almost characterless voice 
becomes richer and more colorful under 
pressure. Das Lied is the realm of the most 
expressive or uninhibited singers (Kath- 
leen Ferrier, Janet Baker, Christa Ludwig 
— locally, Jane Struss). Von Otter holds 
back, which creates its own poignance. 
Like her collaborators, she’s got a vivid 
rhythmic sense, so she could be infinitely 
sensitive or seductive, lilting or lan- 
guorous. Her narrative compels one’s at- 
tention, yet in the last movement, “Der 
Abschied” (“The Parting”), Mahler’s 
yearning farewell to the earth he so dearly 
loves, her voice practically dissolved into 
the atmosphere without sacrificing the vi- 
tal underlying pulse. 

In the larger sense, that’s what Levine 
did, too. This was a performance of zip 
and dash, of backward glances amid the 
forward rush — a love song to the Earth 
within which all one’s regrets and sorrows 
and longings are embedded and united. 
But even at the end, the spirit of life 
doesn’t cave in. 

Levine made Das Lied the culmination 
of one of the BSO’s most elegant and 
imaginative programs in years. He began 
with one of Haydn’s most glorious, most 
inventive, and most profound early sym- 
phonies, No. 22, the Philosopher, which he 
led with animation and passion (much in 
Wallberg’s mode). Then he leapt to the 
first BSO performance of the late John 
Cage’s first work for large (but gossamer) 
orchestra, the 33-year-old Atlas elipticus, 
which he has recently recorded with the 
Chicago Symphony in a version four min- 
utes longer than the one he played here. 
The conductor has, as they say, a lot of in- 
put in the duration and scoring of this mu- 
sic, which is derived by chance from the 
dots on an astronomical map. Levine de- 
cided to use the same combination of in- 
struments that Mahler calls for in Das 
Lied. So in some way, the Mahler emerged 
as a work that superimposes the classical 
organization of the Haydn on the spacy in- 
strumentation of the Cage — yet, of 
course, is totally different from either.

proving, and his evening-length Roméo et 
Juliette had a lot going for it. There was a 
flexibility of line and (what’s not always 
Ozawa’s case) the sense that he under- 
stood the specific dramatic situations the 
music was depicting. The Tomb Scene, in 
which Juliet (oboe) awakes before Romeo 
(clarinet and low strings) expires, was the 
most vivid dramatic episode I’ve ever 
heard Ozawa lead. 

This score has some of Berlioz’s most 
imaginative orchestration (oboe, for exam- 
ple, swirling above tambourine and pizzi- 
cato cellos). The playing throughout was 
superb (this time even the multiple brass- 
es), with outstanding work from the violas 
and bassoons, also horns, harps, and tim- 
pani. John Oliver’s Tanglewood Festival 
Chorus was consistently clear, engaged, 
and idiomatic, whether chamber-sized in 
parts of the first half (before an uncalled 
for and awkwardly placed intermission) or 
full-voiced and impassioned in the final 
chorus of reconciliation. American mezzo- 
soprano Susan Graham gave eloquent, 
committed, clear-eyed, sympathetic narra- 
tions — and from memory, which gave 
her performance an immediacy that von 
Otter, rooted to her score, would have 
benefitted from. 

Frequent guest tenor Vinson Cole was a 
wonderfully mercurial Mercutio in his de- 
piction of that insidious faery, Queen 
Mab. Even French-Swiss tenor Gilles 
Cachmaille, who was close to incompetent 
in last month’s Boston premiere of 
Berlioz’s long-lost Missa solennelle, was 
better as Friar Laurence, which is quite an 
extensive role. His French diction is, natu- 
rally, superb, and his middle register has a 
pleasant conversational timbre. Unfortu- 
nately, there just isn’t very much voice 
above or below that middle. 

So this had all the ingredients of a won- 
derful performance. But except for the 
Tomb Scene and the final choral outburst, 
it was oddly inert. There was color, but no

shape; energy, but no lift. The soaring love 
theme (one of the great melodies in 
Berlioz) had no real sweep. What was miss- 
ing was precisely what Levine and Wallberg 
provided: a pulse. Ozawa gave us a series 
of beautiful effects (that’s a step forward), 
but in some of the most romantic Romantic 
music ever written, there was little sus- 
pense, little tension, and no erotic urgency. 


Lack of urgency was not a problem for 
the Boston Philharmonic last weekend. 
Their concert led off with Haydn’s music 
depicting “Chaos” (the beginning of his 
late oratorio The Creation) and 
Beethoven’s Third Piano Concerto, his 
only concerto in a minor key (the first 
note of which echoes the final chord of 
“Chaos”). Then came Ralph Vaughan 
Williams’s Symphony No. 6 in E minor 
(1944-47), last played in Boston some 20 
years ago, then some 20 years before that. 
In conjunction with this concert, the Har- 
vard Graduate School of Design was ex- 
hibiting Susan Crile’s “The Fires of War,” 
her almost cartoonlike paintings — several 








quite vast — of the Kuwaiti oil wells in | 
flames, the result of her 10-day visit short- | 


ly after the Gulf War. 


Music director Benjamin Zander clear- | 


ly was thinking about the way art tries to 


transcend cataclysm and holocaust. The | 


symphony is a powerful four-move- | 


ments-in-one work that reminds me of 
Shostakovich’s war symphonies, with 
their abrasively satiric scherzos (here 
there’s a saxophone interrupting with 
some deliberately vulgar music-hall mu- 
sic). There are wonderfully antagonistic 
rhythms (four against three, three 
against two) and radical shifts of tone 
(rich strings remember a beautiful En- 
glish folk tune in the midst of the invad- 
ing storm troopers). The last movement, 
Epilogue, has a relentlessly repeated 
hushed phrase that Zander said at his 
pre-concert lecture makes the final slow 
movement of the Tchaikovsky Pathétique 
seem like an English tea party. The end 
of the score is marked “Niente.” The 
vivid performance made a good case for 
more frequent revival. 

Haydn’s “Chaos” had too much real 
chaos for its own good. This music works 
best when it’s played with a refinement 
and rhythmic precision that lets us hear 
the subtlest disjunction from predictable 
classical strategies. But the Beethoven was 
a marvel of sweetness and power. The 
soloist was a 22-year-old Harvard gradu- 
ate (in English!) and NEC artist-diploma 
candidate and student of Patricia Zander 
(the conductor’s ex-wife), Max Levinson. 
His clarity of tone (despite an unappeal- 
ing piano), intimacy, conviction, and 
depth of feeling (especially in the prayer- 
like Largo) belie his age, though his brio 
and boundless energy do not. He’s been 
getting a lot of press attention, which 
ought to make him both happy and ner- 
vous. Maybe sensitivity and technique on 
this level won’t yield so easily to ‘outside 
pressure. QO

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xxx Sir Roland Hanna, AT 
MAYBECK (Concord). The inti- 
mate surroundings of the Maybeck 
Recital Hall have given inspiration 
to many pianists since Concord 
launched its series of live record- 
ings made at the venue. Few of 
those recordings can match the 
poised rapture of this date. 

Hanna, whose amble through 
the Ellington/Strayhorn songbook 
a few years back proved his mas- 
tery in the solo realm, is dauntingly 
fluent with American rhythms. 
Here he reshapes standards, and 
the confidence of his execution is 
unmistakable. Fantasias appear in 
unlikely spots. Sustained trills 
sprout in the middle of “Softly, As 
in a Morning Sunrise.” Etudes are 
molded from Gershwin’s pen and 
Hanna’s head on “Fascinating 
| Rhythm.” “Lush Life” borders on 
utopian reverie. Boogie is 
broached as he swings the keys 
off “Oleo.” Hanna knows the plea- 
sures of the left hand, and the 
drive it takes to create a genuine 
thrill. Touch is everything here, giv- 
ing weight to the most feathery of 
phrases.

**x* Human Feel, WELCOME 
TO MALPESTA (New World). 
These free-thinking ex-Seattie 
guys who spent time in Boston 
before moving on to New York 
have evolved in two directions — 
further apart in individual writing, 
closer together in the group’s col- 
lective grope. Alto-man Andrew 
d’Angelo’s writing has tightened its 
nooses with crabbed repeats and 
fractured bad dreams; tenor-man 
Chris Speed’s music skirls and 
swirls into novel textures, tones, 
and spaces. 

The conversational style of the 
band emphasizes dialects: 
clipped, inner-city Brooklynese 
sputters versus drawled rural ram- 
bles. Saxophone duets get the 
spotlight. On Speed’s “Retrogres- 
sion” and “Iceaquay,” they swap 
homy stories. For d’Angelo’s “Sich 
Reped” and “Sphasos Triem,” 
they roughhouse with syllables; 
the result risks sounding silly but 
not stupid. Guitarist Kurt Rosen- 
winkel produces manic flashes; 
his mutant chords ground “An 
Hour Ago.” Speed's clarinet on 
“Triem,” d’Angelo’s bass clarinet 
stalking here and there, and 
drummer Jim Black’s secretive 
shadowboxing all sketch com- 
pelling itineraries for interior trav- 
elogues.

kkk Norvell, MUSIC TO 
REMEMBER HIM BY (Basura!/ 
Priority). As a journeyman rhythm 
guitarist/noisemonger, Kid Congo 
Powers lent his feedback-laced 1- 
4-5 chordings to the Gun Club, the 
Cramps, and Nick Cave and the 
Bad Seeds in the 80s. Now he’s 
got his name on the marquee, but 
in Congo Norvell’s debut he still 
plays the restrained, tasteful side- 
man, allowing the other name in 
the band, bleached-bionde singer 
Sally Norvell, to assert her for- 
midable diva allure. 

Powers and an impressive cast 
of avant-stylists that includes 
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CHIPPIES: Terry Allen, Joe 


Kristian Hoffman (former arranger 
for Klaus Nomi) on piano and 
drummer Joseph Berardi (James 
White & the Blacks, Stan Ridg- 
way) sculpt a stark, bluesy, ten- 
sion-ridden backdrop that recalls 
the Gun Club’s Las Vegas Story 
and hints at Nick Cave’s loungier 
exploits. It’s the perfect setting for 
the romantic despair and wounded 
strength of Norvell’s vocals, which 
rise from breathy vulnerability to 
soaring resolve in songs like the 
piano-and-fuzztone-guitar-driven 
“Drift Away” and the tom-tom- 
heavy, gloom-laden “My Midnight.” 
Think of it as the dark, Berlin- 
cabaret side of the lounge-music 
resurgence, where the rewards of 
melancholy romanticism overcome 
camp.

TRACK (Milan). When films use 
playful music to underscore their 
content of mayhem, there’s some 
really scary shit in the air. If you 
doubt that, go review the high- 
speed rampage of A Clockwork 
Orange. \n modern noir, like Roger 
Avery’s cheesy yet tense Killing 
Zoe, murder can be offhand and 
its accompanying soundtrack 
dashingly ebullient. 
tomandandy, the lowercase 
computer mavens who tooled 
Killing Zoe’s techno tour de force, 
have helped turn menace into frol- 
ic. Ollie Stone found such taients 
effective, so he used them for part 
of the Natural Born Killers track. 
They’ve also bolstered U2’s 
Zooropa tour and made abstract 
visuals of MTV’s Liquid Television 
seem that much more sensational. 
Zoe’s atmosphere of fantasia 
includes snips of ethnic voices, 
Right Said Fred sex murmuring, 
and permutating dance beats; it 
comes off as a ritualistic throw- 
down at Club 54. As an analogue 
to the robbery and drugs that fill 
the screen, it’s a pomo playground 
where dread is just another 
amusement.

**x1/2 Robbie Robertson & the 
Red Road Ensembie, MUSIC 
FOR “THE NATIVE AMERI- 
CANS” (Capitol). The combina- 
tion of authentic Native American 
music and Robbie Robertson’s 
own glosses on Indian history and 
culture is an odd one. Listening to 
it can be a schizoid experience. 
(Ry Cooder’s soundtrack for last 
year’s Geronimo is a more suc- 
cessful attempt to merge the tradi- 
tional and the contemporary.) And 
Robertson’s lyrics come down a 
peg from the work he’s done on his 
previous two post-Band albums; 
trying for folk-fable forthrightness, 
he ends up with pedantry. 

On their own, though, the shim- 
mering native ballads — especially 
“Mahk Jchi (Heartbeat Drum 
Song)” and the Robertson/Rita 
Coolidge arrangement’of “Chero- 
kee Morning Song” — and Rob- 
ertson tunes like “Ghost Dance” 
and “Skinwalker,” with their weird, 
spectral power, are quite pleasur- 
able. The most affecting number is 
the most unlikely: the finale, 
“Twisted Hair,” with Robertson’s 
tremulous, rattling-bones voice 
reading the text against an other- 
worldly choral sound that turns out 
to be a recording of crickets turned 
down low.

**1/2 Sola, BLUES IN THE 
EAST (Axiom). A celebrated 
author, composer, and singer in 
her native China, Liu Sola has 
recently been helping producer Bill 
Laswell create a series of multicul- 
tural soundfests. Blues in the East 
is the first such recording released 
under her own name, and it’s sure 
ambitious, setting two classical 
Chinese stories to music that 
grabs ideas from the traditions of 
four continents. Sola’s singing dis- 
plays an amazing command of 
exotic (for Westerners) musical 
vocabulary: piercing wails and 
howls, swooning extended phras- 
es, speedy dives in and out of 
notes. But her voice is heard best 
when there’s a lot of space around 








it, and too much of this album is 
cluttered with ungainly funk | 
grooves. 

Sola finds two excellent foils in | 
the rippling yet hard-edged sax of | 
Henry Threadgill and the roaring 
Hammond organ of Amina Clau- 
dine Myers (though Myers’s 
gospelish vocals are no match for 
the leader’s). “The Broken Zither’ | 
is partly undone by Umar Bin | 
Hassan’s energetic but superflu- | 
ous interjections. “Married to Exile” 
gives Sola more room and is more | 
successful. Although neither track 
puts all the pieces together, both 
offer moments of haunting beauty.

***x1/2 Various, SONGS FROM 
CHIPPY (Hollywood). The real 
Chippy was a 1930s hooker 
whose vivid diaries have inspired 
a robust musical play written and 
performed by that amazing Lub- 
bock-bred mafia of Butch Han- 
cock, Jo Carol Pierce, gravel- 
voiced Terry Allen, wife Jo Harvey 
Allen, and a surprisingly subdued 
Joe Ely. Stripped-down vintage 
country arrangements are spurred 
by Lloyd Maines’s spacious 
honky-tonk steel guitar and 
Richard Bowden’s lithe fiddle. 
Unlike Joe, neither Jo was 
exactly born to sing, so having 
them narrate is a wise choice. 
Pierce reflects on her personal 
longstanding feud with the 
Almighty in the offbeat “I Blame 
God,” backed with what sounds 
like tuba, barnyard squawks, 
church bells, and cuckoo clock. 
Speaking as Chippy, Jo Harvey 
Allen reminisces, “My only regret 
is | only screwed 6000 men and 
they were all chicken shits.” Butch 
philosophizes, “Mistakes . . . ain't 
worth a damn if they aren’t your | 
own.” How lustily sin and salvation 
embrace! Now if only these grin- 
gos would strut Chippy to Boston.

** e* Berés Hammond, IN | 
CONTROL (Elektra). Singer 
Beres Hammond has built a global 
following in his 20-year career with | 
his electrifying live performances 
and brilliant singing and songwrit- 
ing on reggae classics “Putting Up 
Resistance,” “Step Aside,” and 
“What One Dance Can Do.” Ham- 
mond’s major-label debut blends 
his signature roots-reggae founda- 
tion (Sly and Robbie do much of 
the rhythm work) with just a touch 
of modern R&B flavor. 
Although tagged by some as | 
reggae’s answer to Marvin Gaye | 
for his smooth love songs (“No | 
Disturb Sign”) and topical rallying 
cries (“Another Day in the Sys- 


» tem”), Hammond's distinctive 


voice has a craggy, aching quality 
that also recalls Otis Redding and 
a falsetto that echoes Al Green. 
Perhaps the biggest secret is that 
he’s one of the few reggae artists 
who consistently writes great origi- 
nal songs, shining on “Motherland” 
(his tribute to Africa), the soon-to- 
be classic “| Could Beat Myself,” 
and the pretty “Smile for Me.” 
Wicked dancehall efforts (“Just 
Say No,” “No Crime”) with top DJ 
Buju Banton and Capleton round 
out this satisfying set.

When the restless Betty 
(Béatrice Dalle) enters his life 
with the force of a runaway loco- 
motive, he’s too dazzled to get 
out of the way; she declares his 
novel to be a work of genius and 
dedicates herself to getting it pub- 
lished.

*x*1/2 BULLETS OVER 
BROADWAY (1994). Woody 
Allen discovers how to make his 
films funny again: Bullets is not 
only his best comedy in more 
than 10 years but one of his most 
personal — and artistic — movies 
to date. John Cusack plays David 
Shayne, a nebbishy, rising play- 
wright in Prohibition-era Man- 
hattan who has trouble with 
women and his artistic integrity. 
Desperate for a financial backer 
for his client’s “serious” new play, 
Shayne’s agent (Jack Warden) 
strikes a deal with mobster Nick 
Valenti (Joe Viterelli): if Nick pays 
for the production, his aspiring, 
talentless actress girlfriend, Olive 


| (Jennifer Tilly), will get a leading 


role. Shayne’s own doubts 
recede, however, when such dis- 
tinguished players as the Norma 
Desmond-ish Helen Sinclair 
(Dianne Wiest, cast against type 


| in a splendid, husky-throated, and 


Oscar-worthy comic tour de force) 
and Warner Purcell (Jim Broad- 
bent) are added to the cast. 
Bullets is riddied with brilliant bits 
— not the least of which is Chazz 
Palminteri as Cheech, the mob 
hitman who rewrites Shayne’s 
play — and they’re executed by a 
suburb supporting cast, including 
Tracey Uliman as a neurotic 
actress, Harvey Fierstein as 
Sinclair's agent, and Mary-Louise 
Parker as Shayne’s hometown 
girlfriend. But the film triumphs 
because the biggest joke is on 
Allen: by puncturing his own pom- 
posity, he vindicates himself. “I 
know two things,” Shayne says to 
Ellen in the end. “I love you and 
I'm not an artist.” He may be 
wrong on both counts, but Allen’s 
ability to confront these matters is 
a measure of how much he’s 
grown.

* *x CAFE AU LAIT (1994). It 
wants to be stylish and hot; 
instead it's weak and watery. 
Writer/director/star Mathieu Kas- 
sovitz seems to have intended a 
comedy, but he ends up with a 
tiresome film about unlikable peo- 
ple who converse in shouted 
obscenities. Beautiful, biracial 
Lola (Julie Maudeuch) is in love 
with two men, neither of whom is 
very appealing: a Jewish bicycle 
messenger. (Kassovitz) and a rich 
African law student (Hubert 
Kounde). She is pregnant by one 
of them; somehow she gets them 
both to set aside their racial 
antagonism and move in with her 
(well, this is Paris). Kassovitz has 
modeled Café (its original French 
title, Métisse, means “mixed- 
breed”) after She’s Gotta Have It, 
but as one character tells him, 
“You're not Spike Lee.” Coolidge

** x CLERKS (1994). A hilari- 
ous, bleak satire about two guys 
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with too much time on their hands 
and too little drive, shot for 
peanuts in 16min black and white 
by bona fide McJobber Kevin 
Smith at the New Jersey conve- 
nience store where he actually 
worked. The film captures one 
especially hellish day in the lives 
of Dante (Brian O’Halloran), who 
works the counter at the store, 
and his partner-in-slack, Randal 
(Jeff Anderson), who works at the 
adjoining video store. Distracted 
from their natural tendency to do 
nothing by the demands of a 
clientele of druggies, conspiracy 
theorists, freeloading pals, clue- 
less suburbanites, and hopeless 
losers straight out of Slacker, 
Dante and Randal sum up their 
attitude toward their work lives 
with the line, “This job would be 
great if it weren’t for the cus- 
tomers.” The dialogue’s brazenly 
sick humor and matter-of-fact 
bluntness originally earned Clerks 
an NC-17 from an increasingly 
clueless ratings board, though 
there’s no explicit sex or violence. 
It’s good that the talk is so com- 
pelling, since there’s not much 
plot to speak of. Think Beavis and 
Butt-head with better vocabular- 
ies.

***1/2 CRIES AND WHIS- 
PERS (1972). A lot of people con- 
sider Ingmar Bergman’s expres- 
sionistic dream play a master- 
piece.

A pair of sisters (Liv 
Ulimann and Ingrid Thulin) arrive 
at a spacious country house to 
attend the last days of their third, 
cancer-ridden sister (Harriet 
Andersson), who lives with her 
housekeeper. The performances 
of Ullmann and Thulin are so 
emotionally naked that certain se- 
quences attain a lacerating, 
almost unbearable intensity. With 
Gunnar Bjérnstrand, who has a 
small, heartbreaking scene as a 
minister called to pray for 
Andersson.

*x*x*1/2 ED WOOD (1994). 
Johnny Depp plays 1950s auteur 
Edward D. Wood Jr. — who’s 
been named the worst director in 
movie history for such astonish- 
ingly inept schlock as Plan 9 from 
Outer Space, as well as the jaw- 
dropping, autobiographical cross- 
dressing saga Glen or Glenda. As 
Wood, Depp makes his doe eyes 
gleam with the manic sparkler of 
a born hustler. He’s his own 
biggest mark, unaccountably con- 
vinced of his inevitable triumph. 
For his part, Tim Burton lovingly 
re-creates Wood’s no-budget 
movies, often scene for scene, 
down to their unwittingly self-par- 
odic bargain-basement special 
effects, robotic acting, and unfath- 
omable dialogue. Burton's done 
an especially brilliant job of cast- 
ing Wood’s repertory company, 
which includes a confused Sarah 
Jessica Parker as Wood’s girl- 
friend and frequent star Dolores 
Fuller and Bill Murray as would- 
be transsexual Bunny Breck- 
enridge. The emotional heart of 
the movie is the relationship 
between Wood and the aging, for- 
gotten horror legend he rediscov- 
ered, Bela Lugosi, in an eerily 
perfect turn by Martin Landau. 
When a familial bond develops 
between them, on and off screen, 
they display an emotional honesty 
that no amount of auteurial inepti- 
tude can disguise.

“Life is like a box of chocolates,” 
says Tom Hanks in the title role of 
Forrest Gump. “You don’t know 
what you’re gonna get.” In the 
case of this movie, what you're 
gonna get is soft and sweet and 
Sticky, not to mention overlong 
and ultimately indigestible. Gump 
is the village idiot, a saintly 
Southern mama's boy with an IQ 
of 75. Through his uncompre- 
hending innocence we view three 
decades of recent American his- 
tory with enough timely, sensa- 
tionalistic topics — from child 
abuse to AIDS — to fill a whole 
season of Oprah.

1969 at which four people died, 
one stabbed to death by a mem- 
ber of the Hell’s Angels.

(1939). Looked at 50 years since 
its release, this seems to have 


boiled over in the pot, a great big 
mulligan stew of Americana. 
Monolith and cartoon alike, it’s 
peppered with belles and bunting, 
racist cartoons, Yankee shoot- 
ings, a hair-raising amputation 
scene, huge sets of Atlanta burn- 
ing, turnip eating, fists raised at 
Heaven, baroque Southern 
accents (and Leslie Howard’s 
inexplicable British one), Clark 
Gable’s great eyebrows and 
handsome jowls (which somehow 
anticipate Tom Selleck), Olivia de 
Havilland’s portrait of poisonous 
goodness, carpetbaggers, scala- 
wags, Klan raids, and Vivien 
Leigh’s delicious green eyes. Is 
there any doubt that GWTW is 
just what we deserve? At three 
and a half hours, this lurid melo- 
drama feels longer than the 
Reconstruction itself.

* x GREASE (1978). A noisy, 
undistinguished pastiche of ’50s 
musicals, but you’ve got to see it, 
if only for John (Pulp Fiction) 
Travolta. Funny-looking as well 
as beautiful, he’s a romantic hero 
with an ingratiating streak of silli- 
ness and self-parody. Unfortu- 
nately, his energy is released only 
intermittently here — which might 
have worked in a small-scale 
effort but makes no sense in this 
gigantic production. Among the 
supporting players, only Stockard 
Channing, as the class bad girl, 
gives her performance any heat; 
Olivia Newton-John is toothy and 
unspeakably bland.

***xHELAS POUR MOI (1993). 
Jean-Luc Godard continues his 
fascination with divine manifesta- 
tion, of the word made flesh, that 
began with Hail Mary (1985).

The 
source for this film is the myth of 
Amphitryon, the mortal whose 
form Zeus took to have his way 
with Amphitryon’s betrothed, 
Aicmene.

VAMPIRE (1994). Nei! Jordan’s 
overwrought, misconceived, fitful- 
ly brilliant adaptation of Anne 
Rice’s turgid bestseller features 
Tom Cruise as Lestat, the film's 
mirthful nihilistic spirit. The prob- 
lem is that Brad Pitt’s existentially 
torn vampire Louis is always 
whining, as is the overall tone of 
Rice’s screenplay — not just 
whining, but prating, declaiming, 
and haranguing in a stilted, hack- 
neyed imitation of elevated 
speech. At times Jordan’s style 
and pace imitate the writer's pur- 
ple prose: the narrative moves 
ponderously, the visuals clog the 
retina. On the other hand, it’s 
Jordan’s — and, surprisingly, 
Cruise’s — penchant for punctur- 





ing the bombast with jabs of black 
humor, sly irony, and wickedly 
twisted sexuality that lets this 
Vampire achieve something of 
the evil and ecstasy Rice’s novel 
aspires to. The homoeroticism of 
the vampire’s exchange of bodily 
fluids is made campily overt in 
Jordan's freewheeling version.

@ MARY SHELLEY’S FRANK- 
ENSTEIN (1994). After nearly two 
centuries of adaptations, the story 
has become part of our collective 
consciousness, but in this latest 
version by Kenneth Branagh, an 
overreaching filmmaker seeks a 
blockbuster by putting together a 
monster from assorted clichés 
stolen from the movie mortuary 
and stitched together with the 
crudest possibile’ sutures. 
Branagh’s first mistake is casting 
himself as Dr. Victor Frank- 
enstein, the brilliant Swiss medi- 
cal student who becomes 
obsessed with a cure for death 
after his mother dies in childbirth. 
His leonine face, pumped-up 
torso, and overwrought howls of 
pseudo-romantic longing become 
the focus of every frame. He 
storms about his cavernous grand 
guignol laboratory putting the fin- 
ishing touches on Robert De Niro, 
his lumpen creature who speaks 
and thinks — but his voice and 
philosophy combine Jake LaMot- 
ta with Forrest Gump. When 
Branagh isn’t on hand to chew 
the rococo scenery, Frankenstein 
touches on some of the original’s 
pathos and horror. But among its 
mismatched parts the film fails to 
include the heart of the novel: the 
ambivalence of childbearing in a 
world bounded by death and 
presided over by a seemingly 
indifferent divine Father. If 
Shelley saw this latest incarnation 
of her immortal creature, she’d be 
the first to disown it.

**xMIRACLE ON 34TH STREET 
(1944). Like a lot of Christmas 
presents, this remake is very nice 
and well-intentioned but not 
something you really need or 
would have asked for. The new 
screenplay is hardly as elegant as 
George Seaton’s original, thanks 
to adapter John Hughes, who has 
coarsened recent Christmases 
with the Home Alone films. Do we 
really need to see the butt crack 
of the drunken Santa in the 
Thanksgiving parade? And why 
does Kris Kringle (Attenborough) 
have such a fondness for that 
reindeer whip? Miracle is a secu- 
lar Christmas fable that’s less 
about the birth of Christ than 
about about Yuletide as therapy. 
On film, the holiday invariably 
eases family tensions, rather than 
exacerbating them as it does in 
real life.

This is not the most 
action-packed martial arts movie.

What it does 
offer is Hilary Swank, who proves 
that teenage girls have options 
besides being cowering should 
they find themselves harassed by 
any black-shirted fascists who 
happen to take over their high 
school. Swank’s Julie is a prickly 
girl who lives with her grandmoth- 
er after her parents’ deaths and, 
in one of the film's several dis- 
jointed plot threads, cares for a 
wounded hawk.

Barbara Stanwyck plays a nurse 
assigned to a private home to 
care for two little girls who appear 
to be dying from malnutrition;

Oliver H.P. Garrett 
and Charles Kenyon wrote this 
lively, likable melodrama, which is 
frank and wised-up in the distinc- 
tive manner of the pre—-Production 
Code talkies; it’s also cheerfully 
non-judgmental — the villain is 
dispatched by gangsters who are 
doing a favor for Stanwyck’s boot- 
legger boyfriend (Ben Lyon). The 
director, William Wellman, keeps 
the action moving at a gallop. The 
cast standouts, besides Stan-

**x1/2 THE SHAWSHANK 
REDEMPTION (1994). Writer/ 
director Frank Darabont adapted 
his screenplay from Stephen 
King’s “Rita Hayworth and the 
Shawshank Redemption,” and the 
resulting movie has Oscar nomi- 
nation written all over it. The title 
comes from the name of a fictional 
prison in New England — a harsh 
stone 19th-century fortress. But 
the structure is also one of the 
film's main characters. We see the 
development, from 1946 to 1967, 
of a friendship between a young 
banker convicted of double murder 
(Tim Robbins) and a hardened 
lifer criminal (Morgan Freeman). 
As in Beckett, life is all about wait- 
ing, and that is what these prison- 
ers do best. But in the end, 
Shawshank is about the redemp- 
tion between two friends, about 
how hope can live in human 
beings in even the most terrible 
places. Darabont gets Robbins’s 
most subtle and multilayered per- 
formance to date. But the Oscar 
nomination will go to Freeman, 
who shows the majesty of sad- 
ness and how sweet redemption 
can be — even when all hope is 
lost.

*&**SOFIE (1993). Liv Ulimann’s 
fine directorial debut, set in 1886, 
tells the story of a 28-year-old 
Jewish woman (Karen-Lise 
Mynster) living with her parents in 
an upper-middie-class neighbor- 
hood and still waiting for life to 
happen. She meets a gentile 
painter whose intensity matches 
hers, but her two parents nudge 
her in the direction of an uninspir- 
ing match, not realizing she’s set- 
tling for less in order to please 
them. The film doesn’t stray far 
from Ibsen and Bergman territory, 
and though at two and a half hours 
it has its indulgences, Ulimann 
shows a steady hand behind the 
camera. Yes, the protagonist is 
something of a cipher, but the 
movie flows with unabashed nos- 
talgia for its characters and for 
pre-Holocaust Jewish life.

***xSPANKING THE MONKEY 
(1994). In his debut (which won 
the audience award this year at 
Sundance), writer-director David 
O. Russell takes the oldest story 
of them all — Oedipus’s — and 
makes it fresh. We watch with 
bemusement and horror the viola- 
tion of a fundamental human 
taboo when Raymond (Jeremy 
Davies), a pre-med freshman at 


MIT, is forced to spend the sum- 
mer caring for his convalescent 
mom. The intimacy is both uncom- 
fortable and titillating, and 
inevitably, after a late night of 
drinking, giggling, and watching 
TV, the pair succumb to their 
greatest desire and fear. Spanking 
the Monkey — the title is a term 
for masturbation — is more about 
the aftermath than the incestuous 
deed itself; it relates the fall of 
Raymond and his mother and their 
subsequent unraveling with a 
clean, episodic, narrative style 
that’s as lighthearted as it is har- 
rowing and unflinching.

* STARGATE (1994). Roland 
Emmerich’s lavish sci-fi epic is 
apparently a parable of cultural 
imperialism and exploitation, as it 
rips off dozens of movies, includ- 
ing Dune, 2001, Land of the 
Pharaohs, Flash Gordon, and 
especially the Zsa Zsa Gabor clas- 
sic Queen of Outer Space. Here, 
the hostile extraterrestrial emper- 
or/snap-diva is played by The 
Crying Game's Jaye Davidson. 
He’s Ra, a space parasite who, 
visiting Earth in search of fresh 
flesh, invented civilization and built 
the Great Pyramids. Now the US 
Air Force has recruited Egyptolo- 
gist James Spader to decipher an 
ancient Egyptian artifact that looks 
like a giant Secret Decoder Ring 
and turns out to be Ra’s inter- 
galactic portal. Spader and suici- 
dal colonel Kurt Russell pass 
through it to Ra’s sandswept plan- 
et, where they foment rebellion 
among a tribe of Egyptian-speak- 
ing serfs. Can they prevent Ra 
from slaughtering his vassals and 
nuking Earth? Only the shambling 
Spader has the wit to underplay 
this silliness for laughs. Otherwise, 
Stargate’s deadly earnestness 
needs a goosing, perhaps from 
Steve Martin singing “King Tut.”

**1/2 STAR TREK GENERA- 
TIONS (1994). No one who isn’t a 
dyed-in-the-rayon fan of The Next 
Generation need bother with this 
first movie featuring the “new” Star 
Trek crew, since an intimate famil- 
iarity with holodecks, Guinan, and 
the possibility of friendly Klingons 
is necessary to navigate the plot. 
Desperate to construct a transition 
between the old cast and the new, 
screenwriters Ronald D. Moore 
and Brannon Braga (who worked 
on The Next Generation) proffer a 
storyline that’s not so much com- 
pelling as convenient. Kirk dies, 


just as he should, saving the uni- 
verse from Dr. Soran (Maicolm 
McDowell) and his evil plot to col- 
lapse a solar system and propel 
himself into the Nexus, a Nirvana- 
like higher plane from which he 
was untimely wrenched the last 
time the Enterprise was in the 
area. Or something like that. 
Years later, Soran turns up on 
Picard’s Enterprise, and Picard 
seeks out Kirk, who's not exactly 
dead but also in the Nexus. 
Confused? It wouldn't matter if the 
meeting between the two captains 
weren't so damn anticlimactic. The 
plot works too hard just to get 
them together, but it’s not half as 
disappointing as Dr. Soran’s 
generic (and entirely nondiaboli- 
cal) villain. Malcolm McDowell 
tries to be interesting, the movie 
just won't let him.

*x*x*xTHE SWAN PRINCESS 
(1994). Directed and co-written by 
expatriate Disney animator 
Richard Rich, this isn’t quite on the 
level of the Disney classics, but 
the animation is top-drawer, and 
the songs have clever, adult- 
appeal lyrics. The story, adapted 
from Swan Lake, is a Beauty and 
the Beast-like parable about see- 
ing beyond appearances. Prince 
Derek blows his chance with 
Princess Odette when he praises 
her only for her looks. She's cap- 
tured by the evil wizard Rothbart 
(Jack Palance — watch for those 
one-armed push-ups), whose spell 
turns her into a swan every night. 
Only Derek's vow of love can free 
her, so Rothbart hopes to trick him 
with a false Odette. As in Disney 
movies, the bland leads are less 
interesting than the villain and the 
comic supporting cast, which 
includes a turtle named Speed (an 
apt Steven Wright) and a frog 
named Jean-Bob (John Cleese, 
doing his Monty Python and the 
Holy Grail French accent). On the 
whole, though, this Swan is fit 
mostly for little princes and 
princesses.

*xTIMECOP (1994). In the first 10 
minutes Jean-Claude Van Damme 
lets several thugs beat the stuffing 
out of him — all the better to 
reveal his more sensitive, less 
macho side. These are hitmen 
from the year 2004, sent to kill the 
1994 Van Damme in order to keep 
him from making trouble for a cor- 
rupt, ambitious senator (Ron 


Silver) 10 years down the line. To 
right the mistakes of his past and 
ensure his own survival, the future 
Van Damme must return to help 
the present edition protect himself 
and his wife (Mia Sara). Van 
Damme's fight sequences have 
attained a level of slapstick absur- 
dity. His greatest coup, however, 
is cleverly disguising in elaborate 
Terminator clothing the same 
revenge plot that’s in all his work.

TOMMY (1975). The Who's rock 
opera, about a deaf, dumb, and 
blind kid with special powers, gets 
the Ken Russell treatment. With 
Roger Daltrey, Oliver Reed, Keith 
Moon, Ann-Margret, Eric Clapton, 
Tina Turner, and Elton “Pinball

**&*xxVANYA ON 42ND STREET 
(1994). This Vanya emerges from 
one of the most extraordinary the- 
atrical projects of recent years. 
Andre Gregory returned to direct- 
ing after more than a decade’s 
absence with a workshop produc- 
tion of Uncle Vanya in the vivid, 
crackling, American-sounding 
David Mamet version. On and off 
for five years Gregory and his cast 
rehearsed the show in the aban- 
doned New Amsterdam Theatre 
on 42nd Street. Finally, Louis 
Malle came in for a week and a 
half and filmed it. And in rehearsal 
clothes, with rehearsal props, the 
actors offer the most fully 
explored, the most unexpected, 
the most essentially American 
readings of Chekhov's characters 
— readings that can result only 
from half a decade's collaboration 
between brilliant actors and a bril- 
liant director. But who could have 
guessed that Wallace Shawn 
would turn out to be an inspired 
Chekhov actor? His rages feel not 
only like the end-of-his-rope explo- 
sions of a profoundly unfulfilled 
middle-aged man but also like the 
inevitable release of the turmoil 
that’s been sparking Shawn's 
edgy, sandpaperish humor all 
along.

Elijah 
Wood and Lexi Randall are the 
children of Kevin Costner, who 
can’t keep a job when he comes 
back from Vietnam with post—trau- 
matic stress disorder. The story, 
which draws a strong connection 
between being poor and bad 
hygiene, pits our young heroes 
against some poorer, dirtier kids; it 
climaxes in a battle for a gigantic 
treehouse, which seems inspired 
by the similar battle in The Swiss 
Family Robinson, only this one’s 
more sentimental and less plausi- 
ble.

* *1/2 WIDOWS’ PEAK (1994). A 
quirky, stagy period piece that 
works hard to charm and surprise, 
Widows’ Peak too often comes 
across as earnest and labored. 
Written by Irish playwright Hugh 
Leonard, it’s a shaggy-dog story 
set in Ireland in the 1920s about a 
provincial community, called 
Widows’ Peak, that’s dominated 
by rich widows led by Mrs. Doyle 
Counihan (Joan Plowright). An 
exception to the rule is the unwed 
and impoverished Miss O'Hare 
(Mia Farrow), whose presence in 
Widows’ Peak is merely tolerated. 
As in Neil Jordan’s The Miracle, a 
beautiful woman — a young 
Americanized English widow 
named Edwina Broome (Natasha 
Richardson), whose British-officer 
husband was killed in World War 1 
— comes into town and disrupts 
everything. The story is taut and 
clever; the dialogue is tart and rich 
in local color; and the perfor- 
mances are first-rate.
